IT has been obfcrved in all Ages, tqat the 
Advantages of Nature or of Fortune have 
contributed very little to the Promotion of 
Happinefs ; and that thofe whom the Splendor of 

their Ranic, or the Extent of their Capacity, have 
placed upon the Summits of Human Lif^, have not 

often given any juft Occalion to Envy in thofe who 
look up to them from a lower Station.. Whether 
, at be that apparent Sopetiority incites great De- 
figns, and great Defigns are naturally liable to 
fatal Mifcarriagesy or that^ the general Lot of 
Mankind ^ is Mifery, and the Misfortunes of thofe 
who(« Eminence draw upon (hem an univcrlal At- 
tention* have been more carefully recorded, be. 
caufe they were more generalbf ferved, and 

B havci 
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have, in reality, been only more confpicuous than 
thofc of others, not more frequent, or more 
ievcre. 

That Afljuenc? and Power, Advantages intw'nfic 
and advcntilfious, and therefore eafily fe'parabld from 
thofe by whom they are^jofleffed, fhould very often 
flatter the mind with Expediation of Felicity which 
they cannot give, raJffs no AlloniOiment ; but it 
feems rational to hope that imelle<^ual'. ^reatnefs 
fhould produce better EfFeds ; that Minds qualified 
for great Attaiinments ftiould firft .endeavour their 
own Benefit; and that they who are mofl able to teach 
others the Way to Happinefs, AouU with moft 
certainty follow it themfelves. ^ 

But this Expectation, however p)au£ble, has 
been very frequently diiappolnte<l« The Heroes of 
'iterary as well as civil Hiftory have been very often 
no kfs remarkable for wb^t they have fufFered than 
for what they have atcbieved ; and Volumes have 
been written only to enumeivate the Mileries of the 
Learned, and relate ibeir unhappy Liveis and uti* 
timely Death*. 

To thefe mournful Narratives I tfm about to ad4

While tlie £at4 oi MdceksfieU was profecutitig 
etbis Affair, his Wife was, on the loth of January^

none any Reafon to doubt of the Sincerity of her 
Declaration ; .for he was his Godfather, and gave

This was therefore an ASt of Wickednefs 
which could not be defeated, bccaufe it could noe- 
be fufpefled ; the Earl did not immagine that ther^ 
could^ exift in human Form a Mother th%t would- 
ruin her Son without enriching herfelf, and there- 
fore beftowed upon fome other Pesfon fix thou* 
f nd Pounds which he bad in his Will bequeathed 
lo Savagei 

The fame Cruelty which incited his Mother 
to intercept this Provifion which had been in- 
tended him, prompted her in a ftiort Time to an- 
other' P/ojea, a Projeft worthy of fuch a Difpo- 
fitiont.

common Wickednefs, would yet be (hocked at the- 
Defign of a Mother to expofe her Son to Slavery 
and Want, to expofe him without Intereft and with- 
out Provocation ; and Savage might on this Occa- 
lion find Protedors and Advocates among thofe who 
had long traded in Crimes, and whom Compai&on 
had never touched before. 

* Being hindered, by whatcverMeans, from bani(b • 
mg him into another Country, Ihe formed fobn af*' 
tier, a Scheme for burying him in Poverty and Ob- 
fcurity«in his own ; and that liid Station of Life, if 
not the Place ^ hts Reiidedce, might keep him for 
ever at a Diftance from her, (he ordered him to be 
placed with a Shoemaker in Holbourn^ that after the 
ufualTime of Trial, he might becomehis Apprentice. 
It is generally reported, that this Projcd was 
for fome- Time fuccefsfuly and that Savage was eni- 
ployed at the Awl longer than he was willing to 
corifefe ; nof was it, perhaps, any great Advantage 
to him, that an unexpe£led Difcovery determined 
him to quit his Occupation.

Bderbfia*ve 
was defired by the- Czariiu to recommehd propcif Pei- 
fons to introduce into RufiidHHc Piadlice and Study of 
Phyfic, Dr. Smith was one of thofe whom he fe*cflcd. 
He had a confiderable Penfion fettled on him at his Ar- 
rival, and is now one of the chief Phyfieians at tht Rt^' 
Jan Court, ^ 

f This I write iipon, the Credit of the Author o£ hil> 
latci, wJiicb was publiihci in 172 7« 
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having been ^ifappoiiKed in her Expe^tdtipns^ 
rcfufed to pay whatperhap? nc^hing but the ProfpeA 
of Tudden Affluence prompted her to ptomife. 

Being thus obliged to depend upon the Friend* 
ihip of Mr. Wilks^ he was confiKjoemly an affi* 
duous Frequenter of the Theatres, and in a Ihort 
Time the Ajnufements of tb^ Stage took fuch Pof* 
fcffion of his Mind^ that he^nev^rwas abfent from 
a Piay in fevcral Years^ 

This conAant Attendance na^rally procured him 
the Acquaintaqce of the PJayera, and among others 
of Mrs. Oldfield^ who was fo much pleafed with his 
Converfation, and touched with his Misfortunes^, 
that (he aliowed him a fettled Penfton of fifty Pounds 
\ Year, which was, during her Life, regularly 
paijd. 

• That this hdt of Generofity may receive its due 
Praife, and that ihe good AAicm of Mrs. Oldfield: 
oiay iHt be^ fullied by hev general Character, it is 
proper to mention what Mr. Savage often declared- 
in the ftrongcft Terms, that he never faw her 
alone, or in any other Plac/5 than hchind the 
Scenes./ 

At her Death he endeavoured to fliew his Gra- 
titude ii) the moft decent Manner, by wearing- 
Mourning as^ for a Mother, but' did not celebrate 
her in Elegies, becaufe he knew that too great 
Pirofufion of Praife would orfy have revived thbfe 
Faults which hi& natuxaJ £<]<4ti]i; did not 3ilow' 
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liim to think lefs, becaufe they were committed by 
one who favoured him ; but of which, though 
his Viitue would not enileavour to palliate them, 
li4s Gratitude would not fuffer him to prolong the 
Memojy^ or diffufe the Cenfure. 

In his Wanderer he has, indeed, taken an Oppor- 
tunity of mentiohing her, but celebrates her rvot 
for her Virtue, but her Beauty, an Excellence which^ 
none ever denied her : This is the only Encomium 
with which he has rewarded her Liberality, and per* 
haps he has even in this been too lavifh of his Praife. 
He feems to have thoiight, that never to mention 
his BenefaiS^refs would have an Appearance of InV 
gratitude, though to hav^ dedicated any particular 
Perfbtmance to her Memory would have only be- 
trayed-an officious Partiality, thaf^ without exalting 
her Character, would have depreffed his own* 

He had fbmepnies, by the Ktndhefs of Mr. 
Wilks] the Advantage of a Benefit, on which Oc- 
cafions he often received uncommon Marks of 
Regard and Compaffibnj and was once told* by 
the Duke of Dorfety that it wias juft td confider 
him as an Injured Nobleman, and that in his* O- 
pinioit the Nobility ought to think thcmfejves 
obliged, without" Solicitation, to take every Op- 
jportunity of fupporting hina by their Counte- 
nance and Patronage. But he had generally the 
Moitification to heaV, that the whyle Intereft of 
his KlotheV w^s employed** to' fr'uftrate his Appff- 

" catioiiSt« 
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cations, and that the never left any Expedient un^- 
tried, by which^he might be cut ofF from the Pofli* 
bility of fupporting Life. The fame Difpofition 
fhe endeavoured to difFufe among all thofe over whon^ 
Nature or Fortune gave her any Influence,, and in- 
deed fucceeded too wrell rn her Deiign, but could not 
always propagate her Effrontery v^ilh her Cruelty j 
for fome of thofe whom (he incited againft him were 
afliamed of their own Condu£k, and boafted of that 
Relief which they never gave him. 

In this Cenfure I do not indifcriminately involve 
all his Relations ; for heJbas«mentioned with ^ra* 
titude the Humanity of one Lady, whofe Name I 
am now unable to recoiled, and to whom, there- 
fore, I cannot pay the Praifes which file deferves, for 
having afled well^. in Oppofition to Influence, Pre- 
cept^ and Example.. 

The Punifliment which our Laws inflift upoa 
thofe Parents who murder their Infants, is welj 
known, nor has its Juftiqe ever been contefied i 
But if they deferve Death who deftroy a Child in 
its Birth,, what Pains can be fevere enough for 
her who forbears to deftroy him only to infli<SI:' 
fiiarper Miferies upon him ^ who prolongs his 
Life only to make it miferable y and who expofes 
him, without Care and without Pity, to the Ma- 
hce of Oppreffion, the Caprices of Chance, and 
the Temptations of Poverty ; who rejoices to fee 
him overwhelmed with. Calamities ^ and when 
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liis own Induftrjr, , or the Charity of ^berS) ha* 
€iiaUed htm to rife for a ihort Time above his Mi- 
/erieSy plunges him agiin into hts former Diftrefs i 
The Kindn^fs of hi^ Frknds not afFc^rdiog him 
any confiant Supply, and the Profped of iiiiprov*- 
jng his Fortune, by enlarging his Acquaintance, 
Aecefiarity leading him to Places of Expence, he 
found it neceiTary ^ to endeavour once more at 
Dnmiatk Poetry, for which he was now better 
qualifidd, by a more exteniive Knowledge, and 
longer Obfer vation. Bm having been unfuccefsful 
in Comedy, though rather for want of Opportuni- 
ties than Genius, he refolved now to try whether 
hefiiould not be more fortunaOs in exhibiting a 
Tragedy^ 

The Story which lie chofe for the SubjeA waa 
that of Sir Th^mas^ Qverbury^ a Story well adapted 
to the Stage,^ though perhaps not far enough . re- 
moved from the prefent Age, to admit properly 
the FiSions neceiTary to complete the Plan ; for 
the Mind which naturally loves Truth ^9 always 
^ moft offended with the Violation of thofe Truths of 
which we are moft certain; and we of covirfe con- 
ceive thofe Fadts moft certain which approach neareft 
to our own Time. 

. Out of thif Story he formed a Tragedy, .which, 
if the Circumftances in which he wrote it be 
icoofidered^ will afford ^at once an uncommon

During* a confiderable Part of the Time,, in

^ed to walk and form his Speeches, and aftecwardff 
ftep into a Sbo{i, b^g for a few Moments the Ufe 
of the Pen and Inki and write down what he had 
cootpofed upon Paper which he had picked up by 
Accident. 

If the PerfomuRice of a Writer thus dMreflbd is 
not perfe£(, its Faults ought furely to be imputed tx> 
a Caufe very ^iifferetit from Want of Oeniua, ^nd 
fmuft rather excite Pity than provoke'Ceoftire. 

But t^n, iua<ier thefe DiffcouragemiAits, the 
Tragedy was finiftied, there yet . remamed the La*^

•taking which, to an ingefluotts Mitid, was In a ve^^ 
xy high Degree vexatious aud di%aflk)g ; for hav<^ 
ing little Intereft or RefMitation, he win obliged 10 
iubm it himieif wholly CO fhe Phyere^ "and adhik, 
with whatever Reludance, the Emendations tf 
Mr. CMer^ which he alvirays conftdered as the 
Difgraceof his Perforbfiance. 

He had indeed in Mr. IM amffher Critic ^ 
a \iiery different Clafs, from whofc Fricndfhip he

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received grea^Affiftand« -on msny Occaficns, and 
wbom he ttcv^t tnentiemed but with the utmoft 
Tenderiiefe dnd Regard f. He had been for fome 
TimK diftingiiiflied by him With very ptrticular 
iCitidnefe, and'on this Occaiion it was natural to 
appijrioiifih a$ ^ Attthor of an eftabliffaed Cha- 
ra^r. He therefore fent this Tragedy to iirm

that Time the Courage to rejed feveral Pailaget 
which he could not approve ; and what is Aill more 
laudable, Mr. Hill had the Generofity not to refent 
the Ne^le£l of his Alterations, but wrote the Pro* 
logue and Epilogue, in which he touches on the Cir- 
cumdances of the Author with great Tendernefs. * 
After all thefe Obftru£llons and Compliances, 
he was only able to bring his Play upon the Stage 
m the Summer, when the chief Aflors had re* 
tired, and the reft were in Pofleffion of the Houfe 
for their own Advantage. Among thefc Mr. 5a- 
vage was admitted to play the Partx)f Sir Thomas 
bverbury^ by which he gained .no great Reputa-- 
tion, the Theatre being a Province for wbich

execrable Crimes are (bmetimes committed witfaouit 
apparent Temptation. 

This Mother i« ftiU alive*, and may, perhaps^ 
even ytt^ though her Malice was fo often defeated, 
enjoy the Pkafure of refleding, tbatth« Life which 
file often endeavoured to deftfoy, way at lead (faort* 
ened by her maternal Offices ; that though ihc 
could not tranfport h^r Son to the Plantations, bu^ 
jy him in tb^ Shop^ of a Mechanick, or haften the 
Hand of the public Executioner, fixe has yet had 
the Satisfa^ion of imbittering all' hfa*^ Hours, and 
forcing him into Exigences tJi^ hurried on bis 
Death. 

It is by no Means^ neceflary to aggravate the 
Enormity of this Woman's Cdndud, by placing 
it in Oppofition to that of the Countefsof £Crr/* 
firdi no one can fail to obferve how mMch more 
amiable it is to relieve, than to opprefs, and ta 
refirue Innocence frlNn DeflmAion, than* to deftrojr

This Interval of Profpcrky fiwnifced, him with 

Opcortunities of. enlarging bis Kjwwledge of 

human 
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liuman Nature, by contemplating Life from iti 
higheft Gradations to its loweft 5 and had he after- - 
Wards applied to Dramatic Poetry, he would per- 
haps not have iiad many Superiors $ for as he neveif 
fufFered any Scene to pafs before his Eyes without 
Notice, he had treafured in his Mind all the dif«^ 
ferent Combinations of Paffions, and the inninne* 
rable Mixtures of Vice and Virtue, which difiin- 
guifli one Chanider froih another; and as his 
Conception was ftrong, his ExpreflSbns were clear, 
he eafily received Impreffions from ObjiSs, and 
very forcibly tranfmitted them to others. 

Of his exafl Obfervations on human Life he has 
left a Proof, which would do Honour (0 the 
greateft Names, in a fmall Pamphlet, called, The 
jfuthor to be let, where he introduces l/earlot Hack- 
ney, a proftitute ^Scribbler, giving an Account of 
hisfiirth, his Education, his Difpofition and Mo- 
rals, Habits of Life, and Maxims of Conduct. In^ 
the Introdu£kion are related many fecret Hiflories of 
the petty Writers of that Time, but fametimes 
mixed with ungenerous Reileflions on their Birth, 
their Circumftances, or thofe of their Relations ; 
nor can it be denied, that fome Pafiages are fuch as 
Ifcariot Hackney might himfelf have produced. 

He was accufed likewife of living in an Ap- 
pearance of Friendlbip with fome whom he fati- 
rifcd, and of making ufe of the Confidence which 
he gained, by a feeming Kindncfs, to difcover 

D 2 Fail- 
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Failings and txpofe them : It rouft be confeiTed* 
that Mr. Savaged Efteem was no very certain Pof- 
feffion^ and that he would lampoon at one Time 
tfaofe whom be had prai&d at another. 

It may be alledged, that the famc^Man may 
change his Principles, and that he who wa$ once 
defervedly commended, may be afterwards fatirifed 
with equal Jufiice ; or that the Poet was dazzled 
with the Appearance of Virtue, and found the 
Man whom he had celebrated, when he had an Op- 
portunity of examining him more nearly,, unworthy 
of the Panegyric which he had too haftily beftowed ; 
. and that as a falfe Satire ought to be recanted, for 
the fake of him whofe Reputation may be injured^ 
falfe Praife ought likewife to be obviated, left the 
DiftinSion between Vice and Virtue (bould be loft, 
left a bad Man (hould be trufted upon the Credit 
of his Encomiaft, or left others Oiould endeavour 
to obtain the like Praifes by the fame Means. 

But though thefe Excufes may be often plauil* 
ble, and fometimcs juft, they are very feldom 
fatis factory to Mankind; and the Writer, who 
is not conftaiit to his Subjed, quickly finks into 
Contempt, his Satire lofes its Force, and his Pane* 
gyric its Value, and he is only confidercd at one 
Time as a Flatterer, and as a Calumniator at 
another* 

To avoid ihefe Imputations, it is only necef* 
fary to follow the Rules of Virtue, and to pre- 

fove 
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fcrvc an unvaried Regard to Truth. For though 
it is undoubtedly poffible, that a Man, however 
cautious, may be fometimes deceived |)y an artful 
Appearance of Virtue, or by falfc Evidences of 
Guilt, fuch Errors wUlnot be frequent; and it 
win be allowed, that the Name of an Author would 
never have been made contemptible, had no Man 
ever faid what he did not think, or nifled otherSy 
but when be was himfelf deceived. 

The Author to be let was firft publilhed in a 
fingle Pamphlet, and afterwards inferted in a Col«- 
k^tioo of Pieces relating to ,the Dundaij which 
were addreflcd by Mr. Savage to the Earl of Mid-

A Libmy no Wty to b« 
wondeiied at in thofe People, find in thofe Papers, tkar^ 
for many Yeart during the uncontrolled Liberty of the 
Preft, had afperfed almoft all the great Cbara^ers of the 
Age ; and with this Impunity, their own Ferfons and Kama 
bcme utterly fecret and bbfeure. 

This gave Mr. Pope the Thought^ that he had novr 
fbme Opportunity of doing Good, by deteAing and dfag* 
ging into Light rhefe common Enemies of Mankind ; fince 
to iftvaSdaUthU imiverfal Slander, it fofficed to fhew what 
contemptible Men were, the Authovs of it. He was not 
without Hones, that by manifefting the Dulnefs of thofe 
who had only Malice to recommend them, either tlie Book- 
sellers would not find their account in enoploying them, [or 
the Men themll^lvesy when di&oVered, ^ant Courage to pro* 
ceed in fo imlawful an Occupation* This it was tnat gave 
Birth to the I7jm^^^, and he thOiight it an Bappinefs, that 
by the late Flood of Slander oii hiinfelf, he ad acquired fuch 
a peouliar Right over their NiUnts as was necefikry to thU 

On the lath of Mdr^B 1729, ^t St James\ that Poem 
was prefentedto theKiirb and Qvkbn (who had before 
lieen ple^fed to read it) by the Hi^ltt Honourable SxxRobsrt 
Wa^U: And fome Days after the whole Tmpreffion was

Crown is always thought too great by thofe ' who 
fuffer bj^its Influence, and too Jittle by thofe to 
wbofe Favour it is exerted ; and a Standing Army 
is generally accounted neceflary by thofe who 
command, and dangerous and oppreffive by thofe 
who fiipportit.

Jmprcffion of fome Verfes, he remarks, that he 
bad, with Regard to the Correflion of a Proof, 
41 SpgU upon him ; and indeed the Anxiety, with 
which he d wek upon the minuteft and mod trifling 
Niceties, deferved no other Name than that of Faf- 
cination. 

That he fold fo valuable a Peformance for .fb 
fmall a Price, was not to be imputed either to 
NeceiEty, by which the Learned and Ingenious 
are oftci> obliged to fubmit to very hard Conditions, 
or to Avarice, by which the Bookfellers are fre- 
quently incited to opprefs that Genius by which 
they ace fupported, but to that intemperate Defire 
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of Heafure, and habitual Slavery to his Paffions, 
which involved fcim in many Perplexities j he hap- 
pened at that Time to be engaged in the Purfuit of 
foine trifling Gratification, and being without Mo- 
ney for the prefent Occafion, fold his Poem to the 
firft Bidder, perhaps for the firft Price that waspro* 
{X)fed, and would probably have been conteut with 
ie&, if lefs had been offered him. 

This Poem was addrefled to^he Lord Tyrconnel^ 
not only in the firft Lines*, but in. a^ formal Dedi- 
cation, filled witl^ the higheft Strains of Panegyric, 
and the warmeft Profefiions of Gratitude, but by 
no Means remarkabfe for Delicacy of Connexion, 
or Eleganpe of Stile. ' "" 

Thefe Praifes in a (hort Time he found him.felf 
inclined to retrad, being difcarded by the Man on 
whom he had beftowed them, and whom he then 
Imme4iately difcovered not to have deferved them. 
Pf this Quarrel, which every Day made more bit- 
ter. Lord Tyrconnei and Mr. Savage affigned very 
Afferent Reafons, which might, perhaps, all in

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Reality concur, though they were not all conveni- 
ent to be alledged by either Paf ty. Lord Tyrconnel 
affirmed, that it was the conftant Pra<aice of Mr. 
Savage to enter a Tavern with any Company that 
propofed it, drink the moft expenfive Wines, with 
great Profufton, and when the Reckoning was de- 
manded, to be without Money^ If, as it often 
happened, his Companions were willing to detey 
his Part, the Affair ended without any ill Confe- 
quences ; but if they were refraSory, and expe£led 
that the Wine fliould be paid for by him that drank 
it, his Method of Compofition was, to take them 
with him to his own Apartment, aflume the Go* 
vernment of the Houfe, and order the Butler, in 
an imperious Manner, to fet the bell Wine m the , 
Cellar before his Company, who often drank till 
they forgot the Refpcdt due to the Houfe in which ! 
they were entertained, indulged themfelves in the 
titmoft Extravagance of Merriment, praflifed the 
moft licentious FrolF^ks, and committed all the 
Outrages of Drunkennefs. 

Nor was this the only Charge whichLord Tyr- 
<connel brought againft him : Having given him a 
Collection of valuable Books, fiamped with hi 
own Arms, he had the Mortification to fee the 
in a fliort Time expofed to Sale upon the Stall 
It beiiig ufual with Mr, Savage ^ when he want 
a fmall Sum, to take his Books to the. Pawnbn

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Whoever was acquainted with Mr. Savage, eafi- 
}f credfted both thefe Actufations ; for having been 
oWiged' froiii 'hfs firff Entrance into the World to 
fttbfeft-upoir'Expediems^ AMuence was not able to 
ekalt him above tHem i and to much was he de- 
lighted* With Wine and Gcnver fat ibn, and {q long 
had he been accuftomed to live by Chance, that 
he would at anyThnegor to the Tavern, without 
Sci^plisf, and^truftfirfrhi^ Reckoning to the Libera- 
lity of his^'Comjianf, and' frequ«nrly of Company - 
to whomhte was verylitttelcnowm ThisConduft 
iiide^ very feldom drew upon him thofe inconve- 
niences that might be feared by any other Perfon, 
Ibr his Converfation was fo entertaining, and, his 
Addrefsfo pleafing, that few thought the Pleafure 
whrchthey received from him dearly purchafed by 
paying for his Wine, It Was his peculiar Happi- 
ncTs, that he fcarcely ever found a Stranger, whom 
he did not leave a Friend ; but it muft likewife be 
added, that he had not often a Friend long, with* 
out obliging him to become a Stranger. 

Mn Savage, on the other hand, declared that 
Lord fy''^*»^^^*'qtiarrelled with him, becaufe h« 
would not fubtrad from his own Luxury and 
Extravagance what he had promifed to allow* 
him, and that his Refentment was only a Plea

foe 
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for the Violation of 'bis Promife* He aflerted that 
he had done nothing that ought to exclude him 
from that Subfiftence which he thought not fo 
much a Favouf^ as a Debt, fince it wat offered 
him upon Conditions^ which he had never broken i 
and that his only Fault was^ that be could not be 
Supported with nothing. 

He acknowledged, that Lord Tyrco$mel often ex^ 
horted him to regulate hi^ Method of Life, and not 
to fpend all his Nights in Taverns i and that be 
appeared very defirous, that he would pafs thofe 
Hours with him, which he fo freely bcftowed upon 
others* This Demand Mr. Savage confidered as a 
Cenfure of his Conduct, which he could never pa- 
tiently bear i and which even in the latter and 
cooler Pai t of his Life was fo o&nfive to him, that 
he declared it .as his Refolutbn, iofpum that Friend 
%uhoJhould prefumeto diSiate to him j and it Is not 
likely, that in his earlier Years he received Admo* 
nitions with more Calmnefs. 

He was likewife inclined to refent fuch £x* 
peilations, as tending to infringe his Liberty, of 
which he was very jealoud, when it was ncceflary 
to the Gratification of his Faffions, and declared, 
that the Requeft was ftill more unreafonable, as 
the Company to which he was to have been con- 
fined was infupportably difagreeable. Thi& Af« 
fn-tion affords another Inftance of that Inconfif- 
(Cncy of his Writing with his Convecfation,. 

which 
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wMch was fo often to be ^tvl^rved. He forgot 
how laviihly tie had, in his * Dedication to Tbi 
Wandehbr^ extolled the Delicac]^ and Penetra- 
tion* the Humanity and Generofuy, the. Can. 
dbiir and Polttenefs of the Man, whom, when he 
no longer loved him, he declared to bs a Wretch 
without, Underftand)!^, ; i^ithout Good-Nature, 
and without Juftice ; of -lyiiofe Name he thought 
himfelf obliged to leave no Trace in any future 
Edition of his Writ'mgS \ and accordingly blott<d

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their Employments, or their Fortunes, neceflarily 
place at a Diftance from the greateft Part of Man- 
kind, and to examine, whether their Merit was 
magnified or diminiflied by the Medium through 
which it was contemplated ; whethet the Splendor 
with which they dazzled their Admirers, was inhe- 
rent in themfelves, or only reflefted on them by the 
Objeds that furrounded them s and whether great 
Men were fele£ted for high Stations, or high Sta* 
tions made great Men, 

For this Purpofe, he took all Opportunities of 
converfing familiarly with thofe who were moft con- 
fpicuous, at that Time, for their Power, or their 
Influence i he watched their loofer Moments, and 
examined their domefiic Behaviour, with that 
Acutenels which Nature had given him, and which 
the uncommon Variety of his Life had contributed 
to increafe, and that Inquifitivenefs, which muftal* 
ways be produced in a vigorous Mind by an abib- 
lute Freedom from all preffing or domefiic Engage- 
ment9. His Difcernment was quick, and therefore 
he ibon found in every Perfon, and in every Affair, 
foniething that deferved Attention ; he was foppor- 
ted by others, without any Care for himfelf, and 
was therefore at Leifure to purfue his Obfervations. 

More Circumftances to conftitute a Critic on 

t 

Human Life could not eafily concur, nor indeed 
could any Man who afllimed, from accidental Ad- 
vantages, more Praife than he could jufily claim 

from 
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from his real Merits admit an Acquaintance more 
dangerous than that of Savagt ; of whom likewife 
it muft be confeiled, that Abilities really exalted 
above the common Levels or Virtue refined from 
Paffion, or Proof agaidft Cprruption, could not 
caiily find an abler Judge, or a warmer Advocate. 

What was the Refult of Mn Savagi% Enquiry^ 
chough he was noi much accuftomed to conceal his 
Difcoveries, it may not be entirely fafe to relajjp^ 
becaufe the Perfons whofe Charaders he critictfed 
are powerful ; and Power and ReCentment are fel* 
dom Strangers ; nor would it perhaps be wholly 
juft, becaufe what he aflerted in Conver&tion 
might, though true in general, be heightened by 
ibme momentary Ardour of Imagination ; and as 
it can be delivered only from Memory » may be 
impetfedly reprefented ; fo that the Pidure^ atfirft 
aggravated, and then unfldlfull]^ copied, may be 
juftly fufpeAed to retain pp great Rcfemblance of 
the Original. 

It may^ however, be obferved, that he did not 
appear to have formed very elevated Ideas of thofe 
to whom the Adminiftration of Affairs, or the 
ConduA of Parties has been intrufted ; who have 
been confidered as the Advocates of the Crown, or 
the Guardians of the People, and who have ob« 
* tained the moft implicit Couiidence, and the loud* 
eft Applaufes. Of one particular Perfon, who has 
been at one Time fo popular as to be generally 

£ 2 efteemed^ 
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efteeme^^ and at anothier fo formidable as to be* 
univerfaliy detefted, he obferveds that his Acqui- 
fitions had been fmall, or that his Capacity wai 
narrow, and that the whole Range of his Mind 
was from Obfcenity to Politics, and from Politics 
to Obfcenity, 

But the Opportunity of indulging his Specula- 
tions on great CharaSers, are no\^ at an End. He 
was biniflied from the Table of Lord Tyrconnel^ . 
and turi^d agaan adrift upon the World, without 
ProfpeiSt 6f finding quickly any other Harbour. As 
Prudence was not one of the Virtues by which' he 
was diftinguiflied, lie had mide no Provjflon agamft 
a Mrsfortunie like this.. And tbougK it is not'to be 
inlagined, but that the Separatfdn muK for (bme 
Time h*a^^ be^n preceded by CJoldbels, Peeviflbnefs,, 
or Negle<£t; tnou'gh it ^asT undoubtedly the Con. 
fequence of accumulated Provocatioris on both 
SI(Jes, yef6vefyoAe' thai knew Sctvage will readily 
believe, that to hin^ it wa3 fudden as a Stroke of' 
Thunder; that .though he hiight have tfanfiently 
cxpeftcd it, he Had never fuffcred any Thought fo. 
unpleaGng to finkjntohis Mind, but that he bad 
drivenitawiyby Amufen^ents, or Dreams of fu- 
ture Felicity and Affluence, and had never taken 
any Meafurcs by whith he might prevent a Preci- 
pitation froih Plenty to Indigence.

himfelf entitled b revenge. It is too cotnmon for 
thofc who have urtjaftly fgirerea Pain, to inflia it 
llkewife in their Turn, with the fame Iijuftice, 
and to imagine that thcjr have a right to treat 
others, as^ they have themfelveii been treated. 

That Mn.£«magy was toamuch elevated by any 
good Fortune is generally known ; and fotrtePaffa- 
ges of ihis Introduaion lo 7% AtUbar to fo £/f, fuf- 
fkiently. Ihcw, that he did not wholfy refrain from 
fuch Satire as he afterwards thought very unjuft, 
whca he was expofed to k himfeif i f^r when he 
vf9s afterwards fidiculed in the CharaAer of a dif- 
iit&&Potti heivcry ea% difcoveied, that Diftrefs 
i^as nobaipropet S»b|ea for Me^ritoifefit', or Topic 
of: InY«aive, He was then able to dHeern, that 
if Mifcry be the EfFea of Virtue, it ought to be 
reverenced ; if of ill-FortUne, to Be pitied ; and if 
of Vice, not to be infuked, becaufe it is perhaps 
iifelf a Puoiftfjvnt ^(J^quajie to tho^Crime by'wbmh 
iv was prot^uccd. , A^d tbe.Bumanity.tif that Man; 
can djefi»v« no Panegyric, who :b capable of re-. 
proacMng a Criminal id the Hands of the Exectf ,. 
tioner. 

But tbefe Reflexions, though they readily oc-^ 
curred'tobim in iheflcft and laft Pints of his Life^ 
were,, I am afraid, for a long Time forgotten i at 
Ifaft they were, like many other Maxims, treafur- 
ed up' in his Mind, rather for Show than Ufe, and 
operated very little upon, bis Condufi, however ele«^ 

ganjiljR 
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gantly he might fometimes ea(platn, or however for* 
cibly he might inculcate thenfu 

His Degradation therefore from the Condition 
which he liad enjoyed with fuch wanton Thought* 
leffiiefs, was confidered by many as an Occailon of 
Triumph. Thofe who had before paid their Couf ( 
to him, without Succefs, foon returned the Con* 
tempt which they had fuffered, | and they who had 
received Favours from him, for of JEuch Favours 
as be could beftow he was very Uberal, did hot 
always remember them. So much more certain 
are the EiFeQs of Refentment than of Gratitude : 
It is not only to many more pleaflng to recolleft 
thofe Faults which place others below them, than 
thofe Virtues by which they are thtemfelves compa*- 
ratively depreilU ; but it is likewife more eafy to 
negle^, than to recompenfe ; and though there are 
few who will pradife a laborious Virtue, there will 
never be wanting Multitudes tlut will indulge an

Savage^ however, was very Ifttfe ^ difturbcd at 
the Marks of Contempt whlch^his ill Fortune 
brought upon him, from thofe whom he never 
efteemed, and with whom be never confidercd 
bimfelf as levelled by any Calamities ; and thotigh 
it was not without fome Uneafinefs that he hn 
ibme, wbofe Friendflup he valued, change theit 
Behaviour, he yet obferved their Coldfte^ wiib*^ 
tttt much Emotion, confidered them as the Slavas 

' E s * ht 
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oC Fortune, and the WdrthTppers of Profpdrtly;.- 
(ind was more inclined to defpile th^in, than to la- 
iment hioifclf. 

It ddes not appear, tliat. after this Return of 
his Wants, he found Mankind equs^Hy favourable 
to hifn, as at his firft Appearance in thfe. World, 
ffis Story, tliqugh in Reality not lefs melartcholy>. 
was lefe^ affedtiiig^* becaufe! it was no longer new. 
it tlipretore^^prpcurecl Kim no new Friends, and 
thofe that had forrfierly reueved him, thought they 
might now. confignnim to others. He was now 
likewife c6n(idered by many rather as criminaK than 
as unhappy ; for the Frjends of Lord Tyrcannel and 
of hjs Mother, were.fufiici^rittyinduftrious to pub- 
Ji(h his W^akn^fles^ Which^^ere indeed very nu- 
merous, apd ,nfdhing . was JFor^btten fhat might 
. make him'elthpr hatePulor fidiculouSk . 

It cannot bujt he imagined, that fiich Reprefeh* 
tatioiis of his Faults mufl make great Numbers 
lef3 6;n^I)Jeof,l^ipP,iftf?f8 5 many who^bad only an 
Qppq^tunjty tq}hpar.one fajrt, made no Scruple to 
propflgm th^ A!?co)ii?<f|W)iif:h they Teccivcd ; many 
jffifted-thpir^Cir^uJatioa fpop Malice or Revenge,. 
aud perhaps many pretended to credit them, that 
^hey n^ght with a better Grac^ withdraw their Rc- 
Mrd, .pr withhold their Affiftance.

Xhefe mutual Accufations were retorted on both 
Sides for many Years, with the utmoft Degree of 
Virulence and Ka^e, 4n4 Ti(tip Ceemed rather lo^ 
augmtnt'^handimifiiih their Re&ntment: .That the 
Anger of Mr. Savage ttabuld be ^ept alive is nqt 
ftrange, becaufe he felt eve iy Day the: Confequeo* 
cesof theQix^rels but it mj|ht re^fon^Iy have 
been hoped, -dittti Lord Tyrcannei might bftve>r^r 
knted -, and at lin'gtH have forgot thofe Provpca- 
tions, whichi hdwever they roigbt teve o^p/t ifl[- 
fiamdHtim, had not in Reality much hurt him.

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The Spirit of Mr. Sawtge indeed neyer ruf«> 
fered htm to folicit a Recondliation ; he re- 
turned Reproach^ for Reproacb^ ' and Infult for 
Inililt ; his fuperwity of Wk itipplied the Dif- 
advantagea« of his Fortune, and enabled him to 
form a Party, and prejudice great Numbers in hi$^ 

Favour. 

But. though this might be fome Gratification of 
hii Vanity, it^afForded very little.Relief ta bis Nc'^ 
ceificies,; and be w^ very frequently reduced to.uo- 
cwimon Hardibipd, of which, however, he never 
made any mean or im(>ortunate Complaints, being 
formed rather to bear Mifery wilh Fortitude, than 
endure Profperity with Moderation.

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The Reafurc which he received from thfs In- 
creafeof his Poetical Reputation, was fuificient^for 
fome Time to over-balance the MiTeries of Waot^ 
which this Performance did not much alleviate v 
for it was fold for a very trivial Sum to a Bookfeller^. 
Who, though the Succefs was fo uncommon, that 
five Impreflions were fold, of which many were- 
irndoubtedly very numerous, had not 6enero&y. 
efficient to admit the unhappy Writer to any Paft 
oiF the Profit, 

The Sale of this Poeih was always mentioned' 
by Mt. Savage with the utmoft Elevation ofHearty. 
atid referred td by him as an inconteffable Proof of a ^ 
genera) Acknowledgment of his Al>ilitie5. Itwas^ 
indeed the only Production of v/hich he could juflfly 
Tboaft a general Receptiom 

Biit though he did not'lde the Opportunity which < 
Succefs gave him of fetting a high Rate on his Abi- 
lities, but paid due Deference to the Suffrages of' 
ManUnd, when they were given in his Faveur^ he- 
did not fuffer his Efleem cS himfelf to depend upbti 
others^ nor found any thing facred inthe Voice'df 
the Peof le, when they were ipclioed to Cctifixtt hlrtr^ , 
Be thei) readily (hewed the FoUy of expedlng that the 
Publidc fhould judge right».Qbferved how flowly po* 
. etical Merit had often forced its^Way into the Worlds . 
he contented himfelf with jhcr AppIaufeof'Men df 
jfiidgment $.and was fomewhaf jdifpbfed to exchfde ail^

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thofe. from the Charaders of Men of Judgment^ 
who did not applaud him. 

But he was at other Times more favourable to 
Mankind, than to think them blind to the Beauties 
of his Works, and imputed the Slownefs of their 
Sale to other Caufes ; either they were publifhed at 
a Time when the Town was empty, or when the 
Attention of the Public was cngrofled by fome Strug- 
gle in the Parliament, or fome other Obje^ of ge- 
neral Concern j or they were, by the NegleA of 
the Publiflier, net diligently difperfed, or^ by hi» 
Avarice, not advertifed with fufficient Frequency. 
Addrefs, or Induftry, or Liberality^ was always 
wanting ; and the Blame was laid rather on any 
other Perfon than the Author. 

By Arts like theie. Arts which every Man 
praAifes in fome Degree, and to which too much 
of the little Tranquility of Life is to be afcrihed. 
Savage was always able to live at Peace with him- 
felf. Had he indeed only made ufe of thefc Ex- 
pedients to alleviate the Lofs or Want of Fortune 
or Reputation, or any other Advantage, which it 
is not in Man's Power tobefiow upon himfel^ 
they might have been juftly mentioned as Inftances 
of a philofophical Mind, and very properly propof- 
ed to the Imitation of Multitudes, who, for want of 
diverting their Imaginations with the fame Dex<T 
terity, ianguiih under Afflictions which might be 
cafdy removed.

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~ It Were doubtlefs to be wiflied, that Truth and 
Reafon were univerfally prevalent ; that every thing 
werc^ efteenied according to its real Value ; and 
that Men would fecure themfelves from being dif^ 
appointed in their Endeavours after Happineis, by 
phcing it only in Virtue, which is always to be 
obtained; butif adventitious and foreign. Pleafures 
iBcift be purfued^ it would be perhaps of fomc Bene- 
fit, fince that Purfuit nvuft frequently be fruitle(s9 
if the Praf^ice of Savage could ^ be taught, that 
Folhy might be an Antidote to Folly, and one Fal- 
hey be obviated by another. 
* But the Danger of this pleafing Intoxication mud 
not be concealed ; nor indeed can any one, after hav* 
Ing obferved the Life oiSavagej need to be caution- 
ed agatnft it. By imputing none of his Mifertes to 
himfetf, he eontidued to ad upon the fame Princi- 
ples, and follow the fame Path ; was never made 
wifer by his SuiFeriogs, nor preferved by one Mis*^ 
fortune'from failing into' another. He proceeded 
throughout hi J Life to tread the fame Steps on the 
fiiOie Circle ; always a^^lauding his paft Conduct 
or at lead forgetting it> to amufe himfelf with Phan- 
toms of Happinefsj whith-Were dancing before him t 
and wiUk)gly turned his Eyes from the Light of Rea- 
fon, when it would have diftoVeted the lilafion, an4 
ihewnhim* whatheneverwtfliedtofee, bb real ftate« 
He is even accufed, after having lulled his Im»* 

lotion with thofe idea! Opiatt^, ' of having tried 

the 
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the fame Experiment upon his Confcience y and 
having accuftomed himfelf to impute all Deviati- 
ons from the right to foreign Cauifes, it is certaia 
that he was upon every Occafion too eafily recon- ' 
cited to himfelf, and that he appeared very little to 
regfet thofk I^ra^tices which had impaired his Repu- 
tation. The reigning Error of his Life was, that 
he miftook the Love for the Pra6^ice of Virtue, and 
was indeed ^ot fo much a good Mai> as the Friend 
6f Goodnefi. 

This at leaft mull be allowed him, that he alway» 
preserved a ftrongSenfe of the Dignity, the Beauty^ 
and the Ne<;effit/ of Virjue^ and that henever con- 
tributed deliberately to fpread Corruption amongft

herfelf than to him on whom her Bounty was con- 
ferred. It was a kind ofavaricious Generofity, by 
which Flattery was rather purchafed than Genius 
rewarded*. 

Mrs. Oldfiild had fiarmcrly given him the Tame 
Allowance with. much more heroic Intention j (he 
had no other View than to enable him to profecute 
bis Studies, and to fet himfelf above the Want of 
Ai&ftaace,^ and was contented with doing Godd, 
without ftipul^ing for Encomiums, 

Mr. SavageYiOVitsci was not at Liberty- to make 
Exceptions, but was ravilhed with the Favours 
which he had received, and probably yet more with 
thofe which he was promifed ; he ^copiidered him- 
felf now as a Favourite of the Queen, and did not 
doubt but a few annual Poems would 'eftablifli him 
in fome profitable Employment. " 

He therefore aiTumed the Title of Volunteer 
Laureate not without fome RepreKenfions from

The Publication of his Voluntw Laureat 
procured him no other Reward than a regular 
Remittance of Fifty P^nds. 

H^ was not (b dkprefled by his EKfappointments 
as to negle^ any Opportunity that was oiiered of 
advancing his Intereft. When the Princefsj(/«ir/ 
was married, he wrote a Poem upon her Depar- 
ture, only, as he declared, hecaufe it wat ^:cpe£fed 
from him, and h^ was not willing to bar his own 
Profpefls by any Appearance of Negle<5^. 

He never mentipneil any Advantage gained by 
this Poem, or any Regard that was paid to it, 
2nd therefore It is likely that it was confidered at 
Court as an Ad of Duty, to which he was ob- 
liged by his Dependence, and which it was there- 
fore not xi^c^afy to reward by any new Favouf :

•Demand was likewife preiled by him in a private 
Letter to the Author of the Paper, who .either 
trading to the Protection of thofe whofe Defence 
he had undertaken, or having entectalned fome 
perfonal Malice againft Mr. Savag€,OT fearing left 
by retracing fo cpnfident an AiTertion, he fhould 
impair the Credit of his Paper, refufed to give 
him that Satisfaction. 

Mr. Sawtgt therefore thought it necisfrary, to 
his own Vindication, to profecu.te him in the 
King^s Bench \ but as he did not find any ill Ef- 
ie£ts from the Accufation, having fufficiently 
cleared his Innocence, he thought any farther 
Procedure would have the Appearance of Re- 
venge, and therefore willingly dropped it* 

He faw foon aft^wards a Procefs commenced 
in the fame Court againft himfelf, on an Infor- 
mation in which he was accufed of writing and 
publiihing an obfcene Pam))hlet. 

It was always Mr. Savage^s Defire to be diftin-

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celebrated for hia. Prudence, he bad no fooner 
taken his Side, and informedhimfelf of the^chtef 
Topics of (be 'Difpute, than he toolc all Oppor- 
tunities of afferting and propagating hisPrincipleSy 
without, much Regard to his own Intereft^ or any 
other vifible Defign than that of drawing upon 
bimfelf the Attention of Mankind., 

The pifpqte between the Biihop oi London and 
the Chancellor, is well known. to have been for 
feme Time the chief Topic of political Conver-, 
fation ; and therefore Mr. Savage^ in purfuanca 
of his Chara^er, endeavoured to become confpi-: 
ouous among the Controvertifts with which every 
CofFce-Houfe was filled on that Occafiom He v 
was an indefatigable Oppofer of all the Claims^^ 
of Ecclefiaifiical Power, though he did not know 
on wh^t they were founded, and was therefore no 
Friend to tbefiifhop oi London. But he had an- 
* other Reafon for appearing as a warm Advocate 
(br Dr. Rundle, for he was the Friend of Mt.Fo/ier 
and Mr. Thmpfon^ who were the Friends of Mr. 
Savage. ' 

Thus remote was his Intereft in the Queftion, 
which however, as he imagined, concerned him fo 
nearly, that it was not fufEcrent to harangue and • 
difpute, but neceiTary likewife to write upon it. 

He therefore engaged with great Ardour in a 
new Poem, called by him. The Progrefs ofaDU 
vine, in which he conducts a profligate Prieft, by. 
all the Gradations of Wickednefs, from a poor

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Cunicf in the Coustpjr, to the higheft Prefer* 
ments in the Church) and dcfcribes, with that 
Hunoour which wa9 natural to hHSn^ and that 
Knowledge which was extended to all the Diver- 
fities of human Life, his Behaviour in every Sta« 
tfon., apd infinuates that this Fmft thus accom-* 
plifhed found at laft a Patr6n in the Bilhop of 
London,

r But before the Publication 6f hli fferforttiancea; 
he rctolleaed^ that the Queen alibwcd her Gar- 
den and Cave zt Richmond to be (hewn for Mo- 
aiey, and that ihe fo openly countenanced th^ 
Pradice, that flic had beftowed the Privilege of 
ihewing them as a Place of Profit, 6n a Man 
whofe Merit flie valued herfelf upon rewarding^ 
though flie gave him only the Liberty of disgra- 
cing his Country. 

He therefore thought, with more Prudence than 
was often exerted by him, that the Publication of 
thefe Lines might be oflkioufiy reprefcnted as an 
Infidt upon the Queen, to whom be owed his 
Life aiid his Subfiftence, and that the Propriety olF 
lits Obfervation would be no Security againfl th« 
Cenfurcs which the Unfcafonablenefs of it might 
draw upon him ; he therefore fup^reffed the Paf- 
fege in the firft Edition, but after the Queen's 
Death diou^t the fame Caution no longer 
neccffary, and reftorcd It to the proper Pkce. ' 

Tho 
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The Poem vfs^ ihttMote puhliflicd without any: 
political Faults, 9nd.iafcribe4 tOitRe Prince; but 
Mr.,Savagi havi|ig f^o Friend upon whom hci 
could prevail, to prefent it to him, had no other 
Method of sittra&ing bis- Obfervation than the 
Publication of frequent Advertifements, and 
therefore received no Reward from his Patron, 
however generous on other Occaiions. 

ThisDifappointment he never mentioned with* 
out Indignation, being,. fay foroe. means or other, 
con (tdent that the Prince was not ignorant of hisr 
Addrefs to him ^ ^nd iniinuated, that if any Ad* 
vances in Popularity could, have been made by 
diftingMiihing him, h^ had not writt^ without 
Notice, or without Reward. 

He was once inclined to have prcfented his 
Poem in Perfon, and fent to the Printer for a 
Copy with that DeHgn } but either his Opinioa 
changed, or his Refolution deferted him, and he 
continued to refent NegleA, without attempting 
to force himfelf into Regard. 

Nor was the Public much more favourable than 
his Patron, . for onl/ feventy-two wej» fold, tho* 
the Performance was much commended by fbme 
whofe Judgment in that Kind of Writing is gc- 
ner^ly allowed. But Savage eafily reconciled 
himfelf to Mankind, without imputing any De* 
feft to his Work, by obfcrving, that his Poem 
was unluckily publiihed two Days after theProro*^ 

gation 
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gatton of the Parliament, and by Conieqiience at 
a Time when all thofe who could be expeSed to 
regard it^ were in the Hurry of preparing for their 
Departure, ot* engaged in tsiking Leave of others 
upon their Difmiifioh from public Affairs, 

It hiuft be however allowed, in Juftification of 
the Public, that this Performance is not the moft 
excellent of Mr. Savagis Works, and that tho' it 
cannot be denied to contain manyilriking Senti«> 
jnefit$9 iliajeilic Lines, and juft Obfer rations, it 
i^ in general iiot'fufficienily poliibed in the Lan* 
guage^ or enlivened in tbe imagery, <»* digefted 
in the Plan., , 

Thus his Poem contributed nothing to the Al« 
leviation of bis Poverty, .which yf^s fuch as very 
ffw could have fupported with ecjual Patience, 
but to .which it muft likewife be confefled, that 
few would have been exf o&d who receive punc* 
tually fifty Pounds a Year j a Salary which, thV 
by no means equal to the Demands of Vanity 
and Luxury^ Is yet found fufficient to fupport 
^ Families above Want, and was undoubtedly 
more than ibe Neceffities of Life require* 

But no fooher had he received bis Peniion, than 
;lie withdrew to his darling Privacy, from which 
he returned in a {bort Time to his former Dlf- 
trefs, and for fome Part of the Year generally 
*Uyed hy Chance, eating only whji^n he was i^iyitcd 
to the Tables of his Apquaititancesj from which 
the Meanneff of his Jpreis often excluded hiai» 

when 
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when the Politenefs and variety of his CQAverfji* 
tion would haVe been thought a fufficient R^om^ 
pence for his Entertainment* 

Re lodged as much bj Accident as he dined^ 
and paflfisd the Night fome tames in mean Houfts, 
ivhich are fet open at Night to any cafiial Wan- 
derers ; fometimes in Cellars, among the Riot 
and Filth of the meaneft and m5ft profligate of 
the Rabble ; and fometimes^ when he had no Mo*' 
iicj to fupport even the Expene^s of theft Roc^^-

Whoever was acqhainted with htm, was ceftalh 
to be foHcited for fmall Sums, which. the Fee* 
t]^uency of the Reqtieft made in Time confider* 
abie, and he was therefore quicklj^ fhunned by 
tbofe who were become faqiUiar enough to be 
trufted with his Nece^tiea; but his rambh'ng 
Manner of Life, and conftaot Appearance at 
Houfes of public Refort^. always procured him a 
new Succeflion of Friends, whofe itindnefs had 
not been exhaufted by repeated ftequefts, fo that 
lie was leldom abfolutely witiiout Refources, but 
. had in bis utmoft Exigencies this Comfort, that 
be always imagined himfelf fiire of fpeedy Relief. 

It was obferved, that be always afked Favours 
•f this Kind without the leaft SubmiiIion> or ap- 
parent Confcioufnefsof Dependence, and that he 
4id notieem to look upoa a Con>pliance with bi» 
Ryqpeft jiSr ap Obji^ationv^^at d^iervcd any ex« 
trac^ins^r^ A.Qknov^i^dgn[)c;ntSi ^t a Refu£il 
was refented By him as ah A^fffdnt,* or complained

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of as an Injury ; nor did he readily reconcile 
himfelf to Chofe who either denied to lend, or gave 
him afterwards jany Intim^ttion that they expeded 
to be repaid. 

He Was fometimes fo far compaffionated by 

diofe who knew both his Merit and his Diftreffes^ 
that they received him into their Families, but 
they foon difcovcred him to be a very incommo* 
dious Inmate; for being always accuftomed to an 
irregular Manner of Life, he could not confine 
himfelf to any ftated Hours, or pay any Regard 
to the Rules of a Family, but would prolong his 
Converfation till Midnight, without confidering 
that Bufinefs might require his Friend's Applica- 
tion in the Morning ; nor, when he had perfuad- 
cd himfelf to retire to Bed, was he without Diffi- 
culty called up to Dinner ; it was therefore im- 
poffible to pay him any DiftinQion, without the 
entire Subverfion of all Oeconomy, a Kind 'of 
Eftablilhment which, wherever he went, he always 
appeared ambitious to overthrow. 

It muft therefore be acknowledged, in Juftifi- 
cation of Mankind, that it was not always by 
the Negligence or Coldncfs of his Friends thkt

Ifrofefled Enemies. , 
^ Among thefe^ Mr^ MUlar fo far indulged his 
ReTentment as to introduce him in a Farce, and 
^red bim to be perfonated on the Stage in a 
£}fefs like that which he then worc^ % a mean In* 
fulty which only infinuated that Savage had but 
one Coat, and which was- thefefore defjHfed by 
him rather than refented ; for though he wrote a 
I^ampoon againft A£IIar^ he never printed it : and 
as no other Perfon oqght toprofecute that Revenge 
from which the Perfon who was injured defiAedl, T 
fliall not preferve what Air. Savagt^ fupprefied; o^ 
Which the Publication would indeed have been a 
l^unilbment too fevere for fo impotent an Aflault* 
The great Hardihipsx>f Poverty were to Savage 
not the Want of Lodging or of F.ood, but the 
l^^ka and Contempt which it drew upon him* 
He complained, that as his Affairs grewdefperate, 
lie found his Reputation for Capacity vifibly de^c 
cline J that his Opinion in Queftioos of Criticifm 
was no longer regarded, when his Coat was out 
pf Fafhion; and that thofe who in the Interval of 
his Prc^perky were always encouraging him to 

great UiidertakingSyby£|icoiRiunisonhtsGe[niu94> 
%nd AiTui^ances of Success, now received any Men« 
tion of his Defigns with ColdMi&» thought Jthat' 
tlie^ifbjeSi on which he propoftd to write were 
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very difficult ; and were ready to iiiform him, 
that the Event of a Poem was uncertain^ that an 
Author ought to employ much Time in the Con- 
fideration of his Plan, and not prefu^e to fit down * 
to write in Confidence of k few ciirfory Ideas,, 
and a fuperficial Knowledge; Difficulties were 
ihuted on all Sides, and he was no longer qualifi- 
ed for any Performance but the yoluhteer Lau^ 
fiat. " ' 

Yet even this Kind of Contempt never de- 
jireflcd him j for he always preferved a fteady 
vConfidence in his own Capacity, and believed 
nothing above his Reach which he 0iould at any 
Time earneftly endeavour to attain. He formed 
Schemes of the fame Kind with Regard to Know-*' 
Ifcdge and to Fortune, and flattered himfelf with 
Advances to be made in Science, as with Riches 
to be enjoyed in fome diftant Period of his Life. 
For the Acquifition of Knowledge he was indeed 
far better qualified than for that of Riches j for^ 
he was naturally inquifitive, and defirous of the 
Gonverfation of thofe from whom any Informal 
tion was to be obtained, but by no Means folici- 
tous to improve .thofe Opportunities that were 
fometimes offered of raifing his Fortune j and was 
remarkably retentive of his Ideas, which, when 
once he was in Poffcffion of them, rarely forfook 
him; a Quality which could never be communi- 
cated to his Moneys 

While 
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• While he was thus weariifg out hfs Life in Ej^- 
peSation that the Queen would foine time recof* 
left her Promife, he had Reco^rfe to the ufual 
^Prailice of Writers, and publifhed Propofals for 
printing his Works by Subfcription, to which he 
was encouraged by the Succefs of many who had 
not a better Right to theFavour of the Public ; but, 
whatever was the Reafon, he did not find the 
World equally inclined to favour him, aiid he 
obferved with feme Difcontent, that tho* he offer* 
ed his Wo^ks at Hilf a Guinea, he was able to 
procure but a fmall Number, in Compartfon with 
thofe who fubfcribed twice as much to DucL 

Nor was it without Indignation that he faw 
his Propofals negleded by the Queen, who patro- 
nifed Mr. Duck*s with uncommon Ardour, and 
incited^a Competition among thofe who attended 
the Court, who ihould moft promote bis Intereft^ 
and who ihould iirft offer a Subfcription. Thid 
was a Diftindion to which Mr. Savage made.np 
Scruple of aflerting that his Birth, hisMisfor* 
tunes, and his Genius, gaye^him a fairer Title 
than could be pleaded by him on whom it was 
conferred. 

Savage^s Applications were however not uni- 
Verfally unfucc^fsful; for fome of the Nobility 
countenanced his Defign, encouraged his Propo-^ 
fals^ and fubfcribed wJth great Liberality. He 
related of the £>uk$ of Chandos pajfticularly, that, 
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upon receivi^ b!s Propofals^ Ke fent him Ten 
Guineas. 

But the Money wbich bis Suhfcfiplicais afford^ 
ed him was not leis volatile than that which he re«» 
ceived from his other Schemes ; .whenever a Sub* 
fcription was paid hlm,he went to a Tavern, ancf 
as Money ib colle^d is neceilarily receired ifir 

fmall Sums> he never was aUe to fead hi# ^oem^ 
la tbe Prefs, but for many Years continued hU So» 
ticilationv ^M fquandered whatever he obtamed* 

This Projeft of printing bis Works wa» fr©i» 
fluently revived, 9nd as his Propbials grew oWb# 
lete, new omes were printed with fireflier Dates^ 
To form Schemes ht the Publkatiim was one of 
bis favourite Amufements, nor was he ever mor# 
#t £^fe than when vHtl^ any Friend who readiljr 
iejl in wkb his Schemes,^ be was ad|ufting ibc 
l^ifi^ foxaiiog d^ AArertiftme&ts, and regulat- 
'mt *« Dilperfion <rf his new Edition, which be 
teally intended &me tione to pobiifli, and w4^ich> 
as long Experience bad fcewn him the tmpof&bi- 
Uty pf prin^'uJg tW Valume together, he at laft 
determi^ tx> divide into weekly or mondily 
Numbers, that the Profits of the firft might fup- ^ 
ply the Expences.of the next. 

Thus he fpent his Time in mean Expedients, 
and tormenting Sufpenfe, living for the grealcft 
Part in Fear of Pr ofccutions, ft<m his Cwditors, 
andcoAJcquenily fkulking in oWcurc Parts of th©

drefs /f^Cfirfd hm Fitrnjb, whom his Neceffities

To the AcqtfiCtipn of tbi^ extenfive AxaqiiaiAt- 
.^n<;e efeqr CirouflE^dfiAce of his Life Contributed* 
if ^e^ccelkd in fCbe» Artsof Converfation, and there^r 
lore willingly praSiied thdhsi : He had^ feldom anf 
Home) or even ^ a Lodging in whtcfa he oould be 
^fvateyftBdtlier4forewas driven into public Houre» 
for the common Ccmveniences of Life, and Sup*- 
jyorts qt Hat^ire. He wit ahrajinijeady to comply 
•wiUi every iayi^ioi), having no Em^yment to- 
:||irithbold l^m^ and of$en no Money to provide for 
fkimtclfl and hf ivni^ with one Company, he ne^ 
1^ ftbtlcd »fobtainingaillntrodu^ioninto another^ 

- Thus diffipattd was bis Life, and thus cafual 
hiai Subfiftence ; yet<iidnot the Diftradion of his^ 
Views hinder hm from ReflefUon, nor the Un<» 
certainty of hk Condition, depr efr his Gaiety* 
When he had wandeced about without any hr^ 
mnaUB Adventure, by whkh he vt^as ted into i» 
Tavern, he fometimea retircB into ' the Fields,. 
and was Able toc employ Us Mind ia Study tb 
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aoiufe it with pltafing Imaginations; and (eldam 
appeared to be melancholy, but when fome fud* 
den Misfortune had juft: fellen upon him, and 
even then in a few Moments h^ wottM difoi- 
tangle bimfielf from his PerpldbKity^ adopt the Sul>- 
.je£t of Converfation, and apply his Mind wholly 
to the Obje&a that others pre&nted to it. 

■ This Life, unhappy as it m^be already ima- 
gined, was yet imblttered, in 1738, with new Ca- 
famities. The Death of th6 Qi<ccn deprived him 
of all the Profpe£b of Preferment with which he 
had fo long entertained his Imagmation ^ and aa 
Sir Robert ff^alpole had before given him ReafoJi 
to believe that he never intended the Performance 
of his Promife, he was now abandoned dffin to 
Fortune. 

He was, however, at that Time, ffl|>ported by a 
Friend ; and as itwasnot hisCuftom to look out for 
diftaht Calamities, or to feel any other Pain than 
that which forced itfclf upon his Senfes, he was 
l^ot much ^Bi£tcd at his Jbofs, and perhaps com- 
forted himfdf that his PefiGoii vwould be now con- 
tinued without theannualTribut;e'pf a Panegyric. 

Another Expe&ation contributed likewife to 
fupport him ; he had 4aken a Refolution to Write 
a fecond Tragedy upon the Story b£ Sir Thomas 
Overhurjy in wbicji he preferved a feW/LioBs of 
his former Playi ibut made a total Alteration of 
the Plan,: acWed new 'IttCidents, and introduced 

new 
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nev CharaSers } k that it was a new Trstgedy, 
not a Revival of the former. 

Many of bis Fi:iends blamed him for not making 
Choice of another Stibjeft ; but, in Vindication 
of himfelf, he aflerted, that it was not eafy to find 
a better; and that he thought it his Intereft to 
extinguifh the Memory of the firft Tragedy, 
which he could only do by writing one lefs defec- 
tive upon the fame Story; by which he fhould 
entirely defeat the Artifice of the Bookfellerf , 
who^ after the Death of any Author of Reputa- 
tion, are always, induftrious to fwell his Wbrks^ 
by uniting hts worft Produftions with his beft. 

In the Execution of this Scheme, however, he 
proceeded but flowly, and probably only employed 
.bimfelf upon* it when he could find no other 
Amufement ; but he pleafed himfelf with counting 
the Profits, and perhaps imagined, that the thea*- 
irical Reputation which he was about to acquire^ 
would be equivalent to all that he had loft *by the 
Death of his Patronefs* 

He did not, in Confidence of his approaching: 
Riches, negled theMcafures proper to fecure the 
Continuance of bis Penfion, though fbme of his 
Favourers thought him culpable for omitting to 
write on her Death ; but on her Birth -EXay next 
Year, be gave a Proof of the Solidity of Ms Judg- 
ment, and the Power of his Genius. 

He knew that die Track of Elegy had been'fo 
Uttig beaten> that it was impoffible to travel in it 
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without treading ia the Footftep^ of tfaofe w£# 
had gone before him y aad that thereforis it waff 
neceflary, that be inight .diftisiguiih- himfelf from 
the Herd of Encomiaftsy to find out fome ne^ 
Way pf funeral Panegyric- 

This difficult Taflc he pecfomied m fwA m 
Manner, that his Poem may be juftiy ranlcjed 
gmong the beft Pieces that the Death of PriAC€» 
has produced. By transferring the Mcntioa of 
her Death to l^er Birth-Daysr he has formed a 
happy Combination of Topics^ which any other 
Man would have thought it very difficult to QQn>* 
ne&. in one View, but wfai^ he b^s united Ut 
fuch a Manner, that th^ JSUlation heits^^en them^ 
f^ppears. natur^ ; and it may bp juiUyiudy.tfaat 
what no other Man woiild have thought on, k 
now appeai;s fcaix:ely poffible for any Man to 

mifs^,.

It then became' necefiary to ^eitquipe moifir 
diligently ' wllat was dekrmlmd^ki bb Afi&ti^ 
having Reafon to ftifpe<5 that no g/^^ ^'AssBj^Ur 
was intended himibec^ufehe had rjot^received hia; 
Fenfion at the ufual Time*. ^ < , rot- > .: ^ 

It is faid,. ihat he -did mt Wikf? Ibofe Mellioda. 
of retriev^^hi« Interejff ^vhiph wejri9n?9ft likely to 
fucceed 5 '^nd fomc pf th'pic #ho Vere employed 
in the Exchcquer^^cautioned him agakift #50 much. 
Violence in his Proceedings i. but MuSavage^ 
who feldotii regulated his Conduft'by the Advica 
of others^ gave way to hi& Pa^n, and demanded 
of Sir Raiert JP^aipole,^, at his Levee, tie^Rpafoa 
of the Diftin<ftion that wis madebetWeen him and 
the other Penfioners of the Queen ^ with a Degree 
of Roughnefs, which perhaps d'etermiied him to- 
withdraw what had^been only delayed* 

Whatever was the Crime of which he was ac- 
cufed or fufpeded, and wha^Kk^gr, hi&aenqe was 
employed againft hiiri^ he received fbon after an 

Account 
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i^i^ccowit that^took froip him all Hgpes of regain- 
ing his Penfion y and he h^d now no Profped of 
^ubfillehce but from bis Play,^nd he knew n<> 
!VVay of Li vihg/oic the [J'iqae required to finjih it* 
";< .So peculiar were the Misfortunes oif this M^iu 
jd^prive4^pf ii> Eftatc.and Title by a particul^ 
Xayr, exj^fed and abandoned by a Mother^ de- 
Iraqded hy a Mother of a Fortune which his Fa^ 
iher had allotted him, he entered the World 
^yjithout a Friend 5 .and^.thQ^g)^ his Abilities, forjcrf 
thelrlirelves into Efteerh gj^d. j^^putatidn^ , he waf 
^ever able to obtain any real Advantage, and 
^wh^teyer Profpeas arofe, were always intercepted 
"as fee began to approach them. The lSng*s Inr 
tentions in his Favour were fruftrated: his Dedi-^ 
cationto the Prince, whofe Generofity on every 
9ther pccafion was- eminent, procured hfm no 
"^Rewardj ^i^ Robert tVaJpole^ who valued him felf 
vpou keeping his Promife to others, broke it tp. 
him without Regret} and the Bounty of theQueea 
was, after her Deathj^ withdrawn from him, and 
from him only. 

Such were hi& Misfortunes, which yet he bore 

not only with Decency,, but with Cheerfolnefs.;, 

'nor was his Gaiety clouded even by fiis laft Dif- 

^appointment,*' though he was in a feortTrme re- 

. tduced to the Idweft Degree of Diftrefs^ and often 

wanted both Lodging and Food. At this Time 

'lie ga^e another Inftarice of the infurmountable 

'^dbftiirkcy, of hii, S^inti his Clqth^^ were. Worn 
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ciut, and he received Notice, that at a Coflf^ 
Houfe fome Clothes and Linen were left for him; 
the Perfon who fent them, did not, 1 believe^ 
iftform him to whom he was to be obliged, that 
he might l^pare the Perplexity of ackpowledging 
the Benefit 31 but thougK the Offir was ft> far 
generous, it was made with* fome Negledl of 
Ceremonies; which Mr. f/7z^^^<fomuchrefented; 
that he refufed thePrefent, and declined to enter 
the Houfe, till the Clothes th^t had been defigncd 
for him were taken away.' 
' His DiftWfr was now publicly known, and hfs^

ii*tiends, therefore, thought it proper to concert 
fome Meafures for his BLelief j and one of them 
wrote a Letter to hlm^ in which he e;cprefled his> 
Concern for the mijerahk withdrawing ofhisPen^ 
£on ; ai^d gave him Hopes tha't,^ ijp adort Tiine^ 
lie fhovld .find himfelf fupprred with a Compe-^ 
tehee, wiihdut any. Dependence on thofe liftte Crtjeu^ 
iures which we are pUafed to call the Great. 

The Scheme propofed for this happy and ia^- 
depen(Jent Subfiftence, was, thathefhould retire 
into iVales^ and receive an Allowance pf FiftJ^ 
Pounds a Year, to be raifed by a Siibfcription,. on* 
which he was to live privately in a cheap Place^ 
without aipiring any more to Affluence, or having; 
any farther Care of Re:putation#. 

This Offer Mr. Savage gladly ?iccepted> thougfr 
with Intentions very different from thofe of his. 
friends^ for the^ propofed^ that he jQiould con* 

tinue 
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imuQ sin £xik from L9ndan fur cver^ and fpcjad att 
tbe remaking Part of his Life at Swanfea ; {>tit 
he defigned only to take the Opportimity, whicb 
their Scheme offered bijn^ of retreating for a 
ihort Ti^n^, that he migfet prepare his Play for 
the Stage,, and his other W<wka f<^ the Prefs, suttl 
lien ttJ return to LAn4m^ Iq eidiibitthis Trag^dy^ 
.404 live upon the Profits of his own Labour. 

With, regard to his Works^ he propofed very 
^reat Improvements^ which would Ijayc pequir^ 
much Time,, or great Af plication > and wften be 
kad finifhed them^ he defigned to do Jtiftiee td 
bis Subfcribecs,. by puh^ifliingtlAnaccordingib 
his Propofab* 

As he was ready to entertain himfelf with fu- 
ture Pleaifures, he had planned out a Scheme 6t 
lAk for theCountry^ of which he had noKnow* 
ledge butftomPaftoKdiB and Songs.. Ifcimagincd, 
tJiat heihottldbe tranfperted to Scenes of floWery 
Felicity, like thofe which one Poet has refefted 
to another,, and had projedted a perpetaal Rouri'd 
of innocent Pleafures^ of which he fufpefted no. 
Interruption from Pride^, or Ignorance-^ or. Bx\j^ 
tality.. 

With diefe Expe^atibns lie was fo enchailted 
Aat when he was- once gently seprdached by a 

Friend forfubmittingtaliveuponaSubfcrlption 
and advifed rather, by a refolute Escer tion of Kis 
Abilities, to fupport himfelf,. he could: not beir 
ta debar himfelf fix)m -the Happtnefs which was 

to 
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to be found in the Calm of a Cottage, or lofe the 
Opportunity of liftening, without Intermiffion, 
to the Melody of the Nightingale, which he be^ 
lieved was to be heard from every Bramble, and 
which he did not fall to mention as a very impor* 
tant Part of the Hap^inefs of a Country Life* 
. While this Scheme was ripenings, his Friends 
direfted him to take a Lodging in the Liberties 
^f the Fleet, that he might be fecure from his 
.Creditors, and fent him tvery Monday aGuinea, 
which he commonly fpent before the next Morn-* 
|ng, and trufled, after his ufi^al Manner, the 
remaining Part of the Week to. the Bounty of 
Fortune, 

He now began very fenfibly to feel the Miferies 
of Dependence : Thofe by whom he was to be 
fu^ported, began to preifcribe to him with an Air 
of Authority, which he knew-not how deeeiHly 
to refent, nor patiently to bear^ and. he fooa 
. difcovered,. from, the CoftduS of moft of his 
Subfcribers, that he was yet in the Han^s of 
Little Cnaturtis. . , 

Of the Infolence that he was obliged to fuffer,. 
he gave many Inflances, of which none appeared 
to raife his Indignation to argreater Height,, thaa 
the Method which was takjsn, of furniihing 4iija 
with Clothes^ Inftead of confulting hira,^ and 
allowing him to fend to a Taylor his Orders .for 
what they thought proper to allow him, they 
propofed to fend for a Taylor to t^ke bis Mea- 
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fv^Cf «iHl then to ccmfult how thejr j(hou)d ecjuip 
him. \ 

- This Treatment was tiot very delicate^ ilor 
'was it fvx3^ as Savage*^ Humanity would hav^ 
fuggiefted ^'him on a like Occailon ; but it hi^d 
firardy deferred Mention, had it ndt, by affeflf- 
ing him iii an uncommon Degree, Ihewn Hit 
Peculiarity of his Chara^er. Upon bearing the 
DeSgn thai was fdrmied, he came to the Lbdgihg 
of a Friend, with ^the moft violent Agoifies of 
Rage; and beingf s^ed what it coald be that 
gave him iuch Difturbance, he replied^ with the 
utmoft Vehemence of Indignation, << That they 
^< had fent for a Taylw to meafure him.** 
' How the AiFair ended, was never enquired, for 
fear^f renewing his Uneafinefs. It is probable, 
that, uponRe^dte<9ion,he fubmitted with a good 
.Gxace to what he could not avoid^ and diat he dif» 
xovcred no Refentment where he had no Power, 

He was, however, not bumbled to implicit and 
.univerfal Compliance; for vriien the Gentleman', 
^^ho hid &t& informed him of theOefign to fup* 
-port him by a Sabfcriptioft, attempted to procure 
a Recoodliatibn with the LoxiTyrconnet\ he could 
•by no Means be prevailed upon to comply with 
•die Meafures that were propofed* 
* A Letter iwas written for him to Sir William 
:Lemmi^ ' to prevail upon him to interpofe his good 
Offices with Losd Tyrc(mndy in which he folicited 
Sir 0rtlliam'^ Affiftance,/^r a Mm wba renlfy 
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niidtd it ar much tf/. any JH^f^ caufd weil Jp ; fu|I 

informed hhn, that he was retiring y^r ever u ^

Setvagei wA therefore he w$a, before he had 
opened it, not much inclined to approve ttt But 
4prhen he reiid it, b^ feuMl J4 icpfttaiiiied Seiittmait» 
entirely oppofife (d his owi)> aodt aa he aflerted^ 
.to the Truth; Md therefore, inflead of copying 
Jt) wrote his Friend a tretti^r, f\jSi of mirfcnline 
Jiefentmentt pM. wucm ExpoftuJations. He very 
juAly obfervfid, that the Style was too :fup{dica-^ 
tory, and the Reprefentation too abjed ; aitdf that 
hP. pught at Jeaft to have made him complain witb 
the Dignity of a Gentleman in Difirtfs, H^ de» 
iClar^d, thut he would not write the Paragraph in 
Hvhich he was to afk Lord Tyrcomt4*% Pardon ; 
for he, irfpifed his PardoVy and tberefire eould nei 
k^arfijy^ and would fiot hyfAmtifalkf ^fk it^ He 

iema,rked^ 
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reraarke^, that his Friend rp^de a ytry unrcafoA* 
able Diilin6lion between himfelf and him; for^ 
fays he, when you mention Men of high Rank is 
your own Cbaraffery they arc tbcfi Liitlt Crmurt^ 
whom wi are pUafid to cqll tb$ Great \ but whe|& 
you addrei3 them in miney no Servility is fufi^ 
ciently humble, j^e then, with gr^ Proprietji^ 
jrxplained the ill Confequenises that might be exp 
jieded from fuch a Letter^ wJ^icb bis Relatbod 
would print in their own Defence^ and whktl 
vouM for <ver be produced as a full AnfMr to 
all that he (hould allege agaiif ft them ; for ha 
always intended to puUiib s^ minute Account^ 
the Treatment which he had receive<]« It la t» 
be remembered^ to the Honour of the Gentleman 
by whom Ibia Letter was drawn up, that hm 
yielded to Mr. Savage's Reafons^ and agreed that 
it Qug^t to be fiipprefied* 

After many Alterations and Delays, a Subb 
fcription was at lengdi raifed, which idid not 
amount to Fifty Pounds a Year, though Twenty 
were paid by one Gentleman ; fuch was the Ge^ 
nerofity of Mankind, that what had been done 
byaPJayer, without Solicitation, could not now 
be efit£led by Application and Intereft ; and Savage 
had a great Number to court and to obey, for k 
Penfion lefs than that which Mrs. Ole^eU pai4 
him, without exaSing any Servilities. 

Mn Savage however was fatisfied, and wiUm^ 
to retire ^ and was convinced that the Allowance^ 

thougli 
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though fcanty, would be more than fuificlent 
fot him, being now determined to commenca 
'd rigid Oeconomiff, and to live according to 
the exadteft Rules of Frugality ; for nothing 
was, in his Opjnion, more contemptible than a 
"Man, who, when he knew his Income, exceeded 
it; and yet he confeifed, that Inftances of fuch 
•Folly were too common ; and lamented, tha^ 
ibme Men were not to be trufted with their own 
JMojiey, 

•: Full of thrfe falotary Rcfolutions, he left 
-London^. \ti fuly 1739, having taken Leave, with 
^grtotTmdernefs, of his Frtendl, and« parted from 
«the Author of this Narrative with Tears in hi» 
£ye$» He was furnifhed with Fifteen Guineas, 
and: informed, that they would be fuiHcient, not 
<mly for jhe Expence of his Journey, but for his 
Support in Wales for fonieTime ; and that tbert 
remained but little more of the firft ColIe£tion. 
JHe promifed a ftrid Adherence to his Maxims of 
Parfimony, and went away in the Stage Coach ; 
jior did' his Friends. expc<ft to hear from him, till 
)xz informed them of his Arrival at Swanfea^ 
. But, when they leaft expefted, arrived a Let- 
ter, dated the fourteenth Day after his Dcpar* 
jiure, in which he fent them Word, that he was 
yet upon the Road, and without Money ; and 
that he therefore could not proceed without a 
Jlemittance.

fined, for the Gratification of thofe, who having 
prpmifed hini a liberaf Income, had no fboner 
baAijIhed him to a remote Corner, than they re- 
jjuced his Allowance to a Salary fcarcely equal 
to the Neceffities of Life.

This was an Error iii ii 
Place of Commerce, whtdi .ali the Charms of his* 
Oonverfation • couid not cooipenfate; for what 
Trader would 'pu'rchafe fuck airy Satisfadion by 
the LoTs of Mid Gain> which muft he the Con- 
sequence of Midnight Merriment, as thofe Hours, 
which were gained at Ni^ht, were generally loft 
in the Morning? 

Thus M^. ^^vagty aft^ the Curiofity of tht; 
lAhabitants were graiifieds found the Nupb^of, 
his Friends daily decreafing, perhaps without fuf*. 
peeing for what Reafon their Condud was aU, 
tered, for he ftili Continued to hatafs, with his: 
^no^urnal Intrufions, tht^eithatyet cotmtenanced . 
him, and admitted him to their Hooves.

But he did not fpcnd all the Time of his Refi* 
dence at Bri/lcl^ in Vifits or at Taverns ; for he' 
fometimes returhed to his Studies, and began feve* * 
ral confiderable Defigns. When he felt an Incli- 
nation to write, he always retired from the Know-- 
Iedg# of bis Friends, and lay hid in an obfcttre 
Part of the Suburbs, till he found himfelf againr 
defirous of Company, to which it is likejy that« 
intervals of Abfcnce made him more welcome. 

He was always full of his Oeftgn of returning 

to Lmion^ to bring his Tragedy upon the Stagey 

but havifvg negle£hd to depart with the Money- 

thiat was raifed for hun^ he could, not afterwasds 

H procure 
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pcpcure a Sum fuffi<iicnt to dtfncy the Expenses 
of his Jouxney ; nor, perha{i9» would afteOi &up^

While he was thus fpendihg the Day m con- 
triving a Scheme for the Morrow, Diftrcfe ftolc*^ 
upon him by imperceptible Degrees, His Con- 
6u& had already wearied fome of thofe who were 
?k iirft enamoured oF iirs Cofiverfattbn ; but*Iie 
might, perhaps, hkyt ^Sl <kv6}ved to others^' 
whom he nright hai^e entertained with equal Suc- 
cefs, had not the Decay of his Clothes made it 
no longer confiftent with their Vanity to admit 
him to their Tables, or to aifocfate whh him in 
publick Places* He now beg;an to find every 
Man from home at whodfe Houle he called ; ^id 
was, therefore, no longer able to procure the Nc- 
ceiTaries of JLife, but wand^ed 'about the Town^ 
flighted and negle(5led,in queft of a Disuier, which 
he did not always obtain. 

To complete his Mi&ry, He was perfued by 
the Officers for fmall Debts wbidi he had con* 
traded ; and was, therefore, bbliged to withdraw 
from the fmall Number of Friends from whom 
he had ftill Reafon to hope for Favours, His 
Cuftom was, to lie in Bed the greate^ Part of * 
the Day, and to go out in the Dark with the 
utmidt Privacy, and a&er having paid his ViCt, 

^turii . 
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fCturn again before Morning to his Lodging, 
which was in the Garret of an obfcure Inn. 

Being thus excluded on one hand» *and con-^ 
fined on the other^ he fuffered the utmoli £xtre- 
inities of Poverty, and often fafted fo long, that 
W was feized with Faintnefs, and had loft hi$ 
Appetite, not being able to bear the Smell of 
Meat, till the Action of his Stomach was re« 
fiored by a Cprdial. 

la thh Diftrefs, he received a Rsthittance of 
iifty Pounds from London^ widi which he provided 
himfelff a decent Coat^ and determined to go to 
London^ but unhappily fpent his Money at a fa*^ 
vourite Tavern. Thus was he again confined 
to Bri/idj where he was every Day hunted by 
Bailiffs^ In this Exigence he once more found 
a Friend^ who (bekered hiin in his Houfe, tbo* 
at the ufual Inconveniencies With which hl^ 
Company was attended ; for h^ oouid neither be 
.perfuaded to go to bed in the Night, nor to rile 
in the Day^ 

It is obfervaMe, tlrat in thefe various Stones 
of Mifery, he was always difengaged and cheer- 
ful ; he at fome Times perfucd hi^ Studies, and at 
others continued or enliarged his epiftolary Cor- 
Tefpondencej nor was he ever fo far dejeded, at 
to endeavour to procure an Increafe of his A]!ow«» 
ance, by any other Methods than Accufatiohs 
and Reproaches, 

Ha He 
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He had now no longer any Hopes of Affiftance 
from his Friends at Brtflol^ who, as Merchants, 
and by Confequence fufficiently ftudious of Profit, 
cannot be fuppofed to have looked with mucH 
Compaflion upon Negh'gence and Extfavagancei 
or to think any Excellence equivalent to a Fault 
of fuch Confequence as Negleft of Oeconomy. 
It is natural to imagine, that many of thofe who 
would have relieved his real Wants, weredifcou- 
raged from the Exertion of their Benevolence, by 
Gbfervatiori of the Ufe which was made of their 
Favours, and Convi6Hon that Relief would only 
be momentary, and that the fame Neceffity would 

quickly return. 

At laft he quitted theHoufe of his Friend, and 

returned to his Lodging at the Inn, ftill intending 
to fet out in a few Days for London \ but on the 
1 0th of January^ 1742-3, having been at Supper 
with two of his Friends, he was, at his Return to 
his Lodgings, arretted for a Debt of about eight 
Pounds, which he owed at a Coffee-houfe, and 
conduiEled to the Houfe of a Sheriff's Officer. 
The Account which hq gives of this Misfortune, 
in a Letter to one of the Gentlemen with whom 
he had fupped, is too remarkable to be omitted. 

*' It was. not a little unfortunate for me, that I 

«« fpcnt Yefterday's Evening with you ; becaufe 

«' the Hour hindered me from entering on my new 

** Lodging ; however, I have now got one ; but 

« fuch an one, as I believe Nobody would chufe. 

** I was 
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^< I was arrefted at the-Suit of Mrs. Read^ juft

f* yer's ; but taken in (o private a Manner, Aat 
•* I believe Nobody at the White Lyon is apprifed 
** of it. Though I let the Officers know the 
" Strength (or rather Weakncfs of my Pocket) 
^* yet they treated me with the utmoft Civility j 
** and even when they conducted m6 to Confine- 
" ment, it was in fucH a Manner, that I verily 
«' believe I could have efcaped, which I would 
** rather be. ruined than have donej notwjitfa* 
" {landing the whole Amount of my Finances 
*' was but three Pence Half-penny. 

" In the firft Place, I muft infift, that you will 

<* induflrioufly conceal this from Mrs. S 5 1 

** becaufe I would not have her good Nature 
*• fuffer that Pain, which, I know, fte would b« 
•* apt to feel on this Occafion. 

•* Next I conjure you, dear Sir, by all the 
•< Ties of Friendfhip, by no means to have ope 
" uneafy Thought on my Account j but to have 
*< the fame Pleafantry of Countenance, and iin- 
« ruffled Serepfty of Mind, which (God be 
«* praifed !) I have in this, and have had in a 
«* muchfcverer Calamity. Furthermore, I charge 
<« you, if you value my Friendfliip as truly as I 
** do yours, not to utter, or even harbour, th^ 
*« leall Refentment agataft Mrs: Read. I believe 
"«< fhe has ruined me, but I freely forgive her j 
^^ and (thoi^h I will never mcare have any Intiu

« rather do her an ASt of good than ill Will. 
<« Laftly, (pardon the Expreffion) I aBfobHity

M The civil Treatment I have thus far met 
«^ from thofe, wbofe Prifoner I am,- makes m^

He continued five Days at the Officer's, in 
]Nope» t}ia« keSiouU be able fo procure Bail, and 
avAtd thft Neceftty ot goings to- Prifoo. Th€ 
Stats in wbich be paiftd his Time^ and the Treat** 
inenft which h« received, are veryjuftlyexpreilibd 
by him in a Letter which he wrote t^ a Friend:

<< fooli/b chiaieri(;^l Syftema, whicb h^s obUged

When his Friends, who had hitherto careffcj 
%,nd. applauded, found, that to give Bail, and pay 
the Debt, was the. fame, they all refufed to pre* 
ferve him From a Prifon, at the Expchce of eight- 
Pounds; and therefore, after having been for 
feme Time at the OfKcer's Houfe, at an imtnenft 
Expence^ SLS he obferves in his Letter, be was d£ 
Ifength removed to Newgate^ - 

This Expence he wsis enabkd to ftipport, by 
the Generofity of Mr. Najh at B^^ who, upoa 

H 4^ . ' receiving; 
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receiving from him an Account of his Condition^ 
immediately fent him five Guineas, and promiftd 
to promote his Subi^ption at Bothy with all bi« 
Intereft. 

B/his Removal to^NavgaUy he obtained at leafl: 
fi Freedom from Sufpenfe, and Reft from the dif» 
turbing Vicii&tudes of HjQpeand Difappointmcnt; 
he now found th«:t his Friends were only Compa- 
nions, who were willing to fhare his Oaiety, but 
not to partake of his Misfortunes ; and therefore 
he no longer expeded any Aififtance from them. 

It muft however be obfcrved of one Gentle« 
man, that he offered to releafe him by paying th< 
Debt ; but that Mr. Savage would not confent, I 
fuppofe, becaufe he thought he had been before 
too burtdenfomc to him. 

He was offered by fome of his Friends, that a 
Colledion fhould be made for his Enlargement^ 
but he treated the Propo/aly and declared ♦, that 
be Jhould again treat it^ with Difdain* Js to 
writing any mendicant Letters^ ht had too high a 
Spirit J and determined only to write to fome Minify 
iers of State J to try to regain his Penfion. 

.. He continued to. complain f of thofe that had 
fent him into the Country, and objefted to them/ 
that he had lofi the Profiis of his Pl^j which bad 
been fnijhed three Years j and, in another Wter, 



* In a Letter after hit Cohfinemtnt. 
f htx^xxjan. 15. 
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declare^ his Refolu'tidn to publilh a Pamphlet,, 
ihat the World might know how h^ had been ufed^ 

This Pamphlet was never written, for he In si- 
very fliort Time recovered his ufuaf Tranquillityi, 
and cheerfully applied himfelf to more inofFenfive 
Studies. He indeed fleadily declared, that he was- 
promifed an yearly Allowance of Fifty Pounds^ 
and never received half the Sum ; but he feemed 
to refign himielf to that, as well as to other 
Misfortunes, and lofe the Remembrance of it ia 
bis Amufements and Employments*^ 

The Cheerfulnefs with which he bore his 
Confinement,, appears from the following Letter^ 
which he wrote, January 30, to pne of his Friends- 
in London^ 

<* Lnow write to you from^^cny Confinement Iw 
■^ Newgate J where I have been eyer dace Monday, 
f* laft was Sev'n-night; and where I enjoy my- 
" felf with much more Tranquillity than I have 
^' known for upwards of a Twelvemonth paft |. 
« having a Room entirely to myfelf, and per-r 
"' fuing the Amufementof my poetical Studies^ 
^ uninterxupted, and agreeable to my Mind*. I 
*«* thank the Almighty, I am now all coUefied 
** in myfelf J. and tho' my Pcrfonis in Continc- 
^ ment, my Mind, can expatiate on ampIaanA 
*^< ufeful Subje<5is,. with. all the Freedom i magi n— 
^ able. I am now more converfant. with the: 
"■ Nine than ever j, and if, inftead of a Newgate

** my Cage ; fometimes indeed in the plaintive

In another Letter he obferves, that he range$ 
from one Suhjewl to another, without confining 
himfelf to any particular Talk, and that he wa9 
employed one Week upon one Attempt, and the 
next upon another. 

Surely the Fortitude of this Man defervcs, at 
leaft, to be mentioned with Applaofe; and what- 
ever Faults may be imputed to him, the Virtue of 
Juffering well cannot be denied him. The two 
Powers which, in thcOpinion ofEptffetuSy^ con* 
ftitute a wife Man, are thofe of bearing ztiAfor* 
hearings which cahnot indeed be af&rmedto have 
been equally pofteffed by Savage ; but it was too- 
manifeft, that the Want of one obliged him very 
frequently to pra£Kfe the other. 

He wias treated by Mr. Dagg^ the Keeper Off 
the Prifon, with great Humanity ; was fupported 
by him at his own Table without any Certainty 
6f Recompenfej had a Room to himfelf, to 
which he could at any Time retire from all Dif- 
turbance, was allowed to ftand at the Door of 
the Prifon, and fometimes taken out into the 
Fields ; fo that he fufffered fewer Hardfliips in the 
Prifon, than he had been accuftomed to undergo 
in the greateft Part of his Life, 

Tht 
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TkeiS^eepcr <tid not confijtie his BenevolencT 
to a gentle Execution of his Office, but made 
fome Overtures to the Creditor for his Releafe^ 
though without Ene^i, and continued, duria^;

Such was his Imprudence, and fuch bis obftU 
nate Adherence to his own Refolutions, how- 
ever abfurd. A Prifoner ! fupported by Charity ! 
and« whatever Infults he might hav« received dur- 
ing the latter Part of his Stay in Brijlol^ once caref- 
fed, eiteemed, and prefcnted with a liberal Collec- 
tion, he could forget on a Sudden his Danger, anil 
his Obligations, to gratify the Petulance of his 
Wit, or the Eagernefs of his Refentment, and 
publifh a Satire, by which he. might reafonabjy 
expf^ th^t he ihould ali<rnate tbofc who then 
fupported htox, and prpvoke thpfe wbiom hjBijC0u}4 
wither rtfift nor efcape. 

This Ref^^lution, from the Exftcution of whicb, 
it is probable, that only his Deadp could have hin-

This PeribrniaQcel was however laid afide, 
white h9 wa» cm^oyed in :^licititig Affiftandib 

from 
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fromfeveral great Perfons ; and one InterrupCioa 
fucceeding another, hindered bioi from fupplying 
the Chaihi, and perhaps from re-touching th« 
other Parts, which he can hardly be imagimed tc^ 
have finiihcd, in bis own Opinion | for it is vevf 
unequal, and fomeof the Lines are rather inferted 
to rhime to others, than to fupport or impr<jv% 
the Senfe ; but the iirft and laft Parts are worked 
up with great Spirit and Elegance. 

His Time was fpent in the Prifon, for the moil 
Part, in Study, or in receiving Vifits ; but fome- 
times hedefcended tolower Amurements, and di* 
verted himfelf in the Kitchen with the Coi^verfa- 
tion of the Criminals ; for it was not pleafing to 
him to be much without Company, and thp'he was 
very capable of a judicious Choice, he was ofteii 
contented with the firft that offered ; for this he 
was fometimes reproved by his Friends, who found 
him furrounded with Felons \ but the Reproof 
was on that, as on other Occafion^, throwi^ 
$iway; he continued to gratify himfelf, and to 
fet very little Value on the OpiniQU of others. 

But here, as in evtry other Scene, of hisLife^ 
be made ufe of fuch Opportunities as occurred of 
ben^ting thofe who were more miferable tb«^ 
himfelf, aed vmk alway» reidy to p«rlomi| WJ

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tinued to remit him the twenty Pounds a Year 
which he had promifed him» and by whom tt.was 
expelled, that he would have been in a very fhort 
Time enlarged, becaufe he had directed th# 
Keeper to enquire after the State of his Debts. 

However, he tooLcare^o enter his Name ac- 
cording to the Forms of the Court, that the Crc^ 
ditor might be obliged to make him fome Allow- 
ance, if he was continued a Prifoner ; and when, 
on that Occafion, he appeared in the Hall, wat . 
treated with very unufual Refpeft. 

But tlie Refentmcnt of the Citv was afterwards 
raifed, by fome Accounts that had been fpread of 
the Satire; and he was informed, that fome of 
the Merchants intended to pay the Allowance 
which the Law required, and to detain him Prix 
loner at their own Expence. This he treated as 
an empty Menace, and perhaps might have haf- 
tened the Publication, only to (hew how. much 
he was fuperior to their Infults, had not all bis 
S.cihemes been fuddenly deftroyed. 

When he had been fix Months in Prifon, he 
received from one of his Friends, in whofe Kind- 
nefs he had the greateft Confidence, and on whofe 
Affiftance he chiefly depended, a Letter that con- 
tained a Charge of very atrocious Ingratitude, 
irawn up in fuch Terms as fudden Refentment 
di£tated. Mi. Savage returned a very folemn 
Pj:o(eftatiofi of his Innocence, but however ap« 

fieared much difiurbed at the Accuf|»tion. Some 

Days 
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X>ays afterwards, he was fetzed with a Pain: in hi« 
Back and Side, which, as it was not violent, was 
not fufpe£ted to be dangerous; but growing daily 
more languid and dc^e^ed, on the 25th of Juhf 
he confined himfelf to his Room, arid a Fever 
feized his Spirits. The Symptoms grew every Day 
more formidable^ but his Condition did not enable 
hiin to procure any Afiiftance. The laft Time that 
th^ Keeper faw him was on ^uly the 31ft, wheA 
Savage^ feeing him at his B^d fide, faid, with aA 
iinoqmmon Earneftnefs, / have fomething to fay t9 
you^ Sir ; but, after a Paufe, moved his Hand in a 
melancholy Manner^ and finding himfelf unable to 
recoiled what he wasgomg to communicate, faid^ 
^Tis gone* The Keieper foon after left him, and 
the next Morning be died. He was buried in thje 
Church-yard of St. Pet^y at the Expence of the 
Keeper. 

Such was the Life and Death of Richard Sa* 
vagty a Man equally difti^guifbed by his Virtues 
and Vices, and at once remarkable for his Wjeak* 
neiTes and Abilities. 

He was of a middle Stature, of a thin Habit of 
Body, a long Vifage, coarfe Featuresr, and me^ 
lanchoiy Afpedt ; of a grave and manly Deport^ 
ment, a folemn Dignity of Mien ; but which, 
upon a nea|:er Acquaintance, foftened into an 
engaging ^afinefs of Manners. His Walk was 
flow, and his Voice tremulous and mournful 

He 
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He was eafily excited to SmUes^ but very feklam 
provoked to Laiigbter. 

His Mifid vnfi m an uncolninbn Degree vigo- 
rous aad a6^ivfr. Hie Judgirielit'wais accurate^ and 
}itt ApprehenGcdfi tjviok, and his Memory fe te* 
naiciotis^ that be wae frequently cfcferved to 
know what be bad learned from others^ in a fliort 
Time, 'better than thofe by whom he was inform*^ 
ed ; and could frequently recoll,eftlncidenf>s>wit^ 
^U their pombina^tion of Circumftances, which 
lew would \have regarded at the prefeut Time | 
but which the Quickncfs of his Appreheniion im- 
prefied upon him. He had. the peculiar Felicity, 
that his Attention never deferied him ; he was 
prefent to every Object, .and regardfiri of the moft 
trifling Occurrences. He had the Art of efcapifig 
from his own Reflections, .and ^cconimodatfx^ 
himfelf to every new Scene. ^ 

To this Qiialily is t6 b^imputedthe Extent of 
his Knowledge, compared with the fmall Time 
which he fpent in vifible Endeavours to acquire it. 
He mingled in curfory Converfation with ^hefisune 
JSteadinefs of Attention as others apply to a Lec- 
ture, and, amidft the Appearanceof thougbtlei^ 
Gaiety, loft no new Idea that was ftarted, nor any 
Hint that could be improved* He had therefore 
made^ in CoiFee-Houfes, the fame Proficiency 2» 
others in Studies $ and it is remarkable, that the 
Wdtings of a Man of little Edacation, and little

. His Judgtx^nt was eminently exaA^ both with , 
regatd tx> Writings and to Men* The know* 
ledge of Life wft» indeed, his dhicf AttaiAfiieifty ; 
agd it 19 not.wkhout fome Satiafadion^ tlqitl 
can produce the Suffrage of Savagt in favour of 
honHm Natrm^.ef which 'lie never appeared to 
ebtertaia fach odious Heias as fome, who perhaps* 
had neither ht« Judgm^ h<^ Experience, hm^ 
pubiahed, either in Oftentationof their Sagacity, 
Virtdicatitm of their Oimes, or Gratification of 
their Mah^ce. 

Jlis Method 6f Life particularly quah*fied hin 
for Convcrfation, of which he knew how to prac- 
tife stll the Graces* He WJ& iievfer vehement br 
joud, but at on(e moddl aftd eafy, open and re« 
fpe£lful ; hfs Language was vivacious and ele» 
gant, and equaUy h^ppy upon grave or humorbu^ 
Subje(5ts« He was generally cenfured for not' 
knowing when td retire ; but that was not the 
Defecl of his Judgment, but of his Fortune : 
When he left his Compahy, he ufed frequently 
tb fpend the remaining Part of the Night in the 
Street, or zf leaft was abandoned tb gloomy Re- 
ile<Slions, which it is not llrange that he delayed 
a6 long as he could, and fometimes forgot that he 
ga^e others Pain to avoid it himfelf, 

. It 
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It cannot be faid, that he madeUfe offals Abili* 
tics for the Direftion of his own Condud; an irre- 
gular and dii&pated Manner of Life had made him 
the Slave of every Paffion that happened to be ex- 
cited by the Prefence of its Objefl, and that Sla- 
very to his^ Pafffions reciprocally produced a Lif* 
irregular and diilipatedv He was not Mafter of 
his awn Motions, nor could promt fe any thing * 
for the next Day. 

• With regafd to his Oeconorty, nothing caw be 
added to the Relation of' his Life; he appeared * 
to think himfeif born to 4>e fupported. by others^ . 
and difpenfed from all Neceffity of providing for 
hioifelf ; be therefore never profecuted any Scheme 
of Advantage, nor endeavoured even to £:cure the 
Profits which his Writings might have afforded 
him. 

His Temper was, la Confequence of the Do- . 
minion of his Paffions, uncertain and capriciou3 1 
he was eafily engaged, and eafily difguftedj but 
he is accufed of retaining his Hatred more tena- 
cioufly than his Benevolence. 

He was compaffionate, both . by Nature and 
Principle, and always ready to perform Offices o£ 
Humanity j but when he was provoked, and very 
fraall Offences were fufficient to provoke him,, 
he would prdfecute his Revenge with the utmost 
Acrimony, till his Paffion had fubftded. 

His Friendfliip was therefore of little Value j 
for though be was zealous in the Support or , 

Vindi- 
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Vindfcatibn of Aofe whoiii he 16ved, y^ it Was 
alwa3rs dangerous to thift him, becaufe he con- 
(idered himfelf difcharged, bjr Ithe firft Quanel, 
from all Tics of Hottoufdr Gratitude 5 and would 
bctriayAofe Secrets which ift the Warmth of Con- 
fidence had been imparted' to him. This Praftice 
tlrevd' upon him an univerfa! Accufetion of Ingra- 
titude J nor can it be denied that he waa very 
ready to fet himfelf free tibm th* Load of an 
tObligationi for bie coaM not beat to conceive 
4iii&f8lf ih m State of JDei^endence, his Pride be- 
hxg equally pBFmrftd with his other Paffions, and 
^qypeorkig ifi the Fonn cf Iti^oleiaceat meTimty 
«hd of V^aftit^ St aocdier. Vanity, themoftiit- 
«oce|itS{>e;ncirit>f Pride^ y^» mo& h&futntly pre- 
dominant : He could not eafily leave off, when he 
^ad oni^e be|an'*td iSiehtiofi himftlf or Wrs Works, 
«or%veri«ad his Verfes without ftealing his Slycs 
«fom the Page, to drfcover ih the Faces of Ms 
Audience, how they were affeSed with an^ ft- 
Tourite t*aBage. ' • * 

• A kiriier^ Nihafe tteWi «Wt of Vanity ought to 
^be giiFQi 4to the Delicacy with which be was aU 
ways careful toibpanite his own Merit Srom every 
¥oth£r Man>, and to rejeS: that Praife to which he 
•had no Claim. He did fiot.forget, in mentioning 
hh Performances, ^ maik eveyyLine that hid' 
been fuggefted or amended^ and-M^as fo accurate 
as to relate that he ov^?ed Tkree fP'ordsia The 
■fVandertr to the Advice^ -bis Sriviids. - ° ■' 
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His Veracity was queftioncd, tut with little 
Reafon ; his Accounts, though not indeed always 
the fame, were generally confiftent. When he 
loved any Man, he fupprefled all his Faults ; and 
when he had been offended by him, concealed all 
his Virtues ; but his Chara<£ler$ were generally 
true, fo far as he proceeded ; though it cannot be 
denied that his Partiality might have fometimes 
the Effea of Falfchood. 

In Cafes indifferent, he was zealous for Virtue, 
Truth, and Juftice ; he knew very well the Nc- 
ceffity of Goodnefs to the prefent and future Hap- 
pinefs of Mankind; nor is there perhaps any 
Writer, who has lefs endeavomed ibo (Je^, by 
flattering the Appetites^ or perverting the Judg- 
ment, 

As an Author, therefore, and he now ceafes to 
influence Mankind in any other Charader, if one 
Piece, which he bad refolved to fupprefs, be ex- 
cepted, he has very little to fear from the ftrifteft 
moral or religious Cenfure. And though he may 
( not be altogether fecure ^g^inft the Obje&ions of 
.the Critic, it rouft however be acknowle4g;ed, that 
his Works are the Productions of a Genius truly 
poetical ; and, what many Writers, who. have 
been more laviihly applauded, cannot boafi-, that 
they have an original Air, which has no Refem- 
blance of any ftwr^oing Writer; that the Verfifi- 
cation and Sentiments have a Caft peculiar to 
themfelves, which ik) Man c^n imitate with Suc- 

cefs J 
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«fsj becaufe, wh^t was Nature in Savage^wcmld 
in another be Affediatbn. It muft be confeffed, 
that his Defcriptions are ftriking, his Images ani- 
mated, his Fiftionsjuftly imagined, and his Alle- 
gories artfully perfued ; that his DiSron is elevat- 
fcdj though fometimes forced, and his Numbers 
fonorous arid majeftick, though frequently fltig- 
gifli and encumbered. Of his Stile, the general 
Fault is Harflinefs, and the general Excellence is 
Dignity; of his Sentiments, the prevailing 
Beauty is Sublimity, and Uniformity theprevailing 
Defea, 

For his Life, or for liis Writings, none who 
candidly confider his Fortune, will think aiT Apo- 
logy either neceflary or difficirit. If he was not 
always fufficiently inftrufted In Tiis Subjca, his 
Knowledge was at lead greater than could have 
hhen attamed by others in the fame State. If liis 
Works were fometimes uniiniflied^ Accuracy can- 
aiot reafonably be exadted from a Man opprefled 
^th Want, which he has no Hope of relieving 
.but by a fpeedy Publication. The Infolence and 
JRefentment of which, he is actufed, were not 
cafily to be avoided by a great Mind, irritated by 
perpetual Hardihips, and conftrained hourly tq 
teturn the Spurns of Contempt, and reprefs the 
Infolence'bf Profperity ; and Vanity furely may 
J)e readily pardoned in him, to whom Life afforded 
no other Comforts that barren Praifes, and the 
Confcioufncfs of deferving them. 

I 2 Tbofe 
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Thofe are no prop^ Judges of his Coiidud, 
who have flumbered away their 1 ime on the 
Down of Abundance ; nor will a wife Man eaiily 
prefume to fay, <^ Had I been in Savage^s Con« 
«« dition, I fliould have lived, or written, better 
«< than Savage" 

This Relation will not be wholly- without its 
life, if thofe, who languifli under any Part of his 
Sufferings, fliall be enabled to fortify their Pa- 
tience by refleSing, that they feel only thofe Afflic- 
tions from which the Abilities of SiWage did not 
exempt him j or if thofe, who, in Confidence of 
fuperior Capacities or Attainments, difrcgard the 
common Maxims of Life, (hall be reminded that 
nothing will fupply the Want of Prudence j and 
that Negligence and Irregularity, long continued, 
' will make Knowledge uftlefs, Wit ridlculousy 
and Genius contemptible. 



JM^/tklifitfMr^ Savage^ 
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Sir Francis Drake, 

FR ANCis Dr AKB was the Son of a Clergyman 
in Devonjhire^ who being inclined to the 
Doiirine of the Proteftants, at that Time much 
o'ppofed by Henry VIII. was obliged to fly from 
his Place pf Refidenceinto JT^fw/forRefugej from 
the Perfecution rtifed againft him» and thofe of 
the fame Opinion, by the Law of the Six Articles. 

How long he lived there, or how he was fup- 
ported, is not known ; nor have we any Account 
of the firft Years of Sir Francis Drake's Life, of 
any Difpofition to Hazards and Adventures which 
might have been difcovered in his Childhood ; 
or of the Education which qualified^ him for fuck 
wonderful Attempts. 

We are only informed, that he was put Ap- 
prentice by his Father to the Mafter of a fraalf 
Veffel that traded to France and the Low Countries j. 
under whom he probably learned the Rudiments 
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of Navigation, and ^uniliarifei himfelf to tE^ 
Dangers and Hardfliips of the Sea. 

But how few Opportunities foever he might 
have in thi» Part of his Life for the Exercife of 
his Courage, he gave fo many Proofs of his Dili- 
gence and Fidelity, that his Mafter, dying- un- 
married, left him his lit^e Veflel in Reward of 
his Service ;. a Circumftance that de&rves to be 
remembered, not only as ft may illuftrate the pri- 
vate Chara£ler of this brave Man, but as it may 
bint to alt thofe who may hereafter prop^fe his 
Condu£l for their Imitation, That Virtue is the 
fureft Foundation both of Reputation and For* 

tune, and that the fiift Step to Greatnefs is to be 
honeft. 

If it were not improper to dwell longer on an: 
Incident at the firft View (6 inconfiderable, it 
might be added, that it deferves the Reflexion of 
thofe, who, when they are engaged in Affairs not 
adequate to their Abilities, pafs them over with 
a contemptuous Neglefl: ; and while they amufe. 
tbemfelves withchiinerical Schemes, and Plans of 
future Undertakings, fuffer every Opportunity of 
fmaller Advantage to flip away as unworthy their 
Regard* They may learn, from the Example of 
Draksy that Diligence in Employments of lefs. 
Confequence is the moft fuccefsful Introdudtion 
to greater Enterprizes* ^ 

After having followed for fome Time his Maf* 
ter's Profeffion, he grew weary of fo narrow a 

Province ^ 
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Province; and having fold his little Veflel, ven- 
tured -his Effefts in the new Trade to the IVeft'* 
Indies^ which having npt been long difcovered, 
and v€ry little frequented by the EngUjh till that 
Time, were conceived fo much to abound ia 
Wealth, that no Voyage thither could fail of be- 
ing recompenfed by great Advantages. Nothing 
was talked of among the mercantile or adventu- 
rous Part of Mankind, but the Beauty and Riches 
of this new World* FreCh Difcoveries were fre- 
quently made, n^w Countries and Nations never 
heard of before were daily defcribed \ and it may 

eafily be concluded, that the Relaters did not di- 
m.ini(h the Merit of their Attempts, by fuppreffing 
Or dimtnifhing any Circumftance that might pro- 
duce Wonder, or excite Curiofity. Nor was their 
Vanity only engaged in raifing Admirers, but 
their Intereft Kkewife in procuring Adventurers, 
who were indeed eafily gained by the Hopes which 
naturally arife from new ProfpeSs, tho' through 
Ignorance of the American Seas, and by the Malice 
of the Spaninrdsy who* from the firft Difcovery 
of thofe Cokintries confidered ev^ry other Natioii 
that atteihpted to follow them^as Invaders of 
their Rights, the beft concerted Defigns often 
mifcarried. 

Among thofe whofuiFered moft from the Spanijb 
Injuftlce, was Captain John Hawkins^ who having 
been admitted by the Viceroy to traffic in the Bay 
of MexicQy was, contrary to the Stipulation then 
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made between tbetii) aad in Viohtion of the Peace^ 
between Spain and England^ attacked without any 
Declaration of Hoftiiittes^ su>d obliged, after an 
obftinate Refiftanee, to letire wi(h tbc^ Lofs of 
four Ships, and a great Nuinber of his Mep, who 
were either deSroyed, or carried into Slavery. 

IiVf his Voyage Jirake had adventured almoft 
all his Fortune, which he in vain endeavoured to 
recover, both by his own private Intereft, and by 
obtaining Letters from Queen £Iizaiith; for the 
Spaniardh deaf to aU Remonftrances, either vin- 
dicated the Injui^ice of the Viceroy, or at leaft 
forbore to redrefs it. 

Drakiy thus opprefled and impoveriihed, retai ned 
at leaft his Courage and his Induftry, that ardent 
Spirit that prompted him to Adventures, and that 
indefatigable Patience that enabled him to fur- 
mount Difficulties, He di^ QOt fit down idly to 
lament Misfortunes which Heaven had fHit it io 
his Power to remedy, or to repine at Poverty while 
the Wealth of his Enemies was to be gained. But 
having made two Voyages to America^ for the 
fake of gaining latelligence of. the State of the 
Spanijh Settlements, and acquainted himfelf with 
the Seas and Coafts, he determined on a third 
Expedition of more Importance, by which the 
Spaniards ihould find bow imprudently they al- 
ways a3, who injure and infult a hrave Man. 

On the a4th of Ma^t IS7^> Fr€imi$ Dral^ 
fet fail from Plynottth^ i^ the P^cha of JO Tptt«* 

accom-^ 
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accompanied by the Swan of 25 Tone^ commaiid- 
cd by his Brother John Drake; having in both. 
Veflels feventy-three Men and Boys, with a 
Year's Provifion, and fuch Artillery and Ammu- 
tion as was neceflary for his Undertaking; which,> 
however incredible it may appear to fuch as con- 
fider rather his Force than his Fortitude, was no 
lefs than to make Rcprifals upon the moft power* 
ful Nation in the World;. 

The Wind continuing favourable, they entered' 
yune 29, hctv/jccnGuadalupe and Dominica j and 
pn JuJy 6th faw the High-land. of Santa Mariha 5. 
dien continuing their Courfe, after having been 
becalmed, fou fi>me Time,, they arrived at Port: 
Pheafanij fo named by Drake in a former Voyage,, 
to the Eaft of Ncmbre de DUs* Here he propofcd- 
to btiild. hk Pinnaces, which he had brought in 
' Pieces ready framed from. Plymoutb^ and was*go— 
ing afliore with a few Men, unarmed; but difco* 
v^ring .a SiDoke at a. Diftance, ordered the other 
Boat to^foUow him with a greater Force». 

Then marchi^gtowards the i< ire, which was 
' in the Top.o£ a high Tree, he found a Plate of 
Lead nailed toanotber Tj^, with an Infcription.^ 
engraved upon, it by oae Garrety an Englifi>many^ 
who had. left that Place but five Days befoxe, and 
bad taken this Meth€Klrof informing.him, that the 
SpamarJs'livi heen.adver^tifedof his Intention to 
anchor at that Phce,.a>nfl thjit.it therefore would^. 
hei prudent to make^a very ibortStay there.. 
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But Drake^ knowing how convenient this Place 
was for his Defigns, and confidering that the Ha- 
zard and Wafte of Time, which could not be 
avoided in fecking another Station, ^was equiva- 
lent to any other Danger which was to be appre- 
hended from the Spaniards^ determined to fol- 
low his firft Refolution j only, for his greater 
Security, he ordered a kind of Palifade, or Forti- 
fication, to be made, by felling large Trees, and 
laying the Trunks and Branches one upon an- 
other by the Side of the River. 

On yuly 20, having built their Pinnaces, a^jd 
being joined by one Captain Roufe^ who happened 
to touch at the fame Place with a Bark of 50 Men,, 
they fet fail towards Nombre de Diosy and taking 
two Frigates at the Ifland of Pines ^ were informed 
by the Negroes which they found in them, that 
the Inhabitants of that Place were in Expe£iation 
of fome Soldiers, which the Governor of Panama 
had promifed, to defend them from the SymeronSf 
or fugitive Negroes, who leaving efcaped from the 
Tyranny of their Matters in great Numbers, had 
fettled themfelves under two Kings, or Leaders, 
on each Side of the Way between Nombre deDios 
and Panama^ and not only aflerted their natural 
Right to Liberty and Independence, but endea- 
voured to revenge the t)ruelties they had fuf- 

fered ; and had lately put the Inhabitants' of 
Nombre de Dios into the litmoft Confternatiom 
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Thefe Negroes the Captain fet on Shore on the 
ftiain Land, fo that they might, by joining the 
Symerons^ recover their Liberty, or at leaft might 
not have it in their Power to give the People of 
Nomhfe de Dios any fpeedy Information of his In- 
tention to invade them. ^ 

Then fele£Hng 53 Men from his own compa- 
ny, and 20 from the Crew of his new Aflbciate 
Captain Roufe^ he embarked with them in his> 
Pinnaces, and kt fail for Nombre de Dios* 

On July the 28th, at Night, he approached 'the 
Town undifcovered, anddropthis Anchors under 
the Shore, intending^ after his Men were refrefli*- 
cd, to begin the Attack ;♦ but finding that they 
were terrifying each other with formidable Ac- 
counts of the Strength of the Place, and ^e Mul- 
titude of the Inhabitants, he determined to hinder 
the Panic from fpreadmg for ther, by kadir^ them 
immediately to Aftionj and therefore ordering, 
them to theiv Oars, he landed without any Oppo- 
fition, there being only one Gunner upon the Bay^ 
tho- it was fecured with fix Brafs Cannons of the 
largcft Size, re^y mounted. But the Gunner, 
whife they A^re throwing the Cannon from their 
Carriages, alarmed the Town, as they foon difco^ 
rered, by the Bell, the Drums, and the Noife of 
the People, . 

Draki leavmg twelve Men to guard the Fiji*. 

' naces, marched round the Town witii no great 

Oppoikion^ the Men being more hurt by treading; 
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on the Weapons left on the Ground by theflymg 
Enemy, than by the Refiftance which tbcy en- 
countered. 

At length having taken fome of the Spaniards^ 
Draie commanded them to (hew him the Gover- 
nor's Houfe, where the Mules that bring the Sil* 
ver from Panama were unloaded ; there they found 
the Door open, and entering the Room where the- 
Silver was repofited, found it heaped up in Bars 
in fuch Qiiantities as almoft exceed Belief, the 
Pile being, they conjectured, feventy Feet in 
Length, ten in Breadth, and twelve in Height^, 
each Bar weighing Between 30 and 45 Pounds. 

It is eafy to imagine, that at the Sight of this 
Treafure, nothing was thought on by the EngUJh 
but by what Means they might beft convey it to- 
their Boats; and doubtlefs it was not eafy for 
Drake^ who, conftdering their Difiance &om tbe- 
Shore, and the Numbers of theii? Enemies, ws^ 
^raid of bei.ng intercepted in bis Retreat, to hin^ 
der his Men from encumbering themfelves with- 
fo much Silver as might hay^ r^tard^d tjieir 
March, and obftruSed the Ufe of their Wea- 
pons \ however, fa^y promifing to lead th^m to the 
King's Treafure-Houfe, where there was Gold and 
Jewels to a far greater Value, and where the Trea- 
fure was not only more portable, but li^earer the 
C6^ft, he pcrfuaded them t^ follow him, and re- 
join the m^in Body of his M?n, tfeea drawn up 
under the Comnwid Qf his^Biottt^ir m>be Mai^ket- 
place. Here 
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Htte he (oymd his little Troop much diibou* 
raged -by the Imaginationy thatlf they^ftayed an|r 
k)nger, the Enemy would gain Po&ffibivof their 
Pinnaces > :iisdtbatthe7ifa(nild then^ without any 
Means of Safety^ le left to ftand alone agaiiift 
dK wbole Power etf* that Country i Ihakei not 
indeed. eafily teri:tiied, hilt fufficibntly cautioM^ 
fent to the Coaft to enquire the Truth, and fe 
if the fame Terror had taken Pofieffian of thfr 
Men whom he had left to guard his Boats ; but: 
finding no Foundation for thefe dceadful Apprer 
tk^nfions, he perflated in his firft JUefIgn, and led 
the Troop forward to the Treafure-Hpufci. lu: 
their Way there Jell a violent Shqwei of Rain», 
which wet fome of their Bow-ftrings^ and extin- 
guished many of their M^tcb^s^, a Misfortune 
which might foon have been repaired, and which; 
perhaps the Enemy might fuffer in common witU 
them, fiut which liowever, on.this Occafion,, very 
much embarraffed thern, as ^he Delay preduced' 
by it reprefled that Ardour which fometimes is, 
oply to be kept up by continued ASion,. and gave 
Time to the Timorous and Slothful to fpread their 
liifinuations, and propagate theif Cowardice.— 
Some, whofe Fear was their predominant PaiSon^ 
ewere continually magnifying the, Numbers and 
Couragd of their Knemies, and reprefented whole. 
JMationsa.s ready to ri^fli upon them; others, 
whofe Ayarice. mingled with' their Concern foe 
^tl^eif owa Safety, \vere mQre folicitous to pre- 
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fcrve what they had already gained, than "to ac- 
quire more; and others, i>rave in themfelves, and 
refolute, began to doubt of Succefs in an Under^ 
taking in which they were aiTociated with fuch 
cowardly Companions, So that fcarcely any 
Man appeared to proceed in their Enterprizc 
with that Spirit and Alacrity which could give 
Drake a Profpeft 6f Succefs* 
• This he perceived, and with fome Emotion told 
them, that if, after having had thechief Treafurc 
of the World within their Reach^ they fhouid go 
home and Jangmifb in Poverty^ they could blame 
nothing but their own Cowardice ; that he had 
performied his Part, and was ftiJl defirous to lead 
them to Riches and to Honour. 

Then finding that either Shame or ConviiVion? 
made them willing to follow him, he ordered ther 
Treafure-houfe to be forced ; and commanding 
his Brother, and Oxenham of Plymouth^ a Maix 
known afterwards for Tiis bold Adventures in the 
fame Parts, to take Charge qf the Trcafure,. he 
commanded the other Body to follow him to the 
Market-place, that he might be ready to oppofe 
any fcattered Troops of the SpaniardSy and hinder 
them from uniting into one Body. 

But as he ftepped forward,, his Strength failed 
him on a fudden, and he fell down fpeechlefs. 
Then it was that his Companions perceived' a. 
Wound in bis Leg, which he had received in the 
firft Encounter, but hitherto concealed, left his 

Men,, 
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Men> eafily difcouraged, (hould make their Coiv- 
cern for his Life a Pretence for returning to their 
Boats. Such had been bis Lofs of Blood, as was 
difcovered upon nearer Obfervation, that it had 
filled the Prints of his Footfteps, and it appeared 
fcarce credible that, after fuch £fFufion of Blood,] 
Life ihould remain* 

The Braveft were now willing to retire j neU 
ther the Defirc of Honour nor of Riches was 
thought enough to prevail in any Man oVer his 
Regard for his Leader. Drah^ whom Cordials 
had now reftored to his Speech, was the only Maa 
who could not be prevailed on to leave the En- 
^terprize unfiniflied. It was to no Purpofe that 
they advifed him to fubmit to go on board to have 
his Wound drefTed, and promifed to return witlv 
him and complete their Defign ;. he well knew 
bow impra£licable it was to regain the Opportiv* 
nity when it wa^ once loft ; and could eafily fore* 
ifee that a Refpite, of but a few Hours, would en- 
able the Spaniards to recover from their Conftei:- 
nation, to affemble their Forces, refit their Bat- 
teries, and remove their Treafure. What he had 
undergone fo much Danger to obtain was now in- 
his Hands, and the Thoughts of leaving it un* 
touched was too mortifying to be patiently born^*. 
However, as there was little Time for Confulta-> 
tion, and the fame Danger attended their Stay m 
that Rerplexity and Confufion,. as their Return^ 
they boimd up hifi Wound wit^ his Scarf^ an^„ 
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partly by Force, partly by Entreaty, carried him 
to the Boats, in which they all embarked by Break 
©f Day. 

Th^n tJ^king with them, out of the Harbour^ 
a Ship loaded with Wines, they went to the 
Bajiimentesy an Ifland about a League from the 
Town, where they ftayed two Days to repofe the 
wounded Men, and to regale themfelves with the 
Fruits which grew in great 'Plenty in the Gardens 
of that Ifland. 

During their Stay here, there came over from. 
the Main Land a Sfanijh Gentleman, fent by the 
-Governor with Inftruftions to enquire^ whether 
the Captain was that Drake who had been before 
on their Coaft j whether the Arrows with which« 
many of their Men were wounded, were not poi^ 
ibned j and whether they wanted Provifions, or 
cliher Kecefiafies, The Mei£bnger likewife ex-^ 
ioUed theirCourage ^th the higheftEncemiums^ 
and^expreSed his Admii^ation of their daring Un-- 
dcptakmg. Drah^ though he knew -the Civilities 
of an Enemy a»e always to be fufpe^kd, and that: 
the Mefienger, amidft ali his Proffiflions of Re#. 
gard, was no ether than a Spy ; yet,, knowings 
that he had nothing to apprehend^ treated him- 
with the higheft Honours ^at his Condition ad- 
mitted of ; in anfwec to his Enquiries, he alTured: 
him, that he was the fame Drake with whofe 
Character they were before acquainted, that he.^ 

was a rigid -Obftrver of the Law3 of War^. and 

never 
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j^ver permitted his Arrow* to be poifettec^ ; he 
then difmified him with conftderable Pf efents^ and 
told bim^ thaty though he had unfortunately failed 
in this Attempt^ he would never defift from his 
PefigA, till he ba4 flw^ with Spain the Trea*^ 

They then it&Avtd to return to the life of 
Pimsj where they bad left their Shipa, and con-* 
fult about the Meafures tbcfy were now to take^ 
and having arrived, Augiifi i, at their former Sta<» 
tion^ they difmiiled Captain Roufe, who judging 
it unfafe to ftay any longer on the Coaft, defired 
to be no longer engaged in their Defigns, 

But Drake^ not to be difcouraged from his Pur-> 
pofe by afingle Oifappointment, after having en<* 
quired of a Negroe, whom he took aboard at 
Homin de Dios^ the moft wealthy Settlements^ 
and weakeft Parti of the Coaft, refiolved to attack 
Canhagma\ and fetting fail without JL^ofs of Time^ 
came to Anchor, Angujl 13, between Cbarejhm 
and Si. Bamcird'^ two lilands at a little Diftance 
from the'Harbour of Carthagenai then paffinj; 
with his Boats round the Ifland, he entered the 
Harbour, and in the Mouth pf it kmai a Frigate 
with'^only an old Man in it, who voluntarily in^ 
formed them, that about an Hour before a Pin^ 
nace had pailed by with Sails and Qars,, and all 
the Appearance of Expedition and Importance ^ 
that as file pafled, the Crew on board her bid then^ 
take care of themfslves % and that as ibon as ihe 

touched 
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touched the Shore, they heard the Noife 6f Csm-^ 
non fired as a Warning, and faw the Shipping hi 
the Port draw up under the Guns of the Caftle. 

The Captain, who had himfelf beard the Dif- 
charge of the Artillery, was foen convinced that 
he was difcovered, and that therefore nothing 
could be attempted with any Probability of Sue- 
ce{s. He therefore contented himfelf with taking 
a Ship of SevlUe^ of 240 Tons, which the Re- 
later of this Voyage mentions as a very large Ship^ 
and two fmall Frigates, in which he found Letters 
of Advice from Nomh'e d€ Dios^ intended to alarm 
that Part of the Coaft. 

Drakey now finding his Pinnaces of great U(e, 
and not having a fufficient Number of Sailors for 
all his Veiiels, was defirous of deftroying one of 
his Ships, that his Pinnaces might be better 
manned : This, neceflary as it was, could not 
eafily be done without difgufting his Company^ 
who having made fevcral profperous Voyages in 
that Veflel, would be unwilling ta have it de- 
ftroyed. Drake well knew that nothing but the 
Love of their Leaders could animate his Fol- 
lowers to encounter fuch Hardships as he was a- 
bout to expofe them to, and therefore rather chofc 
to bring his Defigns to pafs by Artifice than Au- 
thority. He fent for the Carpenter of the Stwr», 
took him into his Cabin, and having firft engaged 
bim to Secrecy, ordered hin*, in the Middle of the 
Night, to go dowa into the Well of the Ship, 

and 
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and bore three Holes through the Bottom, laying 
fomething againft them that might hinder the 
. Bubbling of the Water from being heard. To 
this the Carpenter, after fbme £xpoftulat]on,con-^ 
fented, and the next Night performed his Frb^ 
mife. 

! In the Morning, Augujt 15, Drah going out 
with his Pinnace a fifliing, rowed up to ^^Swan^ 
and having invited his Brother to partake of hfs 
Diverfion, enquired with 'a negligent Air, why 
their Bark was fo deep in the Water; upon, which ' 
the Steward going down, returned immediately 
with an Account, that the Ship was leaky, and 
in danger of iinking in a little Time, They had 
Recourfe immediately to the Pump, but having 
laboured till Three in the Afternoon, and gained 
very little upon the Water, they willingly, ac- 
cording to Draki% Advice, fet the Veffel on Fire^ 
and went on board the Pinnaces. 

Finding it now neceflary to lie conceal^^d for 
fomeTime, till the Spaniards ihouM forget their 
Danger, and remit their Vigilance, they fet fail 
for the Sound of Darhn ; and without approach- ' 
ing the Coaft, that their Courfe might hot be ob» 
ferved, they arrived there infix Days. 

This being a convenient Place for their Recep- 
tion, both on account of Privacy, as it Was out 
of the Road of all Trade, and as it was well fup^ 
plied with Wood, Water, wild Fowl, Hogs, Deer, 
and all Kinds of Provifions, he flayed here fifteen 

Days^ 
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Days, to careen his Veflels, and refresh bia Men, 
^ho wprked interchangeably, on one Dajr the 

4)ne h^lf, and on the next the other* 
^ On the fifth Day of Septemh^Ty Draie Uft his 
Brother with the Ship at J>arieHy and fet out 
with two Pinnaces towards the Rio Grandly whiclt 
diey reached in three Days, and on the ninth 
were difcovered by a Spaniard from the Bank^ 
who believing them to be his Countrymen, made 
a Signal to them to come on Shore, with which 
they very readily compiled j but he, foon finding 
his Miftake, abandoned his Plantation, where- 
they found gneat Plenty of Provifions, with which 
having laden their Veffels, they departed* So 
great was the Quantity of Provlfions which they 
amafTed here and in other Places, that in different 
Parts of the Coaft they built four Magazines, or 
Storc^houfiss,- which they filled with Ncceffarlcs 
for the Profccution of their Voyage. Thcfe they 
placed at fuch a Diftance from each other, that 
^he Enemy, if he fliould furprise one, might yet 
not difcover the reft. 

In the mean time, his Brother, Captain y&hm 
Drah^ went, according to the InflruAions that 
had been left him, in fearch of the Symer&nsy or 
fugitive Negroes, from whofe Affiftance alone 
they had now any Profped of a fuccefrful Voy- 
age ; and touching upon the main Land, by 
ineai^ of the Negro whom ihey bad taken from 
Nombr4 di Di^^y engaged twa ef them to come 

on 
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oil boafd his Pinnace, feaving two erf thtit owtt 
Men ^ Hoftagcs for thw returning, Thefe' 
Men, having affured 2>rtf<Jf of the Affeai)n of 
tSletrNatiDn, appointed an Interview betwc^ himr 
an^ their Leaders. S6 leaving Port Pkft^y in the. 
Iflc of Phes^ fo named by the Ewgii^^ fh>iii tfao 
great Stores of Provifions which they had tmaftd 
at that Placej^ they dame, by the Diitftinii ©f the 
Sjmer^nsj into » fecret Bfiky^ aitic^ beiiutifttlf 
Ifl^ids totaled with Trets^ which ^once^ded tHeir 
Ship ffotn Obfer vation, and whef^ the Channi^i 
Was fo jfiarfow and.rocky^ that it was in^poffiblo^ 
to enter it by Night, fo th^ there was no Danger 
of a fudd^ Attack. 

Here they met, and entered Into &^gfgemsnts^ 
which eominpn Enemies and conunon D^n^era 
prefer ved fgxti Violation. But the firft Convcr-* 
fetioa informed the Englijb^ that their £xpeda« 
tions were not immediately to be gratified ; for^ 
upon their Enquiries after the moft probable 
Means of gaining Gold' and Silver, the Symerons 
told them, that had they known Iboner the chief 
End of their Expedition, they could eafily have 
gratified them^ but that during the rainy Scafon. 
which was now begun, and which continues fix 
Months, they could not recover the Treafure, 
which they had taken from the Spaniards^ out of 
the Rivers in which they had concealed it. 

Draie, therefore, propofing to wait in this 
J?lacc till file Raiiw wtrc paft, built, with fhe Af- 

iiftance 
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fiftance of' Ae Synurensj a Fort of Earth and Tim- 
ber, and leaving Part of his Company with the 
Symerom^ fet out with three Pfnnaces towards 
Cartbagenay being of a Spirit too a£tive to lie ftiU 
patientlyy even in a State of Plenty and Security, 
and with the moil probable Expectations of im- 
menfe Riches* 

On the i6th of O^eber^ he anchored within 
fight of Cartbagena^ without landing; and on the 
17th, going out to Sea, took zSpamJbBzrky with 
which they entered the Harbour, where they were 
accoited by a Spanijb Gentleman, whom they had 
ibmetime before taken, and fet at Liberty, who 
coming to them in a Boat (as he pretended) with- 
out the Knowledge of the Governor, made them 
great Promifes of Refrefhment, and Profeifions of 
Eftcem ; but Drah having v^^itcd till the next 
Morning without receiving the Provifions he had 
been prevailed upon' to expe6^, found that all this 
pretended Kindnefs was no more than a Stratagem 
to amufe him, while the Governor was raifing 
Forces for his Deftrudion. 

O^ober 20, they took two Frigates coming out 
of Carthagena without Lading. — Why the Spa-- 
niardSy knowing DraieXobe at the Mouth of the 
Harbour, fent out their Veflels on purpofe to be 
taken, does not appear. Perhaps they thought 
that. In order to keep PofTeffion of his Prizes, he 
would divide his Company, and by thatDivifion 
be more eafily deftroyed. 

In 
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In a few Hours afterwards, they fent out two 
Frigates well manned^ which Drake fooR forced 

. to retire ; and having funk one of his Prizes^ 
and burnt the other in their Sight, leaped after- 

. wards afhore, fingle, in Defiance of their Troops, 
which hovered at a Diftance in ^ Woods and 
on the Hills, without ever venturin^to approach 
within Reach of the Shot from the Pinnaces, 

To leap upon an Enemy's Coaft in Sight of 
a fupe^Qr Force, only to (how how little they 
were feared, was an AA that would ih thefe 
Times meet with little Applaufe^ nor can the 
General be ferioufly commended, or rationally 
vindicated^ who expofes his Peribn toDeftru^Uon, 
and, -by Cohfequence, his Expedition to Mifcar- 
riage, ^only f^r the Pleafure of an idle Infult, an 

infignificant Bravado. All that can be urged in 
his Defence, is, that perhaps it might contribute 
to heighten the Efteem of his Followers, as few 
Men, efpecially of that Clafs, are philofophical 
enough to ftate the exa£l Limits of Prudence and 
Bravery, or not to be dazzled with an Intrepidity^, 
.how improperly foevcr exerted; It may be added, 
that perhaps the Spaniardsy whofe Notions oS ' 
Courage are fufficiendy romantic, might look 
upon him as a more formidable Enemy, and yield 
more eafily to a Hero of whofe Fortitude they had 
fo high an Idea, 

However, finding the whole Country adver* 
tifed of his Attempts, and in Arms to oppofe hin^ 

he 
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he tkotiglit it. n0t proper to ftay longer where 
there was no Probability of Succefs, and where 
he might in Tight be G^rpomtttd hf Multitudes^ 
and lhei:tfore determined to go forSvards to Rj9 
de Helm* 

This ReTohitiOft, when it lyas known by his^ 
Foliow^S) tiif«w diem into Aftoniflmient, and 
the Compuiy of one of his Pinnaces retnonftrated 
td hiHH that though they placed the higheft Con- 
fidence in his Condu^ they couid not think of 
tuidertaking f«ch a Vbyag^ without Pfoviiions, 
having only a .Gammon of Biacon, and a fmall 
QkiatitilT^ of Bnad, for feventeen Meii ^ Ih^^ 
anfwtered them, that there was on board his Vei&l 
even a gneater Scarcity ; but yet^ if they wouM 
adv^tare to ihnc his Foituae, he did not <loubt 
of isxtricatihg tfaem f tt>m all their Oificulties. 

Such Waft the heroic Spirit of Drakty that he 
never fuffered himfdf to be diverted from his 
Defigns by Uny Diftculties^ nor ever thought of 
telieving his fixigenciesj but ^t the Expence of 
iiis Ea^^ies. 

Refolution and Saccefs Tecipr^cally produce 
*ach other. He had not faikd i^iiote than three 
lieaguc$^ before they difcovered a large Ship, 
-which they attacked with all the Inti^pidity that 
'Neceffity infpires, and happily fbund it laden 
with excellent Provifions. 

But finding his Crew growing faint and fickly 
«With their Marnier of Living in the Pinnaces, 

which 
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vrfaich was Ick commodious than on board the 
Shijfisrhe determined to go back to the Symerms^ 
vriiti wbooi Ke^ieft his Brother and Pan of his 
Farce, and attenapt, by their Condud, to maiM 
bis Way over, and invade the Spaniards in the 
Inland Parts, where they would probably never 
dream of an Enemy. 

When they arrived at Port Diegp^ fo named 
from the Negro who had procured them their In«^ 
tercourfe with the Symerons^ they found Captain 
y^hn Draiiy and one of his Company dead, being 
killed in attempting, almoft unarmed, to board a 
Frigate, weU provided with all Things neceffaiy 
for its Defence. The Captain was unwilling to 
attack it, and reprefented to them the Madnefs of 
their Propofal ; but being overborne by their Cla'« 
iKKHirs and Importunities, to aVoid the Imputation 
of Cowardioe, complied to his Deftru^iion. So 
dangerous is it for the chief Commander to be 
aUent ! 

Nor was this their only Mi^brtune ; for, in a 
very (hort Time, many of them were attacked by 
the Calentur^^ a malignant Fever, very frequent 
in the hot Climates, which carried away, among 
feveral others, J^f^if Dr/iifj atiother Brother of 
- the Commatider. . 

While Drake was employed in taking care of 
• thefick men, rlie Symtronsy who ranged the Coun- 
try for Intelligence, brought him an Account, 
that the Spanijh i'^lett was ^xivtdzi Nombre ^^ 

K . Dies, 
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Diosj the Truth of iivhich was confirmed by the 
Pinnace, which he fent out to make Obfervations* 

TKIs, therefore, was the Time for their Jour- 
ney, when the Treafures of the American Mines 
were to be tranfported from Panama^ over Land, 
to Nombre de Dhs. He therefore, by the Direc- 
tion of the Symeronsy furnished himfelf with all 
Things n^ceflary, and on February ^^ fet out from 
Port Diego. 

Having loft already 28 of his Company, and 
being under a Neceffity of leaving fome to guard 
his Ship, he took ^ith him only j8 Englifi^ and 
30 Symerensy who not only ferved as Guides to 
fhow the Way, but as Purveyors to procure Pro<« 
vifions. 

They carried not only Arrows for War^ but 
for Hunting and Fowling ; the Heads of which 
are proportioned in Size to the Game which they 
are purfuing ; for Oxen, Stags, or wild Boars, 
they have Arrows, or Javelins, with Heads weigh- 
ing a Pound apd half, which they difcharge near 
Hand, and which fcarcely ever fail of being mor-» 
tal. The fecond Sort are about half as heavy as 
the other, and are generally (hot from their Bows ; 
thefe are intended for fmaller Beafts. With the 
third Sort, of which tde Heads are an Ounce in 
weight, they kill Birds. 

As this Nation is in a State that does not fet 
them above continual Cares for the immediate 
Keccflkries of Llfe> he that can temper Iron beft^

is among them moft eftcemed ; and, perhaps it 
would be happy for every Nadon» if Honours and 
Applaufes were as juftly diftributed, and he were 
moft diftinguiflied whofe Abilities were moft ufe- 
fal to Society. How many chimerical Titles to 
Precedence, how many faJfe Pretences to Rdped 
would this Rule bring to the Ground » * 

Every Day. by Sun-rifing, they began to march, 
and haymg travelled till ten, «fted near fonil 
River ""twelve ; then travelling again till four, 
they repofed all Night in Houfes, which the &i 
merc^s had either left (landing in their formJr 
Marches, or very readily ereSed for them, by 
fettmg up three or four Pofts in the Ground, and 
hying Poles from cne to another in Form of a 
Roo^ which they thatched with Pahnetto Boughs 
and Plamane Leaves. In the Valleys, where they 
jrere Jelttxed from the Winds, they left three or 
four Feet below open ; but on the Hills, where 
they were more cxpofed to the chUl Blafts of the 
Night, they thatched them clofc to the Ground 
I«ving only a Door for Entrance, and a Vent ii^ 
the Middle of the Room, for the Smoke of three 
taesy which they made in every houfe. 

In their March, they met not only with Plenty 
rf Fruits upon the Bank, of the Rivers, but with 
wild Swine in great abundance, of which the Sy. 
mrm, without Difficulty, killed, fot<hemoft 
fart, as much a,s was wanted. One day, how- 
ever, tiiey found an Otter, and were about w dreft 

K as it. 
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it ; at which Drake expreffing his Wonder, was 
alked by Peiro^ the chief Symeron^ Are you a 
Man of WoTy and in fVant^ and yet doutt whether 
this bo Meat that hath Blood in it ? Y<x which 
JXrah in private rebuked him, fays the Kelator, 
whether juftly or not, it is not very impor^nt to 
determine^ Inhere feems to be in Draiii Scruple 
fooiewhat o( Superfiition, perhaps aot eafily to 
fae juftified \ and th^ Negifoe^s Arifwer was, at 
ieaft, martial, and will I believe be geoerally ac« 
|uiowIe4ged to be rational. 

On the third Day of their Mardi, February 6, 
they came to a Town of the Symerons^ (ittiated on 
iheSideof aHill> and encompailed with a Ditch 
and a Mad Wall) to iecure it from any fudden 
Surprise: Here they lived with great Neatnefs 
and Plenty, and fome Obfervation of Rdigion, 
paying great Reverence to the Crofs i a Pradice 
which Drake prevailed upon them to change for 
the Ufe of the Lord'^ Prayer. Here they impor- 
tuned Draieio day for a few Days, promifing to 
double his Strength} but he, either thinking greater 
Numbers nnnecefiary, or fearing that if any Dif- 
JFerence (hould arife, he (hould beoverbome by the 
Number of xhtSymerom^ or that they woald de* 
mand to (hare the Plunder that fiiould be taken, 
in common, or for (bme other Reafon, that might 
eafily occur, refufed any Addition to hie Troop, 
endeavouring taexprefe his Re(ufii] in fiieh Teroos 
9» might heigfakijeo; ^iuek Oprkiioi^ (^'bi$- Bravery. 

,1 2 r . He 
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Ht t6en proeeeded on his Joumcy, through 
cool Shades, and lofty Woods, whieh (heltered 
them fo effeAudly (Vomthe Sun, that their March 
was lefs toihbme than if they had traveled in 
Engknd during the Heat of the Summer. Four 
Qf the SymerMf^ that were acquainted with the 
Way, went about a Mile before the Troop, and 
fcattered Branches to dired them ; then followed 
twelve Symerons^ after whom came the Englijb 
Vfith the two Leaders^ and the other Symerons 
ctofied the Reu*. 

On Ftbruaryiiy tl\ey arrived at the Top 6f "a 
very high HiH, on the Summit of v^^rch grew i 
Treeof wonderful Greatneft, in which they had 
cut Steps for the mot^ eafy Afcent to the Top, 
where there was a Kind of Tower, to which they 
Invited Drakgy and from thence (hewed him not 
only the North Sea, from whence they came, 
but the great South Sea^ *on which no Englijh 
Veflel had ever (ailed. This ProfpeA exciting 
bi« natural Cutioficy and Ardour for Adventures 
and Difcoveries, he Kfted up his Hands to God, 
and implored his Blefling upon the ReToIution; 
which he then forakec(, of filling \s\ an Enghjk 
Ship on that Sea. 

Then continuing their March, they came, 
after two Days, into an open, kvel Country, 
Where their Paflage was fomewhat incommoded 
by the Grafs, which is of a peculiar Kind, con-^ 
fifting of a Stalk like thai of Wheats slfid » Blade^ 

K 3» on> 
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on which the Oxen and other Cattle feed, tin it 
grows too high for them to reach 5 then the In- 
habitants fet it on fire, and in three Days it 
fprings up again ; this they are obliged to do 
thrice a Year, fo great is the Fertility of the Soil. 

At length, being within view of Panama^ they 
left all frequented Roads, for fear of being dif- 
covered, and polled themfelves in a Grove, near 
the Way between Panama and Nombre de Dhs ; 
then they fent a Symeron^ in the Habit of a Negro 
of Panama^ to enquire on what Night the Recces^ 
or Diivers of Mules, on which the Trcjfure is 
carried, were to fet forth. The Meflenger was fo 
well qualified for his Undertaking, and {o in* 
duftrious m the Profecution of it, that he foon 
returned with an Account, that the Treaforer of 
Lima^ intending to return to Europej would pa& 
that Night, with eight Mules laden with Gold, 
and one with Jewels. ^ 

Having received this Information, they imme* 
diately inarched to Venta Cruzy the firft Town on 
the Way to Nombre de Diosy fending, for Secu- 
rity, VKO Symerons before, who, as they went, 
perceived, by the Scent of a Match, that foooe 
Spaniard was before them, ai^d, going filently for- 
wards, furprized a Soldier aileepupdn the Ground. 
They immediately bound him, and brought him 
to Drakiy who, upon Enquiry^ found that their 
Spy had not deceived them, in his Intelligence. 
The Soldier havir^ informed himfelf of the Cap* 

tain's 
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)ain*sName, conceivtd fcich a Confidence in his 
Vrell- known Clemency, that, after having made 
an ample Dircovcry of the TreafuJie that was now 
^t hand, he petioned not only that he would com* 
mand the Symerom to fpare his Life, but that when 
the Treafure (hould fall into his Hands, he would 
allow him as much as might maintain him and 
-fals Miftrefs, fince they were about to gain more 
than their whole Company could carry away. 

Drake then ordered his Men to lie down An 
the long Grafs, about fifty Paces from the Road^ 
half on one Side, with bimfelf, and half on the 
other, with Oxenham and the Captain of the 5/- 
merons^ io much behind, that one Company might 
feize the foremoft Rtcoi^ and the other the hinder- 
moft ; for the Mules of thefe Ricoes^ or Drovers, 
•fceingtied together, travel in a Line, and are all 
guided by leading the firft. 

When they had Iain about an Hour in thrt 
P]ace, they began to hear the Bells of the Mules 
x>n edch Hand, upon which Orders were given, . 
that the Droves which came from Venta Cruz 
(hould pafs unmolefted, becaufe they carried no- 
thing of great Value, and thofe ohly be inter- 
cepted which were travelling thither, and that 
none of the men fliould rife up till the Signal 
ihould be given. But one Robert PHe^ heated 
with ftrong Liquor, left his Company, and pre- 
vailed upon one of the Symerons to creep -with him 
to the Way.fide, that they might (ignalise them- 
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lelvcs by feixing the 6rft Mule ; and hearing the 
Trampling of a Horfe, as he lay, could hot be 
retrained by the Symeron from rifing up to ob- 
ferve who was paffing by. This lie did fo impru-* 
dently, that he was difcovered by the Pailenger ; 
for, by Drake % Order, the Englift> bad pat rbetr 
Shirts on over their Coats, that the Night and 
.the Tumult might not hinder them from know- 
ing one another. 

The Gentleman was immediately obferved by 
Drake to change his Trot into a Gallop ^ but the 
Reafon of it not appearis^y it was imputed to his 
Fear of the Robbers that ufually infeft that Road, 
and the Englifi ftill continued to expe& the 
Treafure» 

In a (hort Time, one of the Fjcdes that were 
pafling towards Venta Cruz,- came up, and wm 
eagerly feized by the Englijb^ who expe^isd no- 
thing lefs than half the Revenue of the b^es ; 
nor is it eafy to imagine their Mortification and 
PcrjJexity, when they found only two Mules la- 
den with Silver^ the reft having so other Burthea 
than Provifions. 

The Driver was brought immediately to the 
Captain, and informed him, that the Horfeman 
nXkom he had obferved pafs by with ib much Pre- 
cipitation, had infonned the Treafurer of what 
be had obierved, atid advifed him to« fend back 
the Mules that carried his Gold and Jewels, and 
.&ficr oaiy the reft to proceed, that he might, by 

that 
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tft«t cheap SxpcrkiMnt^ ditevtuVvdiollier UMrie 
WM my Ambofii on the Way* ' 

That l^mh warfiol'la& dUfgoRid tbaii hit Fd* 
lowers, at theDifappointment, cannot be diMblsd^ 
but there was; now TO Tleht torbe ^ht in Com- 
plaims. The iriiole Ceutetry iriasi alanncd, and 
aU the Force of the S^amanb ana ftunaioned to 
•verwhehn hiod. He hod tu» Fortreft xp man to^ 
jevery Man waa his Enemy, and every Retreat 
better known to the Sfdnknrds than lo himfelf. 

This was an Oeea&on that demanded sdl thfr 
.Qualities of an Hero,, an Intrepidity nearer to be 
(haken, and a Judgpnem never to, be perpfeiied. 
He immediately confidered all the Ciromi^Sancea 
of his preient.SittiatioYi, and found that it af- 
forded him.only the Choke of .mardiing back by 
the fame Way through wl^ioh he came^ or of for* 
xingiii&Pafiage to ^<i^£2rMB. 

To march back) was to coiifis& tbeSuperioriiy; 
of hb Enemies, and to animate tfaem to the Pur- 
fait ; the Woods would afibrd OpportunitiBa«of 
Ambuib^ ai)d his FoUo^Ktecs muft «fteQ difperfe 
-4iiemiflves in fearoh of fnmfiona, who would 
become an eafy Prey, difpickod by their Difap- 
^pointoietfit, and itt^Md by liieir Marc^ On the 
,Way to F$nta Cruz faolbeukl have nothing to fair 
but from open Attadfis, and expefied Enemies. ' 

Detergaining therefore to pafa. forwaird to Fntia 
Cruz^ be aiked Piuftv^ tfie Leader of the Spn^r^nsy 
wMhcr be ma Mfolved^aoioU0W.bim4.4uy 

K 5 having 
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Junring metved. from him the fXwngA Aflbrances 
that nothing fliould feparat^'thon, comman<kd 
.Us Men to ttbtih themfclves^ and prepare to fet 
,lorward« 

When they ciiiie within a Mile of the Town» 
. they difionfied the Moles Which they had made ufe 
iof for their more eafy and fpeedy Paflage, and 
continued their March along a Road cot through 
thick Woods, in which a Company of Soldiers, 
who were quartered in the Place to defend it a* 
gainft thtSymiroMSy had pofted rhemAdkireS) toge- 
ther with a Convent of Friars headed by one of 
the Brethren, whofe Zeal againft the Northern 
Herefy had incited him to hazasd his Perfon, and 
afllime the Province of a General. 

Drakty who was advertifed by two Symtrmsy 
whom he fent before, of the Approach of the 
Spaniards^ commanded his Followers to receive 
^ the firfi VoUey without firing* 

In a fliort Time he heard himfcif fummoned 
by the. j^tfiy^/i Captain to yield y with a Promife 
of ProteAioB and kind Treatment ; to which lie 
aofwcrcd with Defiance, Contempt, and the Di(^ 
charge of his PiftoL 

Immediately the jj^ior^ poured in their Shot^ 
'hy which only oneMan was killed, and Drake^ 
with fome others^ Aighty wounded ^ upon which 
thcS^nal was given by Drak^% Whiftle to fall 
updn them. The Engltfhy «fter difcharging their 
Arrows and Shot, ^rdScd foiioofly forward, and 

. ' drove 
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drove the Spaniards before them, Mrhich the Sy-^ 
*merons^ whom the Terror of the Shot had driven 
to fome Diftance, obferved, and recalling their 
Courage, animated each other with Songs in then* 
own Language, ahd rufiied forward with foch 
Impetoofity, that they overtook them near the 
Town^ and, fupported by the EngUJby difperfed 
them, with the Lofs of only one Man, who, after 
he had received his Wound, had Strength and 
.Refolution left to kill his AfiaiJant. 

They purfued the Enemy into the Town, in 
.which they met with fome Plunder, which was 
given to the Symtransy and treated the Inhabitants 
with great Clemency, Drakt himfelf going to the 
Spanijb Ladies, to afliire them that no Injuries 
fiiould be offered them ; fo infeparable is^Huma- 
nity with true Courage. » * 

Having thus broken the Spirits, and featusied 
the Forces, of the Spaniards^ he purfued his Mai^ 
to his Ship, without any Apprehenfion of Dan^ 
gef, yet with great Speed, being very foRcitous 
about the State of the Crew ^ fo that he allowed 
his Men, harrailed as they were, but little Time 
for Sleep or Refrefhment ; but, by kind Exhorts^- 
tions, gentle Authority, and a chearful Partici* 
pation of all their Hard(hips, prevailedupon them 
to bear, without Murmurs, not (^ly the Tdl of 
Travelling, but on fomeDays the Pain of Hungier* 

In this March, he owed much of his Expedi- 
tion to the Affiftance of the Symirms^ who heisg 

K 6 ac«- 
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aiciiAMiKd to theCtimsmey and lutimlly r&buf^ 
aot only brought him loleUigeiKey and Ihewed 
tht Way^ but carried Necdlarits^ provided Vic* 
tualsy and built Lodging! ; and wbcn any of thfr 
Eftglijb tinted in tlM Way^ two of them would 
carry hiovbeiweca tbeia kit two Miles togiitber r 
x^or was tlieir Valour k& than their Induftry, after 
they had learned, firom their Englijh ConofMiniona^ 
to defpife the Fire-anna of the Spanuirdu 

When they were Withia five Leagues of the 
Shipa^ they found a Town built in their Abfence 
by the Sfmirmiy at wUchiDmi^coofented to bait,, 
fending a Sptiir$u to the Ship with hia GeI4 
Tooth^^pickasaToken^^whicby though theMafier 
knew it, was not fuficient to gain the Meflenger 
Credit, till,, upon Examination, be found that the 
Captain, having ordered him to regard no Meflage 
without hi}»> Hand* writing, bad Engraven bis Name 
lopon it with, the Point of his Kni£?» He then 
ibnt the Pinnace up the River, which they met 
and afterwards feat to the Town for tlK)fe whoie 
Wearinefs had made them unable to march far- 
tber« Qn Ftkrtmy 23, ibe whole Company was^ 
le-united;. and Dr^dk^ whole good or ill Succefl^ 
ssever prevailed over bis. Piety, celebrated their 
lld^eting with Yhanks to God; 

Drak^ not yet difcouraged, now turned hi* 
Thoughts to new Proipe£b, and,without tatftguiih^ 
ing 10 Melancfaoiy Refledions upon his paft Mif* 
casrilgeS) employed himieif iaiinrtlring Schemes 

for 
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Cmt lepaimg tfaeoi. Eagsr erf AAion, and ac^ 
painted ft'nh Mdn*9 naCdit^ he never fiiffered 
IdkneCs tp^infed bi& Fdldwem with Cowaidice^ 
but kepi them from fidlung uftder any DTfiip- 
potntment^ l^ <iivening their Atteoti^a. to fome 
new £Dterprifte. 

Upon Confukaiion with h\$ a«vn Men and the 
Symeronsy he found them divided in their Opini* 
ens : Some dedving, that before rbey engaged ia 
any new Attempt^ it wa$ neoeflary to increair 
dieir Stores <^Provifions ^ and others urging, that 
the St»pa in whieh the Treafiire w^s eotiveyed 
fliould be immedtately attacked. The Syvmrom^ 
propoied a third Phn^ and adirifisd htm to under«» 
take another March over Laml (o the Hciife of 
Q&t.Pizora ^9BT Ftritgua^ vAiok Sliivea br^mght 
him every Diy more than two hundred Poiinde 
Sterling from the Mines, which he bca^d togc*- 
iher in a itibng Stone Honfb, whichmtghk, by the 
Help of the EngUJb^ be eaSly lotted* 

Drab^ being unwilliHg to fatigue his FoUovSf 
era with another Jonmey, determined io cemplj 
with b6tb the other Opiilions } and manning his 
two PinnaoeSy the Bnmnd the Mimnjht fent 
y^ Omifthamj m tlie BioTj towards T^n^ tm 
feize upon PitMriSont ; and went himMf, in the 
Mhumf t6 Ike Catac^s^ tointerotpt the Treafore 
that wai to br traofportid im^ ViragM and tfaaft 
Coaft, to the Fleet at thtiilbft Jb Dim \ firft dif- 
inifltog wi^ Piefciita thpfe Jywt wi j> tbit deited 
; to 
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to return to their Wives, and ordering thofe that 
chofe to Ttmzin/io be entertained in the Ship. 

JDrah took at the Cabezas a Frigate of Niatra- 
gua^ the Pilot of which informed him, that there 
waa in the Harbour of Fifragua a Ship freighted 
with more than a Million of Gold, to which he 
offered to conduct him (being well acquainted 
with the Soundings) if he might be allowed his 
Share of the Prize ; fo much was his Avarice fu«* 
perior to his Honefty. 

Drahy after fome Deliberation, complying with 
the Pilot's Importunities, failed towards the Har- 
bour, but had no foontr entered the Mouth of it 
than he heard the Report of Artillery, which was 
answered by others at a greater Diftahce^ upon 
which the Pilot told him that they were difcovcr- 
ed, this being the Signal appointed by the Gover- 
nor to alarm theCoaft. 

. Drah now thought it convenient to return to 
the Ship, that he might enquire the Succefs of 
the other Pioisiace, which he found with a Frigate 
that (he had taken, with twenty-eight fat Hogs, 
two hundred Hens, and»great Store of Maiz, or 
Indian Com. The Ve^ itfelf was fo ftrong, and 
well built, that.h& fitted it out for War, deter- 
mining to attack the Fleet at Nombn de Dior, 

On March the 21ft he fet Sail, wiA the new 
Frigate and the Bear^ towards the Cabexas^ at 
which he arrived in about two Days, and found 
there Teiu^ a Frmcbmap, with, a.Shi^ of War» 

who 
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vAo^ after having recdved from him a Supply of 
.Water, and other Necefiarics, intreated that he 
might join with him in his Attempt, whkh Draii 
confenting to, admitted him to accompany* him 
;Vkh twenty of his Men, ftipulating to aJiovt 
them an equal Share of. whatever Booty they 
Ihould gain. Yet were th^ not without fooic 
Sufpicions of Danger from this new Ally, he Kav« 
>ng eighty Men, and they being now reduced to 
thirty-one« 

Then, manning the Frigate and two Pinnaces^ 
they fet fail for the Cebezasy where they left the 
Frigate, which was too hrge for the Shallows over 
which they were to pafs, and proceeded to Rh 
f'rancifco. Here they landed ; and, having or- 
tiered the Pinnaces to returp to^the fame Place 
on the fourth Day foHowing, travelled, through 
the Woods towards Nmbn de Di$Sy with fuch 
Silence and Regularity as furprifed the French^. 
who did not. imagine the Symo'ons fo difcreet or 
obedient as they appeared, and were therefore in 
* perpetual Anxiety about the Fidelity of their 
Gruides, and the Probability of their Return. Nor . 
did ihe. Syfnsr&ns treat them with that Submiflion 
and Regard which they paid to the Effgitjhj whofe 
/Bravery and Conduct they had already tried. 
: At length, after a laborious March pf more 
than feven Leagues^ they began to hear the Ham^ 
jmers of the Carpenters in the Bay, it being the 
fuOomin ^t hot Seafon to work in the Night ; 
: ': ' atvd 
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tnd in a (hort Time ttie; pefcehred the Approach. 
mi the Sii90Sj or Dimes of Mules, from PanamM^ 
Tbey now no longer doubled that their Laboum^ 
would be rewanied^ and every Man imagined 
)nmfelf feone from Poverty and Labour for the 
lemaining Part o£ his Life. Thej» ttierefore^ 
when the Mules came up, ruihed out and feized 
them, whh an Alacrity proportioned to their £x-- 
pefiations* The three Droves confifted of one 
hundred and nine Mules, eadh of which carried 
rtiree hundivd Pounds Weight of Silver. It was 
to little Purpofe that the^olchen, ordered to g:iiard 
the Treafiire, attempted Refiftance. Ahct a fiiort 
Combat, in which the FriKb Captain and one of 
the Synurms weoe wounded, it appeared witii how 
tnuch greater ardoiv Men are animated l^ Iiu 
tereft than Fidelity. 

As it was poffible for them to carry away but 
a (mall Part of this Treafure, afcer having wearied 
themfelves witb hiding it in Holes and (hallow 
Waters, they determined to return by the 6me 
Way, and, without being purfued, entered the 
Woods, where the French Captain, being difabfed 
by his Wound, was obliged to ftay, two of hie 
Company conjtinuing with him. 

When ifaey had gone forward about two- 
Leagues, the Frmchmen miflU another of thdr 
Company,, who, upon Enquiry, was known to be 
intoxicated with Wine, and fuppofed to have loft 
himfelf in the Woods^ by negklfting to oblerve 
die Guides. 9^ 
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But common Prudence not allowing th«m to 
hazard the whole Company, by too much Solici* 
tude for a fingie Irife, they travelled on towards 
Rio Francifcoy at which they arrived jlpril the 3d; 
but looking out for their. Pinnaces, were furprized 
with the Sight of feven SpanlJh^YiTWo^^ and im- 
mediately concluded, that fome Intelligence of 
their Motions had been carried to Nombre de Dios^ 
and that thefe Veifleis had been fitted out to porfue 
them, which might undoubtedly have overpower- 
ed the Pinnaces and their feeble Crew : Nor did 
their Sufpicion (lop here, but immediately k oc- 
curred to them, that their Men had been conw 
pellcd by Torture to difcover wher^ their Frigate 
and Ship were ftationed, which being weakly 
manned, and without .the Frefence d the chief 
Commanders, would fall into their Hands, almoft 
without Refiftance, and all Poffibility of eicaping 
be entirely cut off. 

Thefe RefleAions itink the whole Company 
into Defpair ; and every one^ in(lead of eodea* 
vouring to break through the Difficulties that fur* 
rounded bim, refigned up himfelf to hi» ill For- 
tune; when Draiiy whofe Intrepidity was never 
to be fliaken, and whofe ReafoD wars never to b« 
Airprised, or en^barrafledy reprefented to them, 
that though thcSpamardt (hoM have madethem^ 
Selves Mafters of their Pinnaces, tbey might yet 
be hindered from difcove^mg tiK Ships. He put 
thenfi in mind,. tb9t \i» Pisitaces could not be 

taken» 



\ 
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taken, the Men- examined., their ]|^xaminations 
compared, their Refolutiems formed, the Veilels 
fent outV and the Ships taken in an InAant. Somt 
Time muft nectffzrWy be fpent before the laft 
Blow could be ftruck, and if that Time were not 
negligentl^ioft, it might be poflible for fome of 
them to reach the Ships before the £nemy, and 
dired them to change their Station. 

They were animated with this Difcourfe, by 
which they difcovered that their Leader was not 
without Hope ; but, when they came to look diore 
nearly into their Situation, they were unable to 
conceive upon what it was founded. To pafs by 
Land was impoilible, as the Way lay over high 
Mountains, through thick Woods, and deep Ri- 
vers, and they had not a (ingle Boat in their 
Power, fo that a Paflage by Water ftemed equally 
tmpra<5ticable. But Draki^ whofe Penetration 
immediately difcoveted all the Circumftances and 
Inconveniences of every Scheme, foon determined 
upon the only Means of Succour which their Con* 
dition afforded them; anci ordering his Men to 
make a Raft out of the Trees that were then float* 
ing on the River, oflered himfelf to put off to Sea 
upon it, and chearfully afted who would accom* 
pany him. John Owifi^ John Smithy and two 
Frenchmen^ who were willing to (hare his For- 
tune, embarked with him on the Raft, wluch was 
fitted out with a Sail made of a Bifcuit-fack, and 
an Oar to dired its Courfe inftead of a Rudder. 

Then 
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Then having comforted the reft with AiTurances 
of his Regafd for them, and Refoiution to ieave 
nothing unattempted for their Deliverance, he put 
off to Sea, and after having, with mueh Difficulty^ 
failed three Leagues, defcried two Pinnaces hav- 
ing towards him, which, upon a nearer Approach, 
he dlfcovered to be his own, and perceiving that 
they anchored behind a Point that jutted out into 
the Sea, he put to Shore, and cro(Iii\g the Land 
on foot, was received by his Company with that 
Sati$fa£tion which is only known to thofe that 
have been acquainted with Dangers and Diftreiies. 

The fame Night they rowed to Rio Francifis^ 
vrhere they took in the reft, with what Treafore 
they had beeti able to carry with them through 
the Woods \ then failing back with the utmoft 
Expedition, they returned to their Frigate, and 
loon after to their Ship, where Drake divided tht 
Gold and Silver equally between the Frmch and 
the Engiiflf. 

Here they fpent a|x>ut foui;teen Days in fitting 
out their Frigate more completely ', and then dif- 
mifling the Spaniards with their Ship, lay a few 
Days among the Cahezas^ while twelve Englijh 
iand fixteen Symerons travelled once more into the 
Countigir, as well to recover the French Captain, 
whom they had left wounded, as to bring aWay 
the Treafure which they had bid in the Sands. 
Drake^ whom his Company wotllil not fuffer to 
ha.Z3rd his Perfon in another Land Expedition, 

went 
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irent with them to Rie F^ancifcOy where he fotind 
one of the Fnnchmen who had ftayed to ;tttend 
their Captain,- and was informed by him, ui^on 
bis Enquiries after his Fortune, that half an Honr 
after their Separatron, the Spaniards cBxnt upon 
them, and eafily feized upon the wounded Cap«* 
tain ; but that his Companion might have efcaped 
with him, had he not preferred Money to Life 9 
for feeing him throw down a Box of Jewels that 
retarded him, he could not forbear taking it up» 
ind with that, and the Odd which he bad ak ea^, 
was fo loaded that he could not efcape^ With 
^ard to the Bars of Gold and.Silvcr, whieh ahejr 
had concealed in the Ground, he informed themy 
that two ihoufand Men had been empk^ed io 
Egging for tiken. 

The lAtxi^ however^ ehher miftrtidiiig tbt Li* 
former's Veraci^^ or confident that what ^3»Kf 
had hidden, ooidd not be found, piarftind tfai^r 
Journey ; but upon their Arrival at the Place, 
found the Ground turned up for two Miles roisnd, 
and were able to recover no more than tbtiteeo 
Bars of Silver, and a fmall Quantity of Gold. 
They diicovered afterwards, tt»t the Frmckman 
who was left in the Woods, facing afterwards 
into the Hands of the Sftofdards^ was tortured by 
them, till heconfefled where Drake hadconcealeil 
his Plunder. S6 fatal to Drakes Expedition was 
the Dnmkennefs of his FoUowers*^ 

ThM 
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Tbcfk difmiffing the French^ they |>al&d by C^« 
thagina with their Colours flying, and toon after 
took a Frigate laden with Proviiions and Honey, 
yr^ich they vahied, as a great ReQorativse, and 
then failed away to the CabgsuK. 

Here they flayed about a Week, to clean their 
Veflels, and fit them for a long Voyage, deter* 
mining to fet Sail for England, And that the faith- 
ful Sjnmrms might iK>t go away unrewasded, 
broke up their Pinnaces, and gave them the Iron, 
the moft valuable Prefent in the World to a Na- 
tion whofe only Employments were War and 
Hunting, and amongft whom Show and Luxury 
had no Place. 

Piir^^ their Captain, being defired by Drah 
%o go through the Ship, and to chufe what he 
moft defired, 'fixed his Eye upon a Scymeter i^d. 
with Diamonds, which die Fnnch Captain had 
prefented to Drakt ; and being unwilling to afk 
for fo valuable a Prefent, oflTered for it four large 
Quoits, or thick Pla^s of Gold, which he h^id 
iiilherto concealed ; but Dr^/ft^, defirous to (bow 
him that Fidelity feidom is without a Recom- 
pence, gave it him with the bigheft Prefeffions of 
SfttisfaAion and Efteem. Pedro^ receiving it with 
theutmoft Gratitude, informed him, tliat by be- 
ftowing it, he had conferred Greatnefs «ind Ho- 
nour upon him \ for by prefenfdng it to Ms King, 
he doubted not of obtaining the highdt Rank a- 
mongft the Sjmertim^ He then pcrfifted in his Re- 

folution 
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Iblution of leaving the Gold, which was gene- 
rouQy thrown by Drake into^he common Stock ; 
for hefaid, that thofe at whofe Expences be had 
been fent out, ought to fhare in all the Gsun of 
the Expedition, whatever Pretence, Cavil, or Chi-' 
canery might fupply for the Appropriation of any 
Part of it. Thus was Drakis Charafter confid- 
ent with itfelf ; he was equally fuperior to Avarice 
and Fear; and through whatever Danger he might 
go in queft of Gold, he thought it not valuable 
enough to be obtained by Anifice or, Difhonefty. 
They now forfook the Coaft of America^ which 
for many Months they had kept' in perpetual A- 
larms, having taken more than two hundred Ships 
of all Sizes, between Cartht^ena and Nomhre de 
Diosj of which they never deftroyed any, unlefs 
they were fitted out againfi them, nor ever de- 
tained the Prifoners longer than was necefifary for 
their own Security or Concealment, providing for 
them in the fame Manner as for themfelves, and 
proteding them from the Malice of the. Symerons: 
a Behaviour, which Humanity diAates,' and 
i^hich, perhaps, even Policy dannot difapprove. 
He muft certainly meet with obftinate Oppofi- 
tion, who makes it equally dangerous to yield 
as to refift, and who leaves his Enemies no Hopes 
but from Vidory. 

What Riches they acquired, is not particularly 
related; but it is not to be doubted, that the 
Plunder of U> many Vefiels^ together with the 

^ • Silver 
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Silver M^hich they feized at Nombn di Dios^ mud 
amount to a very large Sum, though the Part that 
ivas allotted to Drake Was not fufficient to lull 
him into EfFeminacy, or to reprefis his natural In* 
dlnation to Adventures. 

They arrived at Plymouth on the 9th oiAuguJl^ 
1573, on Sunday in the Afternoon ; and fo much 
were the People delighted with the News of their 
Arrival, tiiat they left the Preacher, and ran in 
Crouds to the Key with Shouts and Congratu* 
lations. 

Drake having, in his former Expedition, had 
a View of the South Sea^ and formed a Refolution- 
to fail upon it, did not fufFer himfelf to be di- 
verted from his Defign, by the Profpedl of any 
Difficuhies that might obftrudi the Attempt, nor 
any Dangers that might attend the Execution ;. 
Dangers, which brave Men often find it much 
more eafy to overcome, than fecret Envy, and do- 
xneftic Treachery. 

Drakis Reputation was now fufficiently ad«« 
vaoced to incite Detradion .and Oppofition ; and 
it is eafy to imagine that a Man, by Nature fupe- 
riat to mean Artifices, and bred, from his earlieft 
Years, to the Labour and Hard (hips of a Sea- 
life, was very little acquainted with Policy and 
Innrigue, very little vcrfed in the Methods of Ap- 
plication to the Powerful and Great, and unable 

to obviate the PraAices of thofe whom his Merit 

had made bis Enemies. 

Nor 
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Nor are Aich the only Opponents of great £n« 
terprnes : Thtrt arelme Men of narrow Views, 
and grovelling ConotpcionS) who, without the In* 
ftigation of perfonal Malice, tveat every new At- 
tempt as wild and chimerical, antfJook upon every 
Endeavour to depart from the beaten Track as 
the ra(h Effort of a warm Imagination, or the 
glittering Speculation of an exalted Mind^ that 
'may pleafe and dassle for a Time, but can pro* 
duce no real or laffing Advantage. 

Thefe Men value themfelves upon a perpetual 
Scepticifin, upon believing nothing but their own 
Senfes, upon calling for Demonftration where it 
cannot poffibly be obtained, and fometimes upon 
holding out againft it when it is laid before them ; 
Upon inventing Arguments agairiff the Succefs 
of any new Undertaking; and, where Argu- 
ments cannot be found, upon treating it with 
Contempt and Ridicule. 

Such have been the mod formidable Enemies 
of the great Beneraftors to Mankind, pnd to thefe 
we can hardly doubt but that much of the Oppo- 
fition which Drah met with is to be attributed ; 
for their Notions and Difcourfe are fo agreeable 
to the Lazy^i the Envious, and the Timorous, 
that they feldom fail of becoming popular, and 
dire£ting the Opinions of Mankind. 

Whatfocver were his Obftacles, and whatfo- 
ever the Motives that produced them, it was n<^ 
tin the Year 1577^ that he was able to ailembie a

On Jrnmmy \^s they arrived at Capi Blanc ; 
liaving, in their PaBage,. taken feveral Spanijb Vef- 
icit* Hei^, while Drake was employing Ms Men 
is catching^FiflH of which tl^s Coaft affords great 
]P)eniy, an^vafSouii' Kinds, the Inhabitants came 
down to the Sca-fidc with their AUfargn^ or Lea* 
fher Bottles, to trafic for Water, which they 
wen wiliiiig to puichafe with Ambergrife, and 
adiior Gums; But Dvt^e^ compaflionating the Mi« 
jery of -theft- Goiiilmo(ii> gave them Water wb«a* 
fver they dfld^d for it, andl^ Aem their Com- 
modities to traffic with, whfen they ihoaldbe 
agaiareducod X<i tt&e&ne Diflreft, without find- 
ings the fame Generofity to relieve Aem. 

Hei» having difcUarged feme Spanijh Ships, 
which they had taben, they fet fail towards the 
]^s ofGapfi Ferdi^nA oa January 28, came to 
ai^or before J/^^^ lK>ping to fttrnilh themtelves 
with fre(h Water ; but having landed, they found 
the Town by the Waiter*s-fide entirely deferted, 
smd marching farther up the Country, faw the 
Vsdities extreiQely fruitful, and abounding with 
ripe. Eigss, Cocct^, and PJantakts, but could by no 
Means prevail upon the Inhabitants toconverfeor 
tntffic v^ith Ihem ; However, they were fuflSa^ 
by them to range the Country without Molefta- 
ticm, but found no Waiter, excepi at fuch %, Dif- 
taoce fKom the Sea^ that the Labour of conveying 

It 
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it to their Ships was greater than it was at thaf 
time' neceilary for them t0 nrrdergo. Salt, had 
they wanted it, might have been obtained with 
lefs TrouUe, being left by th« Sea upon the Sand,, 
and hardened by the Sun, diiring the Ebb, in fach 
Quantities, that the chief Traffic of their Ifland 
is carried on with it. 

yattuary^Mi they paiied by St. ^agOj at) Ifland 
at that Time divided between the Natives and the* 
Porfuguefe^ who, firft entering thefe Iflands under 
the Show of Traffic, by Degrees eftablilhed them* 
ielves, and claimed a Superiority over the original 
Inhabitants, and harrafled them with fuch Cru- 
elty, that they obliged them either to fly to the 
Woods and Mountains, and peri(h with Hunger, 
•r to take Arms againft their Oppreilbrs, and un-. 
dcr the infuperable Difcd vantages with whicti 
they contended, to die z\miA without a Battle in 
Defence of their natural Rights, and ancient Pof- 
feflions. • 

Such Treatment had the Natives of Sf. Jago 
received, which had driven them into the rocky 
Parts of the liUnd, from whence they made In- 
eurfions into the Plantations of the Portuguifi'^ 
ibmetimes with Lofs, but generally with that Sue* 
cefs which Defperationnaturaily procures : fo that 
thePortugu^fi were in contxnual Alarms, and lived 
with the natural Confeqi^ncesr of Guilt, Terror^ 
and Anxiety. They were wealthy,.but tior happy, 
and poi&fied the Iliand, but not eojoyed it« i 

L 3 They 
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r They thtn failed on within Sight of Fogo^ an 
Ifland [p called from a Mountain, about the Mid^ 
die of it, continually burning, and like the reft 
inhabited by the Portuguefsj two Leagues to the 
South of which lies Brava^ which has received its 
Name from its FertiKty, abounding, though un- 
inhabited, with all Kinds of Fruits, and watered 
with great Numbers of Springs and Brooks, which 
would eafily invite the Pofleflbrs of the adjacent 
lilands to fettle in it, but that it affords neither 
Harbour nor Anchorage. Drake^ after having 
fentout his Boats with Plummets, was not able 
to find any Ground about it, and it is reported 
that many Experiments have been made with the 
fame &icce6 1 however, he took in Water fuffi- 
cient, and on the 2d o{ Fihruary fet fail for the 
Straits of Magellan. 

On February 17, they pafTed the Equator, and 
continued their Voyage, with fometimes Calms, 
and fometimes contrary VVinds, but without any 
memorable Accident x\\\ March 28, when one of 
their Veflete, with 28 Men, and the greateft Part 
of their fre(h Water on board, was, to their great 
jPifcouragement, feparated from them ; but their 
Perplexity lafted not long, for on the next Day 
tbeydifcovered andrgoined their Ailbciates. 

In their long Courfc, which gave them Oppor-* 
toniries of obferving feveral Animals, both in the 
Air and Water, at that Time very little known, 
nothing entertained, or furprifed them more, tliaa 

. the 
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tbe Plying Fijhi whicK tt near of the fame Size 
with a Herring, and^has Fins of the Length of 
fai)i^who)eAody,'by'theHeIpof ifvhich, when he 
jg purfiied by the Bompi^ or Great Mackerel, as 
ibdn'ds he ^finds' WnrfelCtapon tHc Point of bdng 
fatc^h, he fprings up into the Air, and flic« for- 
ward as long as his Wings continue wet, moifture 
being, as it feems, necellary to mate them pliant 
and moveable ; and when they become dry and 
ftiff,: he^ftlb down' into the Water, unfds foma 
Bark or Ship intercept hiW,' "and- dips them agairi 
for a fecorrdTirght^, "" This unhappjr Animal b 
not bnly'purfued by Fiflies in ' his natural Ele- 
ment, bur-attacked ih the Air, where he hopes 
for Security, by the Don^ or Spar-kUey a great 
Bird that preys' upon Fiflii and thfeir Species 
muft ftirely Be dcftroyed, weremjt their Incrcafe 
fo great,' -"that the young Fry, in bnel^art of the 
Year, covers the Sea. * ' 

* There ii another Filh, named the Cuttil^df 
which whole Shoals will fometimes rife at once 
out of the Wgter, and of which a great Multi-

^ At length, hSving failed' withoAt^Slght of LandT 
forflkty.thfeeDays,-thcy*arriVed,\i/^r/75, af thcf 
CofSffts of ^rdjily whercj oh the 7th, the Chrifio-^ 
pher was feparated again from them by a Storm,' 
after which they failed near the t^and ta the fouth- 
ward, and' on the 14th anchored Under a Cape, 
^ which they afterwards dallcd Capi Joy^ becaufe 
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in two Days, the VeiTel which they bad loft 
turned to them* 

Having fpcm 9 Fmnig]HinAt BimTi)l Platr^ 
torefreflihis.N^n^cer tjt^^ir long Voyage> an^ 
then (landing put to Sea, he was again furprised 
by a fudden Siorm, in.wbich tb^y loft Sight of the 
Swatt. This Accident determined Drah to coa^ 
trail the Nuipbei: of his Fleet, that he might not 
f>nly avoid the loconyeaiencecffucb frequent Se« 
Haratiqns^ t^ut .ca(e the Labour of ius Me^, bf 
having more Haxkls in each Veflel» , 
y. For thi« PurpoT^ be (aijed along the Coaft in 
qi)^ QJr a conunodious Hatbour, and, on My i j^ 
difcovered a Bay, vyhicb ieemed not itnproper fbjr 
tJieir Purooijp, but v^hich they durfl not enter till 
i^ ^z^ exan^i^ed^ an eni|;^oj^nxentin which Drake 
9eyp^VAi£ted anj^i^. whatever, might b^ bl$ Qonfi.

well knew how fatal one Moment's Jnattcntioa 
migbt.be^ and bow eafiiy abnoft every Atlan fuf-^ 
fers bitn&if to be furprized by Indolence aivi Se- 
cur^^y, .I^ekp<jw that the Jame Credulity that 
might prevail upon him (o ^i^iift another^. might 
iiQdu^e);anot|)er.toxf>^mAt the/f^ipj^ Of^ to » 
third i apd \< muft^ .b^^ .. a t ^leagthj, . lijiat ^me of 
them woul^'he. deceived. He therd^e, -as at 
other Time^, ord^td tjl^e Boat to be hoiflttl out» 
and taking the ^q^.into his Hand, went on 
founding the ^aila^^e till he was three League^ 
Orom^^s Ship ^,w|ieR,oAa ffu^dea> thi? Weather 
' ' ' changed^ 
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ehanged, the Skies blackened, ihe Winds whir- 
led, and aUtheufual Forerunners^ of a Storm be** 
gaa to threaten thetti : Nothing warnow defired> 
but to return to the Ship ; but the Thicknefs of 
tlie Fog tnterceptihg it from tfadr Sight, made* 
tile Auempt little other than ddperate. By fo' 
tt^y unforefeen AcculeBts is Prudence itfelf lia* 
bk to be embarrafled ! So diffi<^t it is fametimes - 
for the quick^ Sagacity, and n»>ft enli^tened^ 
Experience, to judge what Meafitrea ought, to be- 
taken!. To tnift another to found an unknown* 
Coaft, appeared to Drah FoUy and Prefomption i 
to be abfent iroin his Fket, though Jbat &r an^ 
Hbur, proved nothing le& than to hzzAtdAt Sacr 
oefs of all then* Labours, Hardibips andDat^gjers; 
In this Perplesuty, which /?r^^ w%s n6t oioile 
Jkifibiie of thanthofe whom he bad left in^ the 
Ships,.nothing waa^ to be omitted, however dao-» 
gerout^ tiiat mi^ oootribi^e to lextriaite th^ax^ 
from jt, as tbey^ could ventttre nothing of equal' 
Vahie with the Lifeof their General. Cap^ai* 
Tiomas^ therefiE»Q| having the .ligh^ Veflel^v 
ftoered boldly into ihe Bay, and. taking the Ge^ 
Qoral aboard, dropped Anchor^, aod' lay out ^ 
Pangp-, whil&the reft, that were it> the openSeni 
ftiffeEcd' much from the Tempeft ; and the .Mary,. 
%Partugu$fi Pri«e, was driven away bdbtetbli 
Wind f the orbers^ as foon as the Tempe^ <wil - 
pver^ difcovering by the Fires whidi were flaadt 
onShore, Hi)^tttDraii v9»s, repaii^d taUm;) ;. j 
, L 5 Here- 
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Here, going on Shore, they met with no Inha« 
bitants, though there were feyeral Houfcs or Huts 
Aanding, in which they found a good Quantity of 
dried Fowls, and among them a great Number of 
Oftriches, ot wbieh the Thighs were as. large as 
thofe of a Sheep. Thefe Birds are too heavy and 
unweildy to rife from the Ground, but, with the 
Heipof their Wings, run fo fwiftly, that the Eng- 
lift) could never come near enough to (hoot at 
them. The Indians^ commonly, by holding a 
large Plume of Feathers before them, and walking 
gently forward, drive theOftriches into fpme nar* 
row Neck, or Point of Land, then fpreading a 
ftrong Net from one Side to the other, to hinder 
them from returning back to the open Fields, fet 
their Dogs up«n them ; thus they are confined 
between the Net and the Water, and when thrown 
on tbetr backs, they rulh in and take them. 

Not finding this Harbour convenient, or well 
ftored with Wood and Water, they left it on the 
ff5th of May^ and on the x8th entered another 
inuch fafer^ and more cpmmqdious, which they 
no fooner arrhred at, than Drahi wbofe reAleft 
Applicatidn never remitted, fent JVtnUr to the 
Southward, in queft of thofe Ships which were 
abfeht, and immediately after failed himfelfto 
the Northward, and happily meeting with the 
Swanj condu6led it to the reft of the Fleet y after 
which, in porfuance of his former Refoiution, he 
ordered it to be l^roken up, referving the Iron

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Work for a future Supply. The other VdTcl 
-which they k>ft in the late Stomi could not be 
di<co¥ered; » - 

WhStelheytv^efhU* employed up^ii an Ifland 
about a Mile iiota the main Ldnd, to which, at 
)o«r Water, there was a Paflage on FboVthey w6re 
difeovered by the Natives, who appeared upon a 
Hill at a Diftance, daHcing, and holding up their 
Hands^ as b^dconiiig the Englijh to them ; whieh 
Drtikg obfervfRgf fent but a Boat with fCnives^ 
Beifl, ahd Bogles, and fuch Things, as, by tlick 
UfefWneTs or Novdty, he ioiagiined would be a-^ 
greeable. As foon as the Englifli landed, they ob* 
ferving two Men running towards them, as de* 
puted by the Company^ wlio caitie within a little 
Diftance, and then (landing ftill, could not be 
pfeva^fed «ipon to com^ near^^r The EngUJh 
therefore tied »their Prrfent^ to a Pole, which th^ 
feced in the Ground, and rhenr^iring, fai» the 
Indians advance, who taking. what they found 
open the Pale, left, in return, fuch feathers as 
they wear upon their Heads, with a fmall Bone 
adiottt iix Inches, in Length, carved i^ound the 
To^yandlNirni^hed. . i 

Drakii obferving their Inclinatjbn to Friendihip 
and TraiBc, advanced with /bme of his Company 
towards the Hill, upon Sight of whontftly^ /»- 
SansTXCi%tA themfelves jn.a Linefrom £aft to 
Weft, and one of them running^fromione £ad of 
the Rank to the other^ bs^wardsnand forwards,

Thus^hcy traded for fiHue Tim^j, but^by foe*

iritended, they becwne^wuliar. Mid miogled with» 
t&e EngUJb without the leaft Difiruft. 

They go quite naked, except a Skii» (^ fome- 
Ajaimaly which they throw over their Shoulders 
n»hea they fie inithe ppea Air. Tkey knit upt 
their Hair, whicli is very long, with a Roll of^ 
Oftrich Featlier^ and iifually cairy their Arrows, 
wrapped up in it, that they may »ot encumber 
diem, du^y being made with Reeds, headed witb^ 
Flint, and therefore not heavy. Their Bows are 
about an £11 long.

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7'hey had no Canoes like the other In£ans^ 
nor any Method of croiTing the Water, which 
was probably the Reafon why the Birds tn the ad- 
jacent IflatKis were fo taEne, tiiat they might be 
taken .winh the Hand, having never been before 
frighted or mokfted . The great-Plenty of "Fowls 
and Seals, which crowded the Shallows in fiich 
Numbers, that they killed at their firll: Arrival two 
Hundred of tbetn in m Hour, contributed much 
to the Refi%(htnem oi xY» Englijh^ who named 
ttie Ptoce SfoJ^Bof from that Animal. 
.. Thefe Seali^ feem to be the chief Food of the 
Natives ; for the Englijb often found raw Pieces 
of their FIe(h half>eateny and kft, as they fup- 
|K>red, after a full Meal by n\^^Imtim5^ whom 
they never knew to make, ufe of Fire^cor any 
Art, in.drefliiag or preparing tl^ir VdfiUail.. . . 
. Nor were their other CuAottfe Icfs iwild or> im«- 
coisth, than. their Way of feediiig ^ :one of ^hens 
having received a . Gap off the Geoocal'^ Head, 
and being extrenDelypIcafod as. well with the Ho- 
fiour afiihe.Gift,. to expiefe his Gratitude, and 
confirnoothe AUiancb bsrvtreea thcni, retired to a 
Uttlc £)liftanl^» aod timiftiz^ an: Arrow into his 
Leg, let the Blood run upon the Ground, tefti- 
fying, as it is probable, that he valued Brokers 
Friendfliip above Life. . 

Ha ving.fiayed fiftten Days among thefe friendly 
Savages, in 47 Deg. 30 Min. S« Latitude, on 
June 2» they iet fail towards the Smth Sctiy and 
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fix Days afterwards ftopped' at another little Bay 
%o bceak up. the Chriftaphir* Then pafiing on^ 
they caft Anchor. in another Bay, not more that! 
ao Leagues diftant from the Straits of Magtikn. 
- It was now Time feriouQy to deliberate in 
nh2t Manner they (hould z& with regard to the 
P^tuguife fxlzt^ which having been feparated 
from them By the Storm, had not yet rejoined 
them. To return in fearch of it was fufficiently 
mortifying; to proceed without it, wa^ not only 
to deprive themiUves of a confiderable Part of 
their Force, but to oxpofe their Friends and Com- 
panions, whom common Hardfliips and Dangers 
had endeared to them, to certain Death or Cap« 
tivity. This Confideration prevailed, and there- 
fore on the i8th, after Prayers to God, with 
^hich Drake never forgot to begin an Enterprize^ 
he put to Sea, and the next Day, nezr Pcrtyu- 
iiavy difcovered their Ailbciates, whofe Ship ^as 
now grown leaky, having fuffered much, both in 
the firft Storm by which they were difperfed, and 
afterwards in fruitiefs Attempts to regain the Fleets 
Drake J therefore, being defirous to relieve their 
Fatigues, entei ed Port Julian ; and as it was his 
Cuftom always to attend in Perfon, when any 
important Bufinefs wUsin Hand, went aihore with 
fome of the chief of his Company, to feek for 
Water, where he was immediately accofted by 
two Natives, of whom Magellan .left a very ter- 
rible Accotint^ hayii^ defcribed them as a Na- 
tion 
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lioQ of Gkuits and Moofleris ; nor is bu Narra^ 
^vc entirely without Fouodatiody for they are of 
the largeft Size, though not taller than feme Eng^ 
Uflkmin \ their Strength 18 , proportioned to their 
Bm1](:,. and their- Voioe loii<f, hdfteroiis, and ter- 
sifale. W hat -weiae their Manners before the Ar- 
rival of the Spaniards^ it is not polfible to difcover ;. 
bat the Slaughter made of tlieir Coumrymen, 
perhaps witliout any Provocatieoi, > by theie crud' 
Intruders, an^ the gencnd Maflacxe with which* 
that Ptrt of the World is^epopulated, haveraifed- 
in them a Surpicioox>f all Strangers, and by Con?' 
fequeoce >made them ihiboijpitabl^. treapherous,, 
and bloody. 

:Tbe two f/ho aflaciated them&IvBS ^with the 
Bngltjh^ appeared much phaijcd Hivitb their new- 
pueOs,fjreceiv.€d willkigly what was given theai,, 
and very exadly obfa:7ved ewry thing that pafled,. 
feetning more particularly^ delighted with feeing^ 
QUvfTy the Mafler Gunner^ ihoot an Engii^.^ 
Arrow, they (hot themieives likewife^ in £mula« 
tion,>ut their A^rrows always fell to the Ground^ 
feribortof his* 

Soon After this friendly ConteA came another,, 
who obferving theFamiliarityof bis Countrymeni 
with tl)e Strangers, appeared muchdifpleafed, and^ 
as the Englijbmen perceived, endeavoured to di(^ 
jhade them from fuch. aii Interoourfe. WhatEf*^ 
fe<^ his Arguments had^. was foon aft^ apparent ;. 
fbt another 0!L Draht'^ Companions^, being de*

tbre open his Belly, and forced him to fuch terri- 
ble Outcries, that the Indians^ though their Num- 
bers incrcafed, and many of their Countrymen 
(bowed themfefves from different Parts of the ad- 
joining Wood, were too much terrified to renew 
the Aflault, and fuffered Z>r^7>f^, without Molefta- 
tion, to withdraw his wounded Friend, vfho be- 
ing hurt in his Lungs, languHhed two Days, ahd 
then dying, was interred with his Companion, 
with tbeuftial Cei^monyof a military Funeral. * 

They flayed hcic two Months afterwards, with- 
out receiving any other Injuries from the Na- 
titcs; whO| finding the Danger to which thisy ex- 
posed thi?nflfelves by open Ho(tilities, and not 
bemg able any more to forprize the Vigilance of 
Drak$^ preferred their" Safety to Rcrenge. 

But Drake had other Enemies to conquer or 
efcape, far more formidable than thofe Barba- 
rians; -and infidiotts Pradtices to obviate, more 
artful and dangerous th^n-the Ambuflies of the 
Indians ; for in this Place was laid open a Defign, 
fbrmed by oneof the Gentlemen of the Fleet, not 
only to defeat the Voyage, but to murder the 
General. 

This Transaction is related in fo obfcure and 
confufed a Manner^ that it is difficult to form any 
Judgment upon \x. The Writer who gives the 
largeft Account of it has fupprefled the Name of 

th© 
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the Criminal, which we learn from si more;rue«< 
cinSi Narrative publiftied in a <^e^40n of Tra.-, 
vels, near, that Timei to have tiecm 7%«m^i 
Doughtie. What were his< Inducements (o at- 
tempt the Deflrudion of his Leader, and the Ruin 
of the Expedition ; or what were his Views, if 
his Defigns had fucceeded ; what Mearfures he had 
hitherto taken, whom he had eodeavoured to cor-, 
ruptg with what Arts, or what Succefs, we are 
no where told. , 

The Plot, as the Narratiiw afiures us, was laid 
before their .Departure from England j and difco-*. 
vered,. in i(s whole Extent, to Drake himfelf, in 
his Garden at PlymoMh^ who neverthelefe not only 
entertained the Perfim fo accufed as one of bit 
Company, but, as this Writer-very ^rtiomlafly 
relates, treated him with remarkable fCmdneft 
and Regard, fetting him always at his own Ta- 
ble, and lodging him in the fame Cabbin with 
himfeif. Nor did he ever difcover the leaft Sufpi^ 
cion of his Intentbns, till they arrived at this 
Place, but appeared, by the Authority with whi^h 
be invefted him, toconfiderhim as one to whom^ 
in his Abfence, be could mod fecurely intruft the 
Dire£Uon of his Affairs. At length, in thttf re^ 
mote Comer of the World, he found out a De- 
fign formed againft his Life, called together all 
his Officers, laid before them the Evidence oa 
which he grounded the Accu&tion, . and fam*f 
moned the Criminal, who, full x>f all the Hcnrors 

of 
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of Goitr^ and confounded it fo clear a Deteftios 
of his whole Schenfi^, immediately confefled hi» 
Crimes, and' acknowledged himfeJf unworthy of 
longer Life ; upon which the whole Afiembly, 
eonfflling of thirty Peribns, after having conCkiered 
the Aftir with the Attention which It required, 
amd heard all that could be ufged in Extenuation 
of his Oflfence, unanimoufly figned the Sentence 
by which he was condemned to fuffer Death, 
Draki^ however, unwilling, as it feetned, to pro^ 
eeed to extretse Severities, ol^<;red htm his Choice^ 
either of being executed on the Ifland, or fet a- 
ftove on the Main Land, or being fent to England 
to be tried before the Courkil; of which, after a 
Day*s CoiifideratioR^ fae chofetbe firft, alkdging 
the IiAprobabtfity of perfisadii^ any to leave the 
£xpeM4on for the Sake<^ftaft^rdng aCriminal 
to Eftgbmd, and tlie Danger pf bis future Stafte 
among Savages and Infidels: H)$ Choice, I be- 
fieve, few will approve^: To be fet aAiore on the 
Main Land, was iiideevt only to be executed id » 
dMerent Manner ; for firhat M^rcy could be ex- 
peAedfrom the Natives, fo incenfed, but the 
mod «ruel and lingering J>eat& I But why he 
fitoutd not rattier have requefted to be fent to 
EngJmdi it is tM, fo eai^'to conceive.

Time, for having fpent three Days in fupplying

where they beb^d the Extremities of the Anuria 

. cmi Coaftf.aod the ConflueiKre of the Atlantic 

..and Southern Oce^. 

Here they arrived on the 28th of O^ober^ and 
at bift were blelied with the Sight of a calm Sea, 
having for almoft two Months endured fuch a 
Storm as no XniveUer.has given an Account of; 
and fuch as in. that Part of the World, though 

"^ accuftoined to Hurricanes, they were before unac- 

; quainted with. ; On

On the 30th oi O^ober they fleered away to- 
wards the Place appointed for the Rendezvous of 
the Fleet, which was in 30 Degrees, and on the 
next Day difcovered two Iflands^ fo well ftockied 
with Fowls, that they vi<EluaIled their Ships with 
them, and then iailed forwards along the Coaft 
of Peru^ till they came to 37 Degrees, where 
finding neither their Ships, nor any convenient 
Port, they came to Anchor, November the 25th, 
at Mucho^ an IHand inhabited by fuch Indians as 
the Cruelty of th^ir Spanifl) Conquerors had drjv^ 
from the Continent, to whom they applied for 
Water and Provifions, offering them in return 
fuch Things as they imagined moft likely to pleafc 
them. Tht Indians {ttmtd willing to traffic, 
and having prefented them with Fruits, and two 
fet Sheep, they (hewed them a Place whither 
they (hould comfe for Water, 

The next Morning, according to Agreement, 
the EngUJh landed with their Water- Veflcis, and 
font two Men forward towards the Place appoint- 
ed, who, about the Middle ^f the Way, were fud- 
denly attacked by the Indians^ and immediately 
ilain. Nor were the reft of the Company out of 
Danger ; for behind the Rocks was lodged an 
Ambufli of five hundred Men, who, ftartirig up 
irom their Retreat, difcharged their Arrows into 
the Boat, with fuch pexterity, that every one of 
the Crew was wqunded by them, the Sea being 
then high, and hindering them from either re- 

M 2 tiring. 
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tiring, or making Ufe of tfirfr Weapons. Drah 
hiinfelf rcccivfed an Arrow under his Eye, which 
pierced him almoft to the Brain, and another in 
Ills Head. The Danger of thefc Wounds was 
'much increafed by the Abterice of their Surgeon, 
who was in the Vice- Admiral, fo that they had 
none t6 affift them biit a Boy, whofe Age did not 
admit of much Experience or Skill j yet fo much 
'were they favoured by Providence, that they all 
recovered. 

No Reafon could l)e ^ffighed for which the //»- 
iians (hould aftack them with fo furious a Sphit 

* of Malignity, butthat they miftook them for Spa* 
niardsy whofe Cruelties might very reafbnably in- 
cite them to Revenge, whom they had driven, by 
inceflant Perfecution, from their Country, waft- 
ing immenfc' Tracks of Land, by Maflacrc and 
Devaftation. 

! On the Afternoon of the fame Day they fet 
^ fell, and on the 3bth of November dropped An- 
chor in Philips Bayy where their Boat, having 
, been fent out to di(<fover the Country^ refumfed 
with an Indian in his Canoe, vvhoiti they had in- 

* tercepted. He was of a graceful Statute, dreflcd 
in a white 'Coat or 'Gown, reaching almbft to his 
Knees, very miW, humble,* ahcf docile, fuch "as 
perhaps were. all' the Indians^ till' the Sp^yiiatds 
taught them Revenge, Treachery, and Cluelty, 

This Indian^ having been kindly treated, ^as 
difmiiTed with Prelents, and informed, t% far as

When he wa$ afhore, he direded them to wait 
till his Return, and m«etiog foniQ of his Country*^ 
men^gave them fuch an Accjoynt.of his Re^iep^i* 
lion, that, v(itUn a few Hours, fevcral of then^ 
vepaired with him to tlve Boat; with Fowls^ ^jSEN 
and a H^gyRnd wij^ t^i^ ofieof their Captains^ 
who. wiUingty^camQ ia^ tb^ Boat, a^d defipcd t% 
te conveyed biy. the Engtifi ta thf^ $hip» 

By thia Mat^ Lir^A^ was- informed,; tlipt nq 
Siipplie9 wer^ to bc^^f^ed here^ but tbatibut^ 
ynnd, in aP]a<Q tQ whi^^ihet peered, to- be hirPif 
bt^ tbcoc; w^ J grei^ Plenty.; This. Pr<>pqjbt v)^| 
accepted, ai)d on the 5th of Dtcpnbery upder tbf 
i>tfe(£Uot) 6£ Ihe gCMod-natur ed Indufn^ th^y came 
to Anchor id the Har-bour called hfX\xt$fmm^Ji

Having fpent three Pays. i» ftoring their Sb/pf 
vritb all Kinds of Prpvifioa in ijhci utmoft Plenty, 
they dtpartcd, and landed their indiap FU^t w^erf 

Mj ' they 
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Aey firft received him^ after having rewarded htm 
Aiuch above his Expedatipns or Defires. 

They had now Jittle other Anxiety than for 
their Friends who had been feparated from them, 
i and whom they now determined to (dtk % but 
confidering that by entering every Creek and Har-* 
bour with their Ship, they expofed themfelves to 
unneceflary Dang;ers, and that their Boat would 
not contain fuch a Number as might defend them- 
Sdvts againft the Spamardsj they determin/ed to 
ftation their Ship at feme Place, where they might, 
commodi^ufly build a Pinnace, which being of 
Bght Burthen, might eafily fail where the Ship was 
in Danger of being ftranded,and at the fame Time 
might carry a Sufficient Force to refift the Enemy, 
and afford better Accommodation than could be 
expeded in the Boat. 

To this End, on the i^th of Diamhir they 
entered a Bay near Cippe, a Town inhabited by 
Spaniards^ ^ho difcovering them, immediately 
ifliied put, to the Number of an hundred Horfe-* 
men, with about two hundred naked Indians ran^ 
ning by their Sides. The Englijh obferving their 
Approach, retired to their Boat, without any Lofa 
except of one Man, whom no Perfuafions or En-' 
treaties could move to retire with the reft, and 
who, therefore, was (hot by the Spaniards^ who, 
exuhing iat the Vt6h>ry, commanded the Indiatis 
to draw the dead Carcafefrom the Rock on which 
he feH, and, in the Sight of the Er^Hj^y beheaded 

it. 
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Sr, then cm off the Right Randv and tore out the 
Heart, which tbey^ carried away, having firft com-^ 
ttiandedl the UnUans to (hoot their Arrows all over 
the Body. The Arrows of the Indians were 
made of greetv Wood, for the immediate Service 
of the Day ; the Spaniards^ with the Fear tlkat al- 
ways harrai}es Qppreilbrs, forbidding them to 
have any Weapons, when they do not want their 
prefent affiftance. 

r Leaving thi)s Place, they fbbn found a Harbour 
more fecure and convenient", where they built ' 
their Pinnace, in which Drbke went to feek hl»' 
Companions, but finding >the Wind Contrary, hr* 
was obliged to return in two Days. 

Leaving this Place fdon after, they failed along' 
theCoaftinfeircboffrelb Water, and landings 
at Turapaca^ they found r Spaniard aQtep^ with^^ 
Silver^Bars lying by him to the Value of three 
thouiand Dueats; not aUi the Iniufts whicb they 
had received from his Countrymen could provote 
them to offer any Violence to his Perfon, and^ 
therefore they carried away his Treafufe, without 
doing him any farther tfarmr. 

Landing in another Place, they ^nd > Spa^' 
niof'd drbfrng/ eight P^wian Sheep) which afe' 
tfie Beafis of Burthen in that Country, each Haden^ 
with an. hundred Pounds Weight of Silver^ iN4iich» 
they feised likewife, and drove totheir Boats. 

Further along the Coaft lay fbme hdian Towns^. 
fiom ^riiuchtbe Inhabitants repaired to llieSIn}»»

which fevehteen were eqiiipped for their Voyage^ 
and many of thorn were, isprefented in the Natv 
rative as Vc^eb of eonfiderable Force; fo thai 
their Security feein* to. have ciMififled not m their 
Strength^ but ia their Reputation, which had h 
imimidated the Sponktrds^ that the Sight of their 
own Superiority could not roufe them tq Oppofir 
tion. ImftaiKes gf fuch panic Terrors are to be 
met with iti other Relations ; but. as they are, for 
^h& mod Fart, . quickly chffipated by Reafon an4 
RefleiSiionv a wtiie Conoimaiid^r will rarely found 
his Hopes of Succefs on them ; and, perhaps, o« 
this Occaiion, the Spaniardi fcarcety deCerve a 
ftverer Cenfure for their Cowardice, than Drak^ 
for his Tetnerity . 

In one of theft Ships they &und fifteen hulv 
dred Bars of Silver, in anotlier aChefl^of Money* 
and very rich Lading in many of the reft, of 
which the Spaniards tamely iuffered them to carry 
the mod valuable Pact away, and would havf 
permitted them no lefi peaceably to burn tlieir 
Ships ; but Drake nei»r made' War with a Spirit 
of Cruelty or Revenge, or carried Hbftilitiea far- 
ther than was nect i&ry for his own Advantage of 

Defence. ,../.. * .... 1 

M 5 .They 
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They fct foil the next Morning towards Pa^ 
nanuif In queft of the Caca Fuego, a very rich 
Ship, which had failed fourteen Days before,. 
Isbiind thither fi^om Uma^ which they overtook 
en the firft of MdrA^ near Capi Franafco^ and^ 
boardii^ it, found not only a Quaottty of Jew- 
els, and twdve Chefts of Ryak of Plate, but 80 
Pounds Weight of Gold, and twenty-fix Tons of 
uncoined Silver, with Pieces of wrought Plate, to 
a great Value. In unhdii^ this Prize they fpent 
fix Days, and then difoufiing the Spaniards^ flood 
oiFto^ea. 

Being now fuf&ciently enriched,' and having; 
loft all Hopes of finding their AiTociateSyand per- 
haps beginning to be infeded widi that Deiire of 
£afe and Pleafure, which is the natyral Cpnfe^ 
quence of Wealth obtained by Dangers and Fa« 
tigues, th^ began to confult about their Return 
home ;: and, in purfuance of: Drakes Advice,, re- 
folved firft to find out fome convenient Haibour^ 
where they might fupply themfelves with Wood 
and Water, and then endpayour to difcover a 
Padage from the Soutb Sea into the AtlanUcQceim ^ 
a Difcovery which would not only enable then^ 
to return home with Jefs Danger, and in a &ortev 
T4me, but would much &cilitate the Nayigatioa 
in thofe Parts of ^e World. 

For this Purpole^ they had Recourfe to< a Port 
in the Ifland of Cainu^ where they met with 
Fiih>'Wood^ and fircflx Water, and. in their 

.Courfc: 
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Courfe took a Ship laden with SUk and Linen,, 
which was the laft that they met with on ihi^ 
Coaft. 

But being defirotts of ftoring tfaemfelves for » 
long Courfe^ they touched^ jfpril the I5th9 at 
Guatulcoy a Spanijh Ifland^ where they fupplied 
tfaemfelves with Pcovifions,.and fdzed a BuOieL 
of Ryals of Silver^ 

From G2^i7/iii^a, which lies in I5l>eg. 4o>Min«. 
they ftood out to Sea, and, without approaching, 
any Land^ failed forward, till on the Night ' foU 
lowing, the 3d of Jun^^ being then in the Lat. o£ 
38 Deg. they were fuddenly benumbed with fuch 
eold Blafts, tItAt they were fcarcely able to handle* 
the Ropes. This Cold inereafed upon them, as. 
they proceeded, to fuch a Degree, that the Sailors 
were difcouragedfrom mounting upon the Deck |, 
nor were the £ffe£b of theX^limate to be imputed 
to the Warmth of the Regions to which they had 
been lately accuftomed, for the Ropes were ftifF 
with Froft, and the Meat could fcarcely be con** 
veyed warm to the Table. 

On June 17, they came to Anchor in 38 Deg. 
30. Min% where they law the Land naked, and 
the' Trees, without Leaves, and in a (hort Time 
had Opportunities, of obferving, that the Natives 
of that Country were not lefs fenfible of the Cold 
than themfelves ; for the next Day came a Maa 
sowing in his Canoe towards the Ship, and at a 
XMance from it made a long Oration, with very 
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dftrtorilibisiry Gefticulaltiofi^, and great Appear* 
anee of Vehemence, and a little Time afterwards 
made a fecond Vtiit in the fame Manner ^ and' 
tkehraiftirnHlg athirdTime^ he prefented tten, 
after- hU Harangue wa^ finidied, with a Kihd of 
(h^^n' of Miidc Featber^, &ch as their Kings 
v^ear upon their Heads, and a Baftet of Ruflses* 
filled with a particular Herb, both which he iaf*> 
tened to a Ihort Stick, and threw into the Boat ; 
nor ceold he he prevaited upon to .rec^^ire any 
thing in itetum, though puAted towards hiaa upon 
^ Board ^ only he took up a Hat which was flung 
into the Water. 

Three Days afterwards, their Ship having re- 
ceived fome Damage at' Sea, was brought nearer 
to Land that the Lading might be ralcen out. In^ 
order to which the Englifiy who had now learned 
not tod negligently to commit their Lives to the 
Mercy of Savage Nations, raifed a Kind of For- 
tification with Stones, and built then- Tem» 
within it. All this was not beheld by the Inha- 
bitants without the utmoft Aftoniftment, which 
incited them to come down m Crowds to the 
Coaft, with no other View, as it appeared, than 
to worflbip the new* Divinities that had conde- 
fcended to touch upon their Country. 

Drake was far from countenancing their Errors, 
or taking Advantage of their Weaknefs, to injure 
or moleft them ; and therefore, having direAed 
them to lay afide their Bows and Arrows, he pre- 
fented

ftiU perfiftodio) their .firfl: Notions^ afvd were. pay- 
ing theai their kind of mBlanchofy Adoration. 

Two Days afterwards they perceided tbe Ap^ 
proach of a far more numerous Company, who' 
flopped at the Top of a Hill whid% on^erlookedr 
the Engtijh Settlement, while an^ of tbefn mad4 
a long Oiraftion, at the End of wiudi ail tlie Af« 
fecnbiy bowed their Bodies, and' pronounced the ^ 
Syllable Oh^ with a folerait Tone^ as by Way of 
Confirmation. of what had been faid by theOraT 
^or. Then the Meri» laying dosw ihf?ir Bawa^- 
and leaving the Women and Children on the Top 
of the Hill, came down towards the T^nts, and 
f^med tranfported in the higheft Degvee at the 
Kindneis of the General, who received their 
Gifts, and admitted them to his Prefence. The 
Women, at a Diftance, appeared feized with a* 
Kind of Frensy, fuch as that of Old among the 
Pagans infome of their religious Ceren(U)nie$, and 
in Honour, as it feemed, of their GueAs tdrd 
their Cheeks and Bofoms with their Nails, and 
thtew theinMves upon the Stones with their ha*i 
led Bodies, tilt they were covered with Blood. 

Thefe cruel Eites, and miftaken Honours, 
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were by no Means agreeable to Draie^ whofe pre^ 
dominant Sentiments- were Notions. oC Piety ;: 
and, therefore, nottamake that criminal in* him.- 
.felfby his Concurrence, which^ perhaps. Igno- 
rance might make guildefs in them, he ordered 
his whole Company lo fall upoatheir Knees, and- 
with thdr Eyes lifted upto Efeaven, that the Sa* 
vages might obferve that their Wor(hip was ad-^ 
drefled to a Being redding there. They ali joined 
in praying, that this harmlefs and deluded Peopler 
might b^ brought to the. Knowledge of the true 
Religion, and the DoArines of our Uefled Sa- 
viour ; after which they fimg Pfiilois, a Perform- 
ance fo, pleaiing to theic wild Audience, that in^ 
all their Vifits they generally firft accofled them, 
with a Requeft that they would fing.. They thenr 
returned all the Prcients.which.they had received,, 
and retired^ 

Three Days after this^ on June 25, 'ST9> ^^^ 
General received- two Emba&dors from the Hioh,, 
or King of the Country, who, intending to vifit 
the Camp, required that fome Tolceo might be 
fent him of Friendfhip.and Peace : This Requeft 
was readily complied with, and foon after came the 
King, attended by a Guard of about an hundred 
tall Men, and preceded by an Officer of State,, 
who carried a Scepter made of black Wood, a- 
domed with Chains of a kind of Bone or Horn, 
which are Marks of the highefl Honour among 
them,, and having two Crowns,, made as before,. 

witbt 
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with' Feathers faftened to it, with »Bag of the 
iame H^b which^ was pirefetued to Drake at hit- 
firft AmvaL. * 

Behind him»wa8 the King bimfelfr dsefled in ^ 
Coat of .Coney-(kins^. with a* Cawl woven with 
Feathers upon his Head^ an Ocnament fo much 
in EAimatioa there, that none but the Domeftics 
of the King are allowed to we^ir k ; his Attend- 
ants followed him, adorned . nearlvy in the fame 
Manner; and after theo^ came the common. 
People, with Bafkets plaited fo artificially, that 
they held Water, ia which, by way of Sacrifice^ 
they brought Roots and Fi(h. 

Drakey not lulled intO: Security, ranged K\^ 
Men in Order of .Battle,, and waited their Ap*^ 
proachy who coming nearer,, (lood. Ai!l while the 
Scepter-bearer made an Oration, at the Conclu-^ 
fion of which they agaiacame forward to the Foot 
of the Hill, and then the Scepter- bearer began a; 
Song, which he accompanied with a Dance, ia 
both which« the Men joined^ but the Wdmea 
danced withoul finging^ 

Dr^Ti^,. now diftruAing them no longer, admit* 
ted them into his Fortification, where they con>- 
tinued their Song and Dance a (hort Time, and 
then both the King, and (bme others of the Com- 
pany, made long Harangues, in which it appear- 
'ed, by the reft of their Behaviour, that they en- 
treated him to accept of their Country, and to 
take the Govermnent of it into his owa Hands ]^ 

for 
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for the King, with the apparent Concurrence of 
the redy placed the Crown upon his Head, graced 
him with the Chains, and other Signs of Autho-^^ 
rity, and faluted him by the Title of HUb. 

The Kingdom^ thus offered, though of no far- 
ther Value to him than as it furniflied him with 
prefent Neceflaries, Drake thought it not prudent 
to refufc, and therefore took Pofleflion of it in the 
Name of Queen Elhiabetby not without ardent 
Wtfhes that this Acquifition might be of Ufe to 
his native Country, and that fo mild and inno- 
cent a People might be united to the Church of 
ChriJ. 

The Kingdom being thus configned,. and the 
grand Affair at an End, the common People left 
their King and his Domefticks with Drake^ and 
difperfed themfeives over the Camp, and when 
they faw any one that pleafed them by his Ap- 
pearance more than the reft, they tore their FleO), 
and vented their Outcries as before,. in Token of 
Reverence and Admiration. 

They then proceeded to (hew them their 
Wounds and Difeafes, in hopes of a miraculous 
and inftantaneous Cure, to which i\\tEngli/h^ to 
benefit and undeceive them at the fame Time, ap- 
plied fuch Remedies as they ufed on the like Oc- 
cafions. 
. They were now grown confident and familiar, 
and came down to the Camp every Day, repeat- 
ing tlieir Ceremonies and Sacrifices, till they were 

more 
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more fully informed how difagrecable they were 
to thofe whofe Favour they were fo ftudious of. 
obtaining : They then vifited them with jutt Ado- 
ration, indeed, but with a Curiofity fo ardent, 
that it left theun no Leifure to provide the Ne- 
ceiTarLes of Life, with which the^ Englijh were 
th^efore obliged to fupply thenri. 

They had then fufficient Opportunity to remark; 
the Cuftorm and Diipofitionsr q£ tbeienew* Aiiies,, . 
whom they found traAa^hle and benevolent, ftrong 
of Body, UP beyond x\iA^EngliJh^ yet tiafiiriWbed 
with.- Weapons,, eitl^fbr hS^^^ or Defimoe,' 
their Bows, being, too weak foe any thing but 
S{Kut. Their Dexteri^ in taken Fiflv was fvch, 
that if they Ciw tb^vi fo nesv (h^ Shore that the]^. 
CQpJd come to tb^nn without fwttnmiog^ th^ nfin- 
vec oii^ec) thonu - f 
' The iame Curioijty i[hat bad thought thea^ v^ 
fiicb Crouds to.tbc Sbi^r^, now induced JDr^i^^,, 
and fome: of bis Cpnup^ay^la travel up into the^ 
Country, wbich they fovnck,. at Come Diftancc^f 
fri>m the CosUl, v^ry- ftuitfui^ filled with large 
P^HVf.^^nd »bouiid^ag> witb a pacuUar Kind of- 
Qotiieft, faM]Ier'lb^ano^cs, wi^h Tails Hk^ that of. 
a.]lat^ ^d Payrs^ittch as thofe of a Mol^ ^ they 
hayeBs^sundei" their C^in, io which they carry. 
IVovifioiVsto their Young. 

The Houfes o^thfsIobabitaiHs are round Holes^ 
dug in * the QrQMnd^ ffom the j^rink. of which 
tbey rw£>Il;tfie^i oi;,I^s>.Aieiviog tow»r<di^thQ 

Middle, 
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Middle, where they all meet, and are crampecf 
together; they lie upon Rufhes, with the Fire 
in the midft, and let the Siiioak fly out at the 
Door. 

The Men are generally naked, biit the Wo- 
men make a Kind of a Petticoat of Bul-rufhes^ 
which they comb like Hemp, and throw the Skir^ 
of a Deer over their Shoulders^ They are very 
Diodeft, tradable, and obedient to their Hufbands.. 

Such is the Condition of this People; and not 
very dtfitrem is, perhaps, the State of the greateft 
Part of Mankinds Whether more enlightened- 
Nations ought to- look upon them with Pity, a$< 
lefs happy thaa themfelves, fome Sceptics have* 
made^ very unneceflariry, a Difficulty of deter- 
mining. More, they fay^ is loft by the Perplexi- 
ties than gained by the InftruAions of Science ;- 
v^c ctilarge oui! Vices' with our Knowledge, andi 
multiply our Want» with; our Attainments ;. and 
the Happinefs of Life is- better fecuTed,by the Ig- 
Hforanceof Vicethanby the Knowledge of Virtue; 

The Fallacy by which fuch Reafoners have im- 
pofed upon thetofelVes, feems to aiifc from, the 
Comparifon which they inake^ not between two- 
Men<equally inclined to apply theMeans of Hap- 
pinefs io their Powm^ to-the End for which Pro- 
vidence conferred them, but furnifticd in unequal 
^Proportions with the Mean^ of Happinefs, which< 
is the true State of favage and poli(hed Nations ; 
but between two Men, of which be to' whom* 

Pros* 
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Providence has been moft bountiful, ^eftroys the 
fileflings by Negligence, or obftinate Mifufe; 
while the other, fteady, diligent, and virtuous, 
employs his Abilities and Conveniencies to their 
proper End. The Queftion is not, whether a 
gpod Indian^ or bad Engltjhman^ be moft happy, 
but which State is moft delirable, fuppofing Virtue 
and Reafon the f^me in both. 

Nor is this the only Miftake which is generally 
admitted in this Conti;overfy ; for tbefe Reafotiera 
frequently confound Innocence with the mere In- 
capacity of Guilt. He that never faw, or heard, 
or thought of ftrong Liquors, cannot be propofed 
as a Pattern of SobHety. 

This Land was named, by Draie, Albkny from 
its white Clifis, in which it bore fome R^epib- 
lance to his native Country ; and the whole 
Hiftory of the Refignation of it to the Engajby 
was engraven on a Piece of Brafs^ then nailed on 
a Poft, and fixed up before their Departure, whicb 
being oow difcovered by the People to be near at 
Hand, they could not forbear perpetual Laaicnta^ 
tions. When thie Englifiy on the 23d of Jufy^ 
weighed Anchor, they faw them clknbing to thet 
Tops of Hills, that they might keep them in 
Sight, and obferved Fires lighted up in many Partft 
of the Country y on which, as tbey fuppoftd, S16N1 
crific6$ were^offered. 

Near this Harbour they touched at fom^lilands^ 
where they found ^great Numbers of Seals,, anil 
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defpairing now to find any Paffage through the 
northern Parts, he, after a general Confukariv^n, 
determined to fteer away to the Moluccas^ and fet- 
Hng fail July 25th, he failed fixty-eight Days 
without Sight of Land ; and on September 30th » 
arrived within View of fome Iflands, fituate about 
«ight Degrees northward from the Line* from, 
whence the Inhabitants reforted to them* in Car- 
noes, hdloK^d ovx of the folid Trunk of a Tree, 
and raifedatboth Ends fo high above the Water, 
tbat they ftemed almoft- a Sei!Ei:idrcIe^ tfaey weret 
(Aamiflied in fucb a Manner, thai they (hone like 
£bony, and were kept ikady by aPiejee of Tiov* 
ber fixed on each Side of them, wlthftroogC^r^s, 
ti»t wer^ failmed at ett^Endto the Boat, and at 
the other to the End of the Timbier. 

The fifft Coflipany that came bisoiight Fntks, 
Potatoes, and other Things of 00 great Y alue, 
with an Appearance of Traffic, and exchanged 
Aeur Lading for other Commodities, with great 
Show of HooeHy and Friondfhip; but hawigs, as 
tteytaiiagined, laid all Suipicionafleep, thcyfoon 
iJBnt an<^)cr Fleet of Canoes, of which the Crews 
bchaiyed whh aJi the Infolence of Tyrants, and aU 
die Rapacity* of Thieves ; for whatever was fuf- 
fierrd to come into their Hands, they feemed to 
eonfider as their own, and would neither pay for 
it nor reftore it ; and at length, findiag-the JSng^ 
J^ refolved to adinitthem no longel-,'tliey cfif- 
charged a Shower of Stones from their Boats \ 
•-: ' which 
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"Which Infult, Dr^f prudently andgeheroiifly rc- 
turilcd, by ordering a Piece of Ordnance to be 
fired without hurting them; at which they were 
fo terrified, that they leaped into the Water, and 
hidthemfelves under the Canoes. 

Having for feme Titnc feullktic Wind, thty 
did not arrive at thie MduiCat till the 3d of Ks- 
vember^ and then defigniDg to touch ar Ttthrij 
they were vi'fited, as they failed by a little liland, 
belonging to the King of Temate^ by* the Vice- 
roy of the Pkce, who informed them, that it 
would be more advantageous for them to have 
recourfc to his Mafter for Supplies and Affiftance, 
th.n to the King of Ttrnate^ who was in fotne 
Degree dependent on the Portuguefe^ and that he 
would himfelf carry the News (rf their Arrival, 
and prepare 'their Reception. 

Drake yifz^ by the Af'gument* of ihe Viceroy, 
prevailed upon to alter his Refolution, and on 
November 5, caft Anchor before Terrmte. ' Scarce 
was he arrived, hefore the Viceroy, with others 
tjf the chief Nobles, cameout in three large Boats, 
rowed by forty Menisn each Side, to condoft the 
Ship into a -fafe'Hafbour ; and foon aftcr^he King 
himfelf, having received a Velvet Cloak, by a 
^Meftefiger from Drake^ as a Token of Peace, 
came with'fuch a Retintie, and Dignity of Ap- 
pearance, as' was not expefied in thofe remote 
Parts of the World. He was received withDif- 
chargcs of Cannon, anil jevery kind of Mufick, 

with 
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with which he was fo much delighted, that de- 
firing the Muficians to come down into the Boat, 
he was towed along in it to the Stern of the Ship. 

The King was of a graceful Stature, and regal 
Carriage ; of a mild Afpe6t, and low Voice ; his 
' Attendants were dreiled in white Cotton or Cali- 
coe, of whom fome, whofe Age gave them a ve* 
nerabit Appearance, feemed his Counfellors, and 
the reft Officers or Nobles ^ his Guards were not 
ignorant of Fire- Arms, but had not many among 
them, being equipped for the moft Part with Bows 
and Darts. 

The King, having fpent fomc Time in admir- 
ing the Multitude of new Obje£l$ th-at prefented 
themfelves, retired as foon as the Ship was brought 
, to Anchor, and promifed to return on the Day 
following; and, in the mean Time,* the Inhabi- 
tants having leave to traffic, brought down Pro- 
vifions in great Abundance. 

At the Time when the King was expelled, his 
£rother came aboard, to requeft of Drake that 
he would come to the Caftle, propofing to Aay 
himfelf as a Hoftage for his Return; Drake re- 
fufed to go, but fent fome Qentlemen, detainirig 
the King's Brother in the mean Time. 

Thefe Gentlemen were received by another of 

. the King's Brothers, who conduced them to the 

Council- houfe near the Caftle, in which they 

were direfted to walk ; there they found thrce- 

. fcore old Men, Privy Counfellors to the King, 

and 
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'and on jeach Side of the Doof without. ftood four 
' old Men of foreign Countries, who ferved as In- 
terpreters in Commerce. 

. In a (hort Time the King came from the Caftle, 
drefled in Cloth of Gold, with his Hair woven 
hito Gold Rings^a Chain of Gold upon his Neck, 
and on his I)ands Rings very artificially fet with 
Diamonds and Jewels of great Value ; over his 
Head was borne a rich Canopy, and by his Ch^^ir 
of State, on which he fat down when he had t n- 
tered the Houfe, flood a Page with a Fan 'fet 
with Sapphires, to moderate the Excefs of the 
Heat. ^ Here he received the Compliments of the 
Mnglijh^ and then honourably difmifled them. 

The Caftle, which they had fome Opportunity 
of obferving, feemed of no great Force j it was 
built by the Portuguefej who, attempting to reduce 
this Kingdom into abfolute Subje6tion^ murdered 
the ICing, and intended to purfue their Scheme, 
by the Dcftrudion of all his Sons ; but the gene- 
ral Abhorrence, which Cruelty and Perfidy natu- 
. rally excites, armed all the Nation againft theni ; 
and procured their, total Expulfion from all the 
. pominions of Ternate^ which from that Time in- 
creafing.in PpweCj continued to make new Con- 
quefts, and to deprive them of other Acquifitions. 
While they lay before Ternate^ a Gentleman 
came on board, attended by his Interpreter. He 
was dre^d fomewhai in the European Manner, 
and foon diftinguill^ed himfelf from the Natives 
^ - ' . "of 
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of Tirnaiiy or any Country "that they had feen, 
by his Civility and Apprehenfion. Such a Vifi- 
tant may eafily be imagined to excite their Cu- 
' riofity, .which he gi'attfied, ^y inforrning them'that 
he was a Natiye of China^ of ftie Family of the 
' King then reigning ; and that, being acculed of a 
capital Crime, jof which, though he was innocent, 
he had not Evidence to clear htrnfelf^'he had pe- 
tioned the King, that he might n,ot be expofed to 
a Trial, but that his Caufe might be referred to 
Divine Providence, and that he might be^aHowed 
to leave his Country, with a Prohibition againft 
returning, tinlefs Heaven, in Atteftation of his 
Innocence, thould enable him to bring back to 
the King fome Intelligence, that might be to.thc 
Honour and Advantage of the Empire of China. 

" In fearch of fuch Information, he had now fpeiit 
three Years, artd had left 7?^^^ for th^ Sake of 
converfing with the Englijh General, from whom 
he hoped to receive fuch Accounts as would en- 
able him to return with Honour and Safety, 

Drake willingly recounted all his Adventuits 
and Obfervatrons, to whrch the Chinefe Exile 
liftenfed with the utmbft Attention and Delight, 

■ and having fi^ed'them in his Mind,thanked G6d 
for the Knowledge he had gained. He then 

' propofed KoxhtEngUJh General to conduft him to 
China^ recounting, by way of Invitation, the 

* Wealth,;Extent,andFe/i(fityof th^.tEmpirej but 
Drake (rould not be induced tO ^rdlong^his Voyage. 

He 
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Hethtrcfore fet feif, on the 9th 6f NcvemBer^ 
in qucOtxsf iomt^ccmremertt Harrbotir, in a *fert 
'Iffenpd,' to refit Wis Ship ; not being wHB%,- tis it 
]feim«, to tFiift ty Gencreiity of tfe« king cJf 
Tematt. Fiv^D^ys kfiEer^wards, lie found arvcry 
commodfous Hatbour in aii 'Mam! 6vcigtx>wit 
vritlr Wood, where he repaired Wis^ VdRI, ind re- 
frefhcd his Men, vv1tho»t panger op InterruptJorf 

Leavih^tWs rtacerhe^'iifthdfi)-^^^^^ theV 
filled ttrwanfs Hie ^i/iiVx i 6tft having^ Wind rick

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^atVinff^Biii"ffii^l.„__5 „., o..,p inio ceep 
w^atCTi but, upon. Examination it appeared, that 

N --^ the 
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the Rock on which they had Aruck rofe 
idieularly from the Water, and that there was no 
Anchorage, nor any Bottom to be found a Boat's 
Length from thp Ship* But this Difcovery, with 
its Confequences, was by Drakt wifely concealed 
from the common Sailors, left they (hould aban* 
don themfelves to Defpair, for which there was 
indeed Caufe, there being no Profpefl left, but 
that they muft there fink with the Ship, which 
muft undoubtedly be foon dafhed to Pieces ; or 
perifti in attempting to reach the Shore in their 
Boat ; or be cut to Pieces by Barharifms^ if they 
ihould arrive at Land. 

In the Midft of this Perplexity and Diftrefs, 
Draki directed that the Sacrament fhouM beadmi- 
niftered, and his Men, fortified with all the Coa- 
fblation which Religion affords, tlien perfuaded 
them to lighten the V^flel, by throwing into the 
Sea Part of their Lading, which was chearfully 
complied wlth,^ but without Effeft, At length, 
,.when thfcir Hopes had forfaken them, and no new 
Strvggl^s co,uld be ynade,. the^ were on a fudden 
relievedjby a Remiffiori of t^e Wind, which hav- 
ing hitherto bIown(lrong]y a^aii^flitheSideof the 
Ship which lay towards (he Sea> held it. upright 
againft the Rock '; liut when the Blaft flackened, 
(beings then Iqw Water) thp Ship lying nigher 
"wi(h that Part which refted on the Rock than 
with the other, and beib^born^ up no longer wi^

the Wind, reeled into the deep Water, to the Sur- 
prize and J oy of Draie and bis CompanFons* 

This was the greateft, and moft inextricable 
Diftrefs which they had tvir fuffered, and made 
fuch an Impreffion upon their Minds, that for 
feme Time afterwards they durft nut adventure 
to ipread their Sails, but went flowly. forward 
with the utmpft Circumfpeflion. 

They thus contidued their Courfe without an^ 
obfervable Occurrence, till on the nth of Mar^B 
they came to Anchor before the Ifland Jaya^ and 
fending to the King a Prefent of Cloth and Silks^ 
received from him, in Return, a large Quantity 
of Provifions, and the Day following Dnrif^ went 
himfelf on Shore, and entertained the Kitig with 
his Mu(ic, and obtained Leave to (lore his Ship 
with Provifions/ 

The Ifland is governed by a great Number of 
petty Kings, or Raiasy fubordinate to one Chief ; 
of thefe Princes, three came on board together a 
few Days after their Arrival ; and having upon 
their Return recounted the Wonders which they 
had feen, and the Civility with which they had 
"been treated, incited others to fatisfy their Curi- 
oHty in the fame Manner, and Rata Donan^ the 
Chief King, came himfelf to view the Ship, with 
the warlike Armaments and Inftruments, of Na* 
vigation. 

This Intcrcourfe of Civilities fomewfiat re- 
tarded the Bufmefs for which they came ; but at 

N 2 length 
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length they not only viftualled their Ship, but 
cicanfed the Bottom, which, in the long Courfe, 
,¥i«s overgrown with a Kind of Shell-filh that jm- 
.pcdedher Pa&ge. 

Ler/ingyofmcm March the 26ih, they failed 
liomewards by tiie Cape of Good Hope; which they 
faw on June the 5ih. On the 15th of Anguji they 
pafled the Tropic, and on the 26th of September 
^irrived at PlgmoH^ where they found that by paf- 
iing through (b many different Climates, they had 
•loft a Day in tiieir Account of Time, it being 
Sunday by their Journals, hut Monday by the ge- 
neral Computation. 

In this hazardous Voyage they had fpent two 
Years, ten Months, and fome odd Days ; but were 
recompenfed for their Toils by great Riches, and 
the univerfal Applaufe of their Countrymen.— 
Dr^jitf afterwards brought his Ship up to JDeptford^ 
where Queen Elizabeth vifited him on Board his 
Ship, and conferred the Honour of Knighthood 
upon him ; an Honour, in that illpftrious Reign, 
not made cheap by Proftitution, nor even be- 
ftowed without uncommon Merit. 

It is not neceflary to give an Account equally 
particular of the remaining Part of his Life, as 
he was no longer a private Man, but er>gaged in 
public Affairs, and aifociated in his Expeditions 
with other Generals, whofe Attempts, and the 
Succefs of them, are related in the Hiftpries of 
thpfe Times. , 
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In 1585, on the 12th oi Stpiembery S\t Francis 
Drake fet fail from Pl^moutby viith a Fleet of five 
and twenty Ships and Pinnaces, of which him- 
felf was Admiral ; Captain Martin Forbiflxr Vice-- 
Admiral, and Captain jFriwm Kncllis Rear-Ad* 
miral : They were fitted out to cruize iipon the 
Spaniards^ and having touched at the Ifle of Ba^ 
yonne^ and plundered Vige^ put to Sea again, and 
on the 1 6th of November arrived before Si, Jago^ 
vtfhicb they entered without Refiflafice, andre^^ 
iSiere fourteen Days, vifiting in t\\i tneon Tifne 
Son Domingo^ a Town wtthin^the Land, whieh^ 
tiiey fouod iikewife deferted; and carrying ofF 
irhat they pleafed of the Produce of the Ifland, 
diey at their Departure deftroyed the Town ancf 
VrllageSy in Revenge of the Murder of oneef^ 
their Boys, wbofe Body tbey found mangled in » 
mod mhuman: Manner. . v 

From this liknd tbiy pnri«td"tkeir Voyage td 
die JVefi-^lnUe^^ detctinining tb attack $lr. Do^ 
mingo in Hijpaniola^ as th»Yicheft *P]ace in thai* 
Part of the World ; ^ey therefore landed a thou- 
£ind Men, and with ibiall Lofs entered the T6wn,' 
of which they kept Pofliffiort for a Month, with- 
out Interruption 6r Alarm ; during which Titite 
a remarkable Accident happened, which deferves^ 
to be related; 

Drake having fome Intention of treating with 
the Spaniards^ fent td tlwm a NegfaBdy with i 
Flag of Truce, \Vhich ooc'iof^the Spaniards fo 

N 3 little 
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little regarded, that he (tabbed him through the 
Body with a Lance. The Boy, notwithftanding 
his Wound, came back to the General, related 
the Treatment which he had found, and died in 
his Sight. Draki was fo incenfed at this Out- 
rage, that he ordered two Friars, then his Pri- 
foners, to be conveyed witli a Guard to the Place 
where the Crime was committed, and hanged up 
in the Sight o{ xl\t Spaniards y declaring that two- 
Spanift} Prifoners ihould undergo the fame Deatli 
every Day^ till the Offender fliould be delivered 
up by. them : They were too well acquainted 
with the CharaAer of Drake n6t to bring him oa 
the Day following, when, to imprefs the Shame 
of fuch Adions more effedually upon them, he 
compelled them to execute Kim with their own 
Hands. Of this Town, at their Departure, they 
demoiifhed Part, and admitted the reft to be ran- 
fomed for five and twenty thoulknd Ducats. 

From thence they failed to Carthagina^ where 
the Enemy, having received Intelligence of the 
Fate of Su DsmifigCy had ftrengthened their For- 
tifications, and prepared to defend themfelves 
with great Obftinacy. But the Englijh landing 
in the Night, came upon them by a Way which 
they did not fufped ; and being better armed, 
partly by furprize, and partly by Superiority of 
Order and Valour,, became Matters of the Place, 
where th^ flayed without Fear or Danger fix 
Weeks, and at their Departure received an hun- 
dred 
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dred and ten thourind DuCats for the Ranfom of 
the Town. 

' They afterwards took 5/. Augujtmi\ and touch- 
ing at yirginia^ took on board the Governor, 
IWr. Lane^ with xht Englijh that had been left 
there the Year before by Sir Walter Raleigh^ and 
UTTtvtd' 21 Port fmuth on the 28th of Juiy^ 1586, 
having loft in the Voyage 750 Men. The Qain 
of this Expedition amounted toHixty thoufand 
Pounds, of which forty were the Share of tht 
Adventurers, who fitted out the Ships, and the 
reft, diftributed among the feveral Crews, amount- 
ed to fix Pounds each Man* So cheap is Life 
fometimes hazarded. 

The Tranfa£bions againft the Armada, 1588V 
are in themfelves fai* more memorable, but lefs 
necefiary to be recited in this fuccind Narra- 
tive; only let it be remembered, that the Pod 
of Vice- Admiral of England^ to which Sir Francis 
Drake was then ratfed, is a fufficient Proof, that 
no Obfcurity of Birth, or Meannefs of Fortune^ 
is unfurmountable to Bravery and Diligence. 

In the Year 1595, Sir Francis Drake^ and Sir 
John Hawkinsy were fent with a Fleet to the 
Wefl Indies ; which Expedition was only memo- 
rable for the Deftrudlion of Nombre di Dios^ and 
the Death of the two Commanders, of whom Sir 
Francis Drake died the 9th of January^ I597> 
and was thrown into the Sea in a Leaden Coffin^

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with sAl the Pomp of Naval Obfecjuies. It is re- 
poned by rome, that the ill Succefs of this Voyage 
haft^ned hl3 Death. Upon y^^hat this Conjei^ure 
isgrouoded, does not ap^p^ear ; and w€ may be al- 
lowed to hope, .for the Honour of (0 great a 
Man, that i^ is witliout Foundation ; and that 
hje, whom no Series of Succefs could ever betray 
to Vanity, or. Negligence, could have fupported 
9 Change of Fqrtii^DJe^ without Impatience or

R OB E R T fe E A K E waa born 'at' Bridge^ 
Hjuater^ xnScmerfetJhire^ in Au^uji J 598, his 
Fat.h'er beiiiga Merchant of that Place^ who had- 
acc^liirCd a confiderable Foriui^e by the Spamjl) 
"Trade. Of l^is earlieft Years' w>e have no Ac- 
count, ahd therefore can auiufe tlic Reader wir(i 
none of thofe Progniftlck^ of his future A<5lionSj 
& often met with in Memoirs, 

In 16 1 5, he entered into the Univerfity of 0;f- 
fird^ where he continued till 1623, though with- 
out bring itiuch countenanced or carefied by hfi 
Superiors*, for he was more than onc6 difappoint- 
ed in his Endeavours after cAcademical Prefer- 
ments. It is obfcrvable that Mr. JVood^ Cm hii 
Athena Oxmion/is) sffcribes the R'epulfe he mcft 
with at Wadharn College, where he was Compe- 
titor for a Fellowlhip, either to Want of Learn- 
itJ^, or of Stature, With regard to the firftObi 

N 5 jeflicn, 
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jefiion, the fame Writer had before informed us, 
that he was an early Rifir^ zuijludious^ though 
he fometimes relieved his Attention by the A- 
mufementsr of Fowling and Fifliing. As it is 
highly probable that he did not want Capacity^ 
we may therefore conclude, upon this Confeffion 
of his Diligence! that he could not fail of being 
learned, at lead in the. Degree requifite to the 
Enjoyment of ,a Fellowship, and may fafely aicribe 
his Difappointment to his Want of Stature, it 
being the Cudom of Sir Hinry Savil^ then War- 
den of that College, to pay much Regard to the 
outward Appearance of thofe who folicited Pre* 
ferment in that Society. So much do the greatefl 
Events owe fometimes to Accident or Folly. 

He afterwards retired to his native Place, where 
•* he lived (fays Clarendan) without any Appear- 
•* ance of Ambition to be a greater Man than he 
** was; but inveighed with great Freedom againft 
" the Licence of the Times, and Power of the 
<' Court." , 

In ,1640, he was chofen Burgefs fcr Bridgi^ 
water by the Puritan Party, to whom he had re- 
commended himfelf by his Difapprobation of Bi<- 
Ihop Laud's Violence and Severity, and his Non- 
compliance with thofe new Ceremonies which he 
was then endeavouring to introduce. 

. When the Civil War broke out, Blake^ in 
Conformity with his avowed Principles, declared 
for t^ Padiament; and, thinking a bare Decla- 

rarfoa 
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ration for Right not all the Duty of a good Man, 
niifed a Troop 6f Dragoons for his Party, and ap- 
peared in the Field with fo much Bravery, that he 
was in a (hort Time advanced, without meeting 
any of thofe Obftrudions which he bad encoun« 
tcrcd in the Unircrfity. 

In 1645, be was Governor of Taufiton^ when 
the Lord Goring came before k with an Army of 
10,000 Men. The Town was ill fortified, and 
tmfupplied with almoft every thing negeflary for 
fupporting a Siege* The State of this Garrrfoni 
encouraged Col. ff^nSam^ who was acquainted 
vnth Blake^ to propofe a Capitulation ; which was> 
rqeded by B/^i^ with Indignation and Contemptr 
Nor were either Menaces or Ferfuaftons of any 
EiFefl ; for he maintained the Place, under all it» 
Dirad vantages, till the Siege was^ raiA;d by the 
Parliament's Army. ' 

He continued, on many'bthcr Occafians, t^ 
give Proofs of an infuperable Courage, and » 
Steadinefs of Refolution not to be (hafccn : and^ 
as a Proof of his firm Adherence to the Parlia- 
inent, joined with the Borough ofTamfon'm re- 
turning Thanfcs for their Refolution to make no 
more AddreflTes to the King.- Yet he was fo far 
from approving the Death of C^arUs I, that he 
made no Scruple of declaring, that he would ven* 
ture his Life to fave bim^ as^ willingly as he had 
«Ione to ferve the Parliament.

This being re- 
fufed,. thpugji the Refufal was in very foft Terjms» 
and accompanied with Declarations of Efteem^ 
and a Prefept of Provifions, fo exafperated the 
Admiral, that, "without any HeGtation^ he fell 
upon the Portugmfe Fleet, then returning froov 
Brafily of which he took leventeen Ships, and 
burnt three. It was to no Purpofe that the King 
of P^r/tf^^/, alarmed at fo unexpedled a Deftruc- 
tion, ordered Prince Rupert to attack them, and 
retake the Brajil Ships. Blake carried home hi& 
Pri2e$ without Molei^ation^ tl^ Prince not having

H/h Merchant iShips. ^^^ i^^gi'^g ^^is tp be a^ 
InfringeoKnt of the Ncutrtli|y profeifed . by t^^e 
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Spaniards^ now made no Scruple to fall upon Rw 
pirf% Fleet in the Harbour of Malagay and having 
deftroyed three of his Ships, obliged him to quit 
the Sta, and take Sanftuary at the Spanijh Court, 

\xiFihruaryi 1 650-1, Blaie^ ftill continuing to 
Cf uifc in the Mediterraman^ met with a French 
Ship of confiderable Force, and commanded the 
Captain to come on board, there being no War 
deckred between the two Nations. The Captain, 
when he came, was aiked by him, whether he 
tjuas willing to lay. down hi^ Swordy and yield j. 
which he gallantly refiifed, though in his Ene- 
my*s Power : Blsikey fcorning to take Advantage 
of an Artifice, and detefting the App^^rance of 
Treachery, told him that be was at Liberty to ga 
hmk to his Ship, and defend k-ds long as he could^ 
The Captain willingly accepted his Offer, and 
after a Fight of two Hours, conftflcd himfelf con* 
quered, kiflcd his* Sword, and'flirrendered it. 

In 1652, broke out the memorably War be- 
tween the two Commonwealths of England and 
Holland 'y a War, in* which the greateft Admirafo 
that perhaps any Age has produced, wete engaged 
on each Side; in which nothing lefs was con- 
teftcd than the Dominion of the Sea, and which 
was carried on with Vigour, Animofity^, and Re- 
folution, proportioned to the Importance of the 
Difputc. The chief Commanders of the Dutch 
Fleets were Van Trumps de Ruyter^ and A 7/7//, 
the rooft celebrated Nameaiof their own Nation, 

and

and who had been perhaps more renowned* had 
they been oppofed by any other Enemies, The 
States of Holland having carried on their Trade 
^rithout Oppofition^ and almofl without Compe* 
tition, not only during the unaAive Reign of 
King James I. but during the Commotioiiis of 
Enghmdj had arrived to that Height of Naval 
Power, and that AfBuence of Wealth,, that, with 
the Arrogance which a long- continued Profperity 
naturally produces, they began to invent new 
Claims, and to treat other Nations with Info«- 
lence, which nothing can defend but Superiority 
of Force. They had for fome Time made un- 
common Preparations at a vaft Expence, and had 
equipped a large Fleet, without any apparent Dan* 
ger threatening them, or any avowed Defign of 
• attacking their Neighbours. This unnfual Ar- 
mament was not beheld by the EngUJb without 
fome Jealoufy ; and Care was taken to iSt out 
fuch a Fleet as m^ht fecure the Trade from In- 
terruption, and the Coafts from Infults : Of this, 
Blake was conftituted Admiral for nine Months. 
In tl^is Situatioo the two Nations remained, 
keeping a watchful Eye upon each other, without 
adiual Ho(ViiitIties on either Side, till the jSthof 
May^ 1652, when Van Trump appeared in the 
Downs with a FJeet of Forty-five Men of Wan 
Blake^ who had then but twenty Ships, upon the 
Approach of the Dutch Admiral, faluted him with 
three, fingle Shots, to require that he /hould, by

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Harbours, but a Council of War being convened^ 
it was judged imprudent to hazard the Fleet upon 
the Shoals, or to engage in any important En* 
terprizc, without a frelh Supply of Provifions. 

That in this Engagement the Viftbry belbnged 
toxhtEngltfl>y is beyond Difputej fihce, without 
thcLofsof one Ship, and with no more thaa forty 
Men IciHW, they drove the Enemy into his own 
Pons; took the Rear- Admiral and another Vef- 
fel, and fo difcouraged the Dutch Admirals, who 
had not agreed in their Meafures, that de Rujter^ 
who had declared againft hazarding a Battle, de-: 
fired to reiSgn his Commiffion \ and di Witty who 
had iniiAed upon fighting, fell (ick, as it was' 
fuppoTed, with Vexation. But how great the Loft 
of xh^ Dutch was M not certainly known ; that 
two were tifcen they arc too wife to der\y • but 
affirm that thdfc two were all that were deftroyed. 
Tht£figtifiy on the other Side, affirm that three 
of their Veflels were difabled at the firft Encoun- 
ter, that fheir Numbers on the fccond Day were 
vifibly diminiihed, and that on the laft Day they 
law three or four Ships fink in their Flight. 

De Tffitt being now difeharged by the J%/- 
Jandersy^s unfortunate, and the chief Command 
rcftored io VanTrtimpy great Preparations were 
made for retrieving their Reputation,, and repair- 
tng their Lofles* Their Endeavoui^ were affiJIed 
by tht Englifif themfdves, now madefaAious by 
Sttcceft i the Men who were intrttfied with the 
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civil Adminiftration, . being jealous of thofe w^ofe 
military Commands had procured fo much Ho- 
nour, led they twho raifed them (hould be eclipfed 
by them. Such is generally the Revolution of 
Affairs in every State : Danger and Diftrcfs pro- 
duce Unanimity and Bravery, Virtues which are 
fddom unattended with Succefs; but Succefs is 
th^Parcnt of Pride, and Pride of Jealoufy and 
Faction : Fa<5lion makes way for Calamity 5 and 
happy is ' that Nation whofe Calamities renevif 
their Unanimity. Such is the Rotation of In-^ 
tereills, that equally tend to hjnder the total Der 
firu6tion of a People, and to obftru£t an.exorbi-> 
tant Incr^afe of Power. 

Blake nad weakened his Fleet by many Detach- 
ments, and lay with, no more than 40 Sail in thQ 
Downsy very ill provided both V'ith Meit and AmH 
munition, and expedingnevvc Supplies from thofii) 
whofe Animofity hindetied/ tjliem from providing 
them, and who chofe rather to fee the Trade of 
their Country diftrefled, than the Sea Officers ex-i 
alted by a qcw Acquifition/of Honour and In* 
fiuence. 

Van Trump9 defirous of diAinguiftiing himfelC 
at the Refumption of his Command, by fome re<^ 
markable A£Uon, had afiembled 80 Ships of "V/ar^ 
find 10 Firefliips^ and (leered towards the Downs^ 
vrhere Blaii^ with \vhofe Condition and Strength 
he was probably acquainted, yras then ftationed. 
Bkkt^ not aUe Co rcftrain his natural Ardour, oc 

perhaps 
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perteips not fully informed of the Su!:>criorhy of 
his Enemies, put our to encounter them, though 
Ms Fleet was fo weakly tnannecf, that half his 
Uiips wiere obliged to lie idle, without engaging, 
for* wsnr of 'Sailors. The Force of the whole 
Dutch Fleet was therefore fuftained by about 22 
Ships. Two of the Eftgli/b Frigates, named the 
Vangifafd and the Fidfory^ after having for a long 
Time ftood engaged amidft the whole Dutch 
Fleet, broke through without cnuch Injury, nor 
did the EngUJh lofe^any Ships till the Evening, 
when xhtGar/atfdj carrying 40 Guns, was board- 
ed at onoe by two* great Shfps, which were op- 
pofed by the EngUfiy till they had fearcely any 
Meii left to defend the Decks; then retiring into 
fhe lower P^t bf the-VeflM, they blew up their 
Beoks^ which wdtf n6w poflefled fcy iht Enemy, 
Md ar ien|^ w^o^^6lf^ei^;aifid taken. The 
B^uK)4$Hkri^ a ftotir w^^built '^erchant'-ihip; 
going'to relieve the Garland^ was attacked by » 
M^ of War, atid aftle^ a float Refift^nce, in 
which th6 Captain, who deftnded her with the 
wtmoft Bravery, was killed, was likewife carried 
•iff by'tbe Xtef*. Bldke^ in •thi>7W«m/)*, Teeing 
tiM Garland in Diftrefs, pirefled forward to relieve 
her, but it) his Way had'hti Forcmaft (battered; 
and was himMf boarded, but beating off the £ne- 
silies, he difengaged him(elf$ and retired into the 
Thsmis^ with the Lbfs only of two Ships of Force, 
aud fiHir iihali f rigatos^ teit ^ith his whole Fleet 
. ( i '•. . much 
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much Ihattered. Nor was-the Victory gained at 
a clieap Rate, notwithftandng the unufewl Dif- 
proportioa 6f Strength; for of the DujtchFhgr 
fhips, one was blown up, and the other two diC- 
abled. A Proof of the Englijh Bi^iytryy which 
fliould haye induced Fan Trump, io have fpared 
the Infolenc;? of carryiog a Broom at bis Top- 
madj in his triumphant Paflage through theChan- 
nel, which he intended as a Declaration that he 
would fweep the Seas of tlie ^w^/Z/Zj Shipping : 
This, which he hatl little Reafon tp think of ac- 
compli(hing,'he foonafterperifliedin attewipting. 
There are fometimes Obfervations and Enqui- 
ries, which all Hiftorians feem to decline by A- 
greement, of which this A'cHon nxay afford us 
an Example : Nothing appears at the firft View 
more to demmdour Curiofity, or afford Mattef 
for Examination, than this w'dd Encounter of 
22 Ships with a Force, according to their Ac- 
counts who favour \h& Dutch ^ three Times fupe- 
rior. Nothing can juftify a Commmder in fight- 
ing under fuch Difadvantages, but tl^ Impoflibi- 
Hty of retreating. But what hindered Blake frorn 
retiring as well before the Fight as after it ? To 
fay he was ignorant pf the Strength of the Dutqh 
•Fleet, is to impute 'to him a very criminal Degree 
of Negligence ; and, at |eaft, it muft be confefled, 
that, from the Time he favy them, he could not 
but know, that they were too pow.erf^I to beop- 
poied'by'hlmVand eveii then tbefe^Wg^Tiii^e for 
•^ '^^ ■ ^ ' '"-''■' '^ IJetreat. 
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Retreat. To urge the Ardour of his Sailors, is 
to divcft him of the Authority of a Commander, 
and to charge him with the moft reproachful 
Weaknefs that can enter into the CharaSer of a 
General. To mention the Impetuofity of liis own 
Courage, is to make the Blame of his Temerity 
equal to the Praifc of his Valour j which feems 
indeed to be the moft gentle Cenfure that the 
'Truth of Hiftory will allow. We muft then 
admit, amidft our Eulogies and Applaufes, that 
the great, the wife, and the valiant Blake^ was 
onc^ betrayed to an inconfiderate and defperatc 
Entcrprize, by the refiftlefe Ardour of his own 
Spirit, and a noble jealoufy of the Honour of 
his Country. 

It was not long before he had an Opportunity 
of revenging his Lofs, and reftraining the Info- 
lence of the Dutch. On the i8th of February^ 
165^-3, Blake being at, the Head of 80 Sail, and 
alMed, at his own Requeft, by the Colonels. A&»i 
and Dearty efpied Van Trump with a Fleet of a- 
bove 100 Men of War, as Clarendon relates ; of 
70, by their own public Accounts, and 300 
Merchant-fliips under his Convoy. The Englijhy 
with their ufual Intrepidity, advanced towards 
them, and Blake in the Triumph^ in which he al- 
ways led his Fleet, with'i2 Ships more, came to 
an Engagement with the main Body of the Dutch 
Fleet, and by the Defparity of their Force, was 
reduced to the laft Extremity, having received in 

hi> 
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his Hull no fewer than 700 Shots, when Law-- 
fon^ in the Fairfax^ came to his Affiftance. The 
reft of the Englijh Fleet now came in, and the 
Fight was continued with the utmoft -Degree of 
Vigour and Rcfolution, till the Night gave the 
Dutch an Opportunity of retiring, with the Lofs 
of one Flag-(hip, and fix other Men of Wan 
'DxQ Englijh had many Veflels damaged, but none 
loO^. On board LawforCs Ship were killed 100 
Men, and as many on board Blake Sy who lod his 
Captain 2f\A Secretary, amd himfelf received a 
Wound in the Thigh, 

Blakiy having fet a(hore his wounded Men, 
failed in purfuit of Van Trumps who fent his 
Convoy before, and himfelf retired fighting to- 
wards Bulloign. Blaie^ ordering his light Fri- 
gates to follow the Merchantmen, fiill continued 
to harrafs Van Trumps a^nd on the third Day, the 
20th oi February^ the two Fleets came to another 
Battle, in which Van Trump once more retired 
before the Englijh ; and making ufe of the pe- 
culiar Forn) of,his Shipping, fecured himfelf m 
'the Shpals* . ,The Accounts of this Flight, as of 
all the other^^.are various; bu^ the Dutch Wri- 
ters, (hemfelves confefs that tt>£y. lod eight Men 
of War, and more than twenty Merchant-fhips; 
and it is probable that they fyfFered much mdre 
than they are willing to allow ; for thofe repeated 
^£fe^t$, provoked the cotnmpn People to Riots 
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and Infurreflions, and obrfiged the States to afk, 
though kieffeaaally, fOr Peace. 

In April following, the Form of Government 
fn Englaifd was changed, and the Suptcttie Au^ 
thority aflanaed by Crmweil; upon which Occa- 
fion*, BlaJte^ with his Aflbciates, declared, tiiat, 
notwithilanding the Change in the Adminiftra- 
tion, they fliould ftVH be ready to dlfcharge their 
Truft, and to defend tire Natian from Infults, 
Injuries and Encroachments. ** It is not, fays 
£/ahy the Bufitiefs of a Sdanian to mind State- 
Affairs, but to hinder Foreigners from fool- 
ing us." This was the Principle from which 
lie never deviated, and which he always endea- 
voured to inculcate in the Phset, as the fureft 
Foaridation of Unanimity and Steadrmefs. ** Dif- 
turb not one another with donieftic Difputes^ 
hut remember that we are Engftfh^ and our Ene- 
mies are Foreigners. * Enemies! which let what 
Party foever prevail, itis eqaaHy the Intcreft of 
our Country to humble and reftrain."
